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Book As he entered Toland^ a great many fe- 

IX. nators went to welcome him: amongft a- 

'^-^^^r^ thers, feveral who had been engaged with 

c7Sr"^^"g ^^^^^{A^^-f- he pardoned not only 

Poland, thefe, but all who repaired to him and 

abandoned that party. 

King Stanijlaus, after General Goltz had 

beat his iarmy, and General Craffoiv left 

him, went hither and thither incognito, 

till getting account of the King of Sweden's 

defeat at ''Pultaiva^ he did not think hira- 

fclf fafe in any part of Tolandj but retired 

. to the frontiers oi Hungary; removing from 

place to place, accompanied only by a few 

Stanijlaus fervants ; and at laft went into Turky, where 

prifoner in he was made prifoner, about the time the 

Turky. King of Siveden had been forced and taken 

by the Janijfaries and Tartars at Bender. 

The Swedes had no more footing in y<7- 
land^ fave only that Prince Lubomirjky^ and 
Starrofta Spitjky^ who had amongft the firft 
efpoufed King Stanijlaus's intereft, had not 
hitherto fubmitted ; and that Elbing in the 
Royal Trufjia^ was garrrfoned by a few 
Swedes. 

The Czar having crofTed the Borijlhenesy 
on his return to Toland^ marched through 
Black-Ruffia to Uganow, where General 
Gi9//z ftood encamped with the troops un- 
der his command. Here he continued three 
days, reviewing them, and caufing them

perform their exercife : from thence he B o o K 
went to the Vijlula^ where, on Board a flat ' IX. 
bottomed veflel he had caufed prepare for ^^>^>^^^ 
that purpofe, he went down the river to 
Thorn, caufing his guards and dragoons 
march by land. At this place, King y^u- The Czar 
gujlus came on board his vcffel, where he^"** ^^^ 
\ met with the Czar the firft time, ?ftcr hisn^cc"^^ 
tteaty at Altranftadt : the two priiices em,- Tlxym, 
braced one another, but the King was very 
much out of countenance ; which the Czar 
remarking, bid him not mind the paft, for 
he knew very well that the King of Sweden 
had much diftreffed and impoveriflied his 
country, but now they had got full latif- 
faftion, and he believed he would no? 
return there on hafte. 

The Czar, 'tis true, had no reafbn to com-^ 
plain, for befides the routing of his army 
at Tultawa, all the treafure the King of 
Sweden had raifed in Poland and Saxonjy^ 
went into his Gzarifh majefty's coffers. 

The Czar only continued a few days 
with King Augujius at Thorn, then pur- 
fued his march through Volip Truffia to 
,Marienworder, where on the 26th of OBo^ 
her he met with the King ofTruflia, withr 
out any great formality : they dined toge- 
ther neyt day at Prince Menzekoff's quar- 
ters.

On the 6th of November, the Czar part- 
ed with his ^rujjian majefty, purfuing his 
march through Koningsberg into Courland: 
he arrived ztMittau the 17th, being met 

. without i 
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without the town by the l^nd-marfhal, thcBoo K 
raagiftrates and burgherc, drawn up in arms IX. 
as he pafTed, and every thuij in the greateft ^^-^^^^"^ 
order. Having refted there a few days, on 
the 26th, he joined his army which lay 
encamped before Riga^ commanded \/y 
Marfhal Sher-emetoff^ who had waited till 
the coming up of the artillery, condiKing of 
fixty great guns and twenty-four mortars, 
with ammunition in proportion. 

As the Rt4jftan 2irmy advanced to invcfcypy^^ j^^ 
this place, Major-general Stackelbcrg, with vcflcd. 
about two thoufand of the Swed'ijh cavalry, 
came boldly up and attacked \}\cRujJ:an fore- 
troops, commanded by Lieutenant-general 
Bower, who repulfed them with the lofs of 
fifty men killed, and about thirty more 
wounded and taken prifbncrs. On the 
28th, the Czar caufed carry on the attacks 
with all diligence ; two batteries confifting 
of 6ftcen gvins each, and a bomb-battery of 
fixtecn^ mortars, playing without intermini- 
on : the place not being like to furrcndcr 
foon, the Czar took journey for St. Teters^ 
burgh, leaving the direction of the fiege to 
Marfhal Sheremetoff*; who on the 6th of. 
December publifhed a declaration in his ma- AdccLra- 
fter's name over all Livonia^ oiFering them !;?"

wno^'^of ' he foon^ ^p^aed an army from Siveden, 
Riga^wh^^ wh^«^with, he not only hoped to oblige 
liflies ano- < them to abandon the fiege, but to drive them 

* out of the country ; that befides, he had all 

* the rcafbn in the world to believe, that 
' their mafter the King of Sweden was in the 
' fpriog ^o enter y^?/^/?^/ at the head of one 

* hundred thoufand Turks, which would 

* foon change the face of affairs/ 

By this time the town had been fo bom- 
barded, that a third part of the houfes were 
deftroyed : this unhappy place had not only 
the enemy without, but a moft dangerous 
one within, the plague, raging to that de- 
gree, that it confumed numbers of the gar- 
rifon and inhabitants; but the Governor 
would not think as yet of furrendcring. 

I The Emperor left St. Petersburg!) in the 
beginning oi December, and went to Mof 
c r's ^'^^^''' where he made his public triumphant 
triumphal entry, after having continued fome days at 
entry '^^^oColniufka, within four miles of the city, un- 
i7K)!^' til all was prepared for that purpofe. 

This triumphant entry (little inferior to 
thofe of the antient Romans) was made on 
the firft day of the new-year 171 o. All the 
clergy and great men, in moft fumptuous 
apparel, met his majefty a little without the 

firft 
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firft triumphal arch, whereof there were Bo ok 
feven, congratulating him on his great fuccefs, IX. 
ftrowing artificial flowers in his way, and ^-^^"^^"^ 
carrying palms in their hands. The Swed/Jh ' 
generals and officers taken at Lejho and 
Tultawa, marched conform to their rank ; 
the Swedes having done the fame at Stock- 
holm^ by the Ruffian generals, and other 
officers taken at the firft affair before Nar- 
va. At this proceffion were carried^ the ar- 
tillery, ftandards, colours and waggons taken 
from the Swedes^ with the litter of Charles 
XII. found in the field of battle at Tultaiva^ 
all broken to pieces by the cannon fhot : 
the Czar was on the fame horfe he rode 
upon at that battle, attended by the generals 
who had the greateft fliare in the fuccels. 
This day's folemnity ended with great re- 
joicings over the whole city, and illumina- 
tions the whole night long. 

In the beginning of this year, the Otto^'^^^ Porte 
man Torte renewed and confirmed the thir- [^"jt^^^f^^ 
ty years truce with Ruffia, notwithftanding Rufia. 
all the endeavours the King of Sweden ufed 
to hinder it. 

On the 5th of February^ the Briti/hAm-^ 
baffador extraordinary Mr. Whiteworth, had 
a public audience of the Czar, in a very 
folemn manner, where all fatisfaftion was 
given his majefty, for the affront his Ambaf- 
fador met with at London two years before. 

But 
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Book But to return a little into Toland^ about 
IX, the ^nd o£ Nove?nbery General Go//z order- 
'^-^■^ ed Major-general Gordon, with a body of 
clrdll about four thoufand foot and dragoons in- 
ordered to to Ziepts, - on the frontiers of Huvgaty^ 
tkTrs of"' ^^^^ ^^ obferve the King of Siuedevs mo- 
Hungary, tious at Bepidcr, and to reduce Prince Lnbo^ 
mjr/hy and Starrofia Spjtsky, v/hoh^d^got to- 
gether a body of betwixt five and fix thou-' 
fand horfe and foot of different nations, in 
oppofition to King Augufius, and the con- 
federacy ofSandomir. General Gordon on 
the lyth oi January early, forced the pa(s 
of Ziepts without lofing a man, the enemy 
abandoning it on- his approach : after which, 
he marched and took poifeffion oiCaboiv- 
Hit, the chief totvn of the country ; which 
the enemy alfo abandoned on his advance, 
• Then he blocked up the caftle, having no 
artillery wherewith to force it. After this, 
he marched with all his troops, leaving only 
three companies before the caftle of Ziepts, 
Reduces and attacked the enemy on the 9th, near 
^""^^ . KyfrnarL where the Prince, together with 
j}.y,^z. the horfe, abandoned the foot, who had 
hardly fired thefirft fire, till they threw down 
their arms and begged for ^mercy. The 
Prince left the country and went to Vienna, 
and put himfelf under the proteftion of the 
Emperor; the horfe retired to KyfmarL 
The General attacked them next, day, but 

vC^ithout , 
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without much bloodfhed, they furrenderingBo o K 
alfo at diferetion: he caufed take from^ IX. 
them their ftandards, horfes and arms, al- ^^^^"^"^ 
lowing the men to go into ^olanJ^ as he 
had done the foot before, not caring to 
keep fo many unneceffary mouths, who 
were good for nothing, but to confume the 
provifions ; and Prince Lubomirsky having 
but little in the country, where he had 
played the mafter, or rather the tyrant for 
(bme years before. 

Much about this time Lieutenant-gene- General 
ral Nojiicz took Elbing by furprize, being ^-^%^. 
quartered about the town, with a body of ,v,^ by fur- 
five thoufand Rujfians^ moftly foot : having prize, 
prepared ftorming ladders, he marched and 
attacked the town before day in three diffe- 
rent places, being in good undcrftanding 
with the burghers. The commandant af- 
ter a faint refiftancc, caufed beat the chs|^^ 
made, and furrendered at difcretion, vefj^ 
few of his men being killed ; and not a- 
bove fifty of the Ruffians killed and wound- 
ed. Elbing is a large town^ not ill fortified, 
and would take at leaft betwixt three and 
four thoufand men to garrifon it right; 
whereas the commandant had not above 
five hundred. This town was taken on 
the 7th of February J and was the only one 
belonging to Toland the Swedes had kept 
poffeffion of.

IX. at Cracow^ vifited rn the month of March 

^-^■^^^■^ all the curiofities about the town ; amongft 

^^^g^g^j. others, the fait mines at Borhnia and Vi^ 

Cracffnjj. Utzky ; which are exceeding curious, being 

of a vaft depth, where fome hundreds of 

families live without fcarcely ever feeing fun 

or moon. The fait is very good, as clear 

as cryftal, and ferves almoft all Toland. 

There were this year quartered in and 
about Cracow^ about fixteen thoufand foot 
and dragoons, under the command of 
General Goltz; but a mifunderftanding 
happening betwixt him and Prince Menze- 
koj^zhout the diftribution of the quarters; 
on the loth of February ^ one of his Cza- 
rifh majefty's General-adjutants, brought an 
order from the Czar himfelf, to Major-ge- 
neral Gordon^ to arreft General Goltz (who 
liappened to be at that time in Luboivlia 
vifiting the quarters) and to fend him, under 
the guard of a Captain and fifty dragoons, 
. to Mofcoiv. Tho' this was a command 
. the Major-general had no pleafure in, yet 
his Czarifh majefty's orders muft be obeyed; 
he therefore went forthwith, together with 
the Czar's General-adjutant, to General 
Goltz s quarters, and intimated his orders. 
The General was exceedingly furprized at 
firft; but then confideringhe had done no- 
thing to deferve fuch treatment, he became 

eafy, 
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qafy, and after dinner fet out from Ltiboiu."^ o ok 
lia to Cracow; and from thence the neareft 'IX. 
way through Toland to Mofcow^ the com- ^>^^^>^ 
mand of the troops being conferred on 
General Janus^ a Qerman^ lately entered 
into the fervicc. Having formerly command- 
ed the troops of the circles o£ Franconia 
^d Swabia. 

General Goltz being carried to Mofcow^ 
and kept under ftrong con^nement, in- 
fifted to be tried by a court-martial ; where- 
upon, he was transported fo St, Teter^hurgh 
in order theretp. 

In the beginning of July o. court was 
held, of which the High-admiral, yipraxfn^ 
was praefes ; who at the faifle time was in no 
good underftanding with Prince Menzekoff. 
General Goltz was acquitted by the court, 
there being not one fingle point of thd 
charge proved againft him ; which picqued 
Menzekoff to that degree, that he endea- 
voured to prevail with the Czar to caufc 
hold another court-niartial in the army, 
where he (VxinctMenzekoff^) fhould prefide. 
General Goltz refufed to fubmit to it ; gi- 
,ying for reafon, that he had been already 
judged and acquitted ; bcfide§, that Prince 
Menzekoff^ (his ei>emy) could at no tim^ 
, prefide in a court to judge him: however 
jthe Czar being difficulted betwixt a good 
pfficer, and his favourite, continued Qolt;: 

Pa in 
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B o o K in arrcft this whole year, until the cnfuing, 
IX. that the Torte had fet up the horfe-tail, and 
y*'^'^ declared war againft Rujfta. 

The Czar finding that he might ftill have 
ufe for able commanders, fent for General 
Goltz^ and prefented himwithafwordoutof 
his own hand ; ordering him at the fame time 
to repair to his command. General Goltz 
humbly thanked his majefty for all his fa- 
Gcncral vours, told him his conftitution was broke 
Goltz with fatigue, particularly, by this laft long 
^*^^,g^^ and hard confinement; and that he was rc- 
Vicc. folved to ferve no more. The Czar unwill- 
ing to put further hardship upon him, cau- 
jed pay him up all his arrears, and conduft 
him fcfe to Dantzkk. 

' I thought it not improper to mention 
this treatment General Goltz met with, to 
fhew how much a favourite, when he is not 
ft man of honour, may abufe his Prince s 
favour, fo as to maltreat and even ruin his 
beft fervants: had it not been for the en- 
fuing war with the Turksy 'tis hard to know 
but General Goltz might have been ftill 
kept under confinement, and probably, at 
laft might have been fent to Siberia^ where 
he would have ended his days in mifcry; 
as Lieutenant-general Heyn had been fent 
two years before. The General being at 
play with Prince Menzekoff^ near Smolenjkoy 
q£ whom he had gained about three or four 

thoufand 
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• 

thoufand ducats : the Prince being picqued Bo o k 
at his lofs, gave abulive language to the IX. 
Gen»ral, who not being of an humour to V^rv^ 
bear it, took the Prince up, told him he was 
a gentleman, and did expeft gentlemany 
fatisfaftion ; but all he got by it, was to be 
fent to Siberia, or fome worfe place, where 
he was never more heard of. I am con- 
vinced the Czar was nol^ in the knowledge 
of many of his fevouritc's aftions of this na^ 
ture, being a Prince of more humanity and 
honour, than to have connived at them. 

It is to be confidered, that Lieutenant- 
general HejH was not in' the Rnjftan^ fo- 
vice, but in that o£ Toland^ under the 
Crreat-gcncral of Lithuania. 

In the great council held at Warfatv thi^ 
year, betwixt the deputies of the republic 
and Prince Dolgorukj, the Czar's minifter, , 
ifeveral important points were tabled; a- 
mongft others, the two millions and an half 
the Czar himfelf had promifed to the re- 
public, and which had not been paid : ano- 
ther article was, that no more Ruftan troops 
Ihould continue in Tolandj than the twelve 
thoufand ftipulated. Then Wince Dolgo- 
ruky, the Czar's minifter, infifted that Prince 
Wiefnowitfky^ with many others of the fe- 
nators, who had been engaged in the conr 
jFederacy oiWarfww^ Ihould be proceeded 
againft as enemies and traitors to the King 
• - and 
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Boo K and republic; for, that he could make it 
IX. appear, that many of them as yet kept a 

^-^■^"^^ correfpondence with the enemy. Then the 
deputies demanded that all the towns and 
forts the Rujfians had made themfelves ma- 
ftcrs of in Volinia^ together with all the 
artillery and ammunition found in thefc 
places, fhould be reftored to the republic: 
to all which- points and many more, no 
direft anfWer being made, they came to no 
conclufion. 

As to the twelve thoufand Swedes In 
^omeraniaj the Czar iwas refolved to attack 
them in their own country ; but the Emper 
ror, England znA Holland, fprefeeing that if 
the fire broke out in any part of Germany ^ 
it would be of advantage to the French, 
made remonftrances to the Czar, difluading 
him from putting that defign in execution: 
but the Czar judged it incumbent on him^ 
to attack his enemies where-ever he could 
find them, unlefs the allies would engage 
that the Sivedifh troops in "Pomerania, fhould 
not at any time hereafter, in any event, 
march into Toland, nor difturb the King^'of 
Denmark's dominions adjoining to Ger- 
many ; which being agreed to, the follow- 
ing aft of guarantee' was entered into at the 
Hague.

thing that could difturb the peace of the 
empire; provided always, that the Swe- 
dijh troops in Tomerania fhould no more re- 
turn into Toland^ nor attack the King of 
Denmark's dominions, in and about the fron- 
tiers of Germany ; and that the above- 
mentioned high allies and confederates 
fhould guarantee the fame; and further 
defired, that the King of Sweden's extra- 
ordinary envoy Mr. Vanpalmquift, fhould 
acquaint the regency at Stockholm^ and re- . 
ceive their orders thereupon ; which be- 
ing done, the faid regency declared, that 
it fhould not fail on the part of Sweden^ 
but that an exaft neutrality fhould be prc- 
ferved in the empire ; that the,y promifed 
and undertook for Sweden^ that the troops 
in Tomerania^ fhould neither • return into 
Toland^ nor any way difturb the dutchics of 
Slefwick nor Jutland; provided at the fame 
time the King of Sweden fhould be fc" 
cured that the Danifi troops either on ^his 

' fide 
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Bo o K ^ firle the Belts or in Jutland^ fhould not 
IXy ' difturb.nor moleft the Swedifi dominions 
^-^^'^^ ' in Germany^ or on its frontiers : to which 
* all parties confented/ This aft of neu- 
trality was fubfcribed at the Hague the 
iiikoi March 171 o by the plenipotentia- 
ries of all the powers concerned: there was 
a great deal more, but all centered in what 
is already faid. 

About the middle of May the Ruffian 
troops in Ztepts received orders to march 
into Tolandj and to leave only a battalion 
of foot, commanded by a Lieutenant-colo- 
nel, \Ti LahowUa. On the i^th of JunCy 
they joined General Janus, incamped near 
Limherg where they continued until xh€ 
Gencial middle of Auguft ; about which time, Ma* 
Gwdon jor-general Gordon received orders from the 
OT^!^ Czar to march down to KoyaUTruffia, and 
take further orders there from King Augu-^ 
Jius : his body being augmented with two regi- 
ments of foot and two of dragoons. He em- 
barked with the foot, artilery, ammimition 
and baggage, on large flat bottomed boats 
on the Vijlula^ and caufed the dragoons 
march by land until they arrived at a fmall 
town called Meive, within three leagues of 
Marienburghy where King Auguftus then 
kept his court, and where he was com- 
manded to continue till further orders. He 
was neceflltated to bring down the infantry

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by water, to fhun the plague, which raged Book 
univerfally over all Poland. IX, 

The Czar being returned from Mofcow^ y^-^r^j 
to St. Tetersburgh^ orderd the High-admi- V^^^^ ^^^ 
ral Apraxin^ with a body of eighteen thou- gcs in p^/- 
land foot and dragoons, to march and be-^^'^^- 
fiege W'thurg^ capital of Carelia^ a notable 
fea-port, within the gulf of Finland. The 
Admiral came up before the town about 
the 3d of April; which he invefted in 
form, and immediately attacked the fub- 
urbs that the befieged had fet fire to; which 
the Ruffians extinguiftied, and lodged a 
battalion iii the fame : they alfo took two ihips 
which lay in the bay before the town. The 
Czar with the greateft part of his fleet, 
came up before the place, both to block \t 
up by lea, and to tranfport the great artille- 
ry, ammunition and provifions, which he had* 
on board; the artillery, cohfifting of twen* 
ty-four great guns, twelve mortars, ^r. The 
(lege was carried on with vigour ; fo that 
fufficient breaches being made, the Gover- 
nor not willing to ftand an affault, furren- 
dered on honourable terms. But, after the 
garrifon had marched out, Admiral Apr a- WAurg 
:v/;/ caufed arreft them, for thefe following ^JrsT* 
reafons : Fir ft ^ The Governor of St. Teters- 
burgh, having fent fome years before, a light 
frigate, bearing a white flag, with letters to the' 
prifoners at Stockholm, and to receive letters* .

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Book -from the Swedes for theirs in Ruffia, which 
IX. had been often praftifcd before; nev/sr- 
v-on^ thelefs, the Swedes made prize of the (hip, 
tore to pieces the Rujfian flagy and ufed 
not the officer, who commanded the fri- 
gate, and {hip's crew, with common civilify. 
Secondly, That in the beginning of the war, 
they had arretted and made prifoner at Stock- 
holm the Rujjian minifter, and feized on his 
eiFefts and papers, contrary to the cuftom 
of nations; that the Czar had relieved the 
Swedijh minifter Mr. Kniperorona, on his 
parole, that Prince Chilkow the Czar's mini- 
fter fhould be relieved in exchange of him ; 
which was not performed. Thirdly, That in 
the beginning of the war, all the Ruffian 
merchants both at Narva, Stockholm^ and 
over all Sweden, were not only arretted, and 
their effefts confifcated, but themfelves for- 
ced to hard labour, on fcanty diet, bad ac- 
comodation ^r. fo that many of them 
died. 

The Admiral declared^ that when the 
regency of Sweden had given fatisfaftion on 
thefe three grievances, . the garrifon fhould 
enjoy the benefit of the capitulation : at the 
fame time, he allowed the fick, wounded, 
women and children to go to Abo, or where 
they inclined. 

Marfhal Sheremetoff, who had been all 
this time befieging Riga, die plague raging 

both 
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both in town and camp, to fuch a degree, Book 
that Lieutenant-general Rentzel and many IX, 
more died of it ; when he got accounts of ^-^^^^'^^ 
the furrender of Wibtirg^ acquainted the 
Governor therewith, in hopes it would pre- 
vail with him to accept of terms: but he 
continued ftill obftinate, and did not offer to 
. capitulate, until he was fatisfied of the im- 
pofEbility of obtaining fuccours: then onj^^^^ fur, 
the lothpfjuly, the Czarina's birth-day, he renders af.. 
entered into terms, there happening ^^^^a^^^^. 
accident, which contributed very much the plague 
thereto, i;/z. the blowing up of a maga- ^^ particu^ 
zine of powder under a baftion of the ^^' 
town walls. The Marflial inftead of di^r 
minifliing their conditions, granted them 
more then they demanded : for, his Cza- 
rifh majefty promifed ove-r and above, to re-' 
ftore to the gentry who fhould fubmit to 
his dominion, ail the eftates which had been 
taken from them by the chamber of redilc-r 
tion in Charles the Xl's. time. 

Of feven thoufand men, or thereabout, 
whereof the garrifofi confifted at the begin*- 
ning of the (lege, fcarce four thoufand march- 
ed out, the half whereof were fick and 
wounded : all the Ltvonians of what quality 
foever were detained, not unvoluntarily, for 
• they all with pleafure fubmitted to the Czar, 
and paid him homage in a moft folemn 
C ? mannep, 
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Bo o K manner, which the Marfhal received in name 
IX. ot the Czar. 

^-^^^^"^ This Prince was expeding with impati- 
ence the accounts of the -furrender, which he 
received with no fmali pleafure : he appointed 
a day of thankfgiving and publick rejoicing ; 
after which Marihal Sheremeioff laid fiege to 
the important fort Dunamunde^ which furren- 
dered within fourteen days, the plague having 
deftroyed more people than the batteries. 
Then, the Emperor gave his orders to be- 
Jieveh fiege Ternaw^ then Revel znd Kexholm: 
^^Tk^ thefe fieges did not continue long, the plague 
holm, fur- T^igi^g ^^ exceffively, that Ternanv furren- 
reudcr aJ-dered on the 21ft oi Auguji and Kexholm 
'^* on the 1 9th of September^ fo that nothing 

remained more but Reijel; which alfo ca- 
pitulated on the ijoth oiOBober^ moft part 
of the garrifbn and' inhabitants being con- 
fumed by the plague. The Czar to engage 
ftill more and more the Livonians^ after ha- 
ving reftored to that nation their antientprivir 
leges, raifed feveral regiments in that coun- 
try, to be commanded by none but thegen^ 
try of the province. 

King Auguftus after the reduftion of L/V 
vonta and Carelta^ having all this time 
. continued at Manenhurgh^ tp Ihow how 
far thefe eyentb were agreeable to him, cau- 
icd invite many of the ^olijlo fenatprs, fo-. 
yeign minifters, and General officers to an 

entertainment. 
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/entertainment. He left Marienburgh about Book 
the middle o(03ober^ and repaired to the IX. 
city oiDantzick where he pafled the win- v^>r^ 
ter. The auxiliary troops under Major- 
general Gordons command, were afllgned 
their quarters in and about ^elchevia^ a- 
bout thirty leagues above Dantzick, on the 
Viftula; Lieutenant-general No flits toge- 
ther with his command, in the Royal^Truf- 
Jia ; the Saxon troops partly in Lithuania^ 
(King Augujius being obliged to keep a bo- 
dy of twenty thouiand foot and horfe, near 
at hand to oppofe the Swedes^ in cafe they 
fliould be obliged by their King's orders to 
march out of Tomerania into T aland; for 
he was not confulted about their aft of gua- 
rantee) the reft of the Saxon troops, toge- 
ther with General Janus*% command, were 
quartered about Cracow^ Limberg and on 
the frontiers o£ Hungary^ to pbferve the 
motions pf the King of Sweden, and th^ 
Turks. 

The plague raged (o exccflively in To^ 
land this year, that infinite numbers were • 
carried off by it; particularly the Toles^ 
whereof, not under an hundred thoufand 
were confumed;' and in Courland, there 
were not hands left to cut the down the 
harveft; but fuch good order was kept on 
the frontiers ofRuffiay that the plague never 
entered that counu'y : owing a|lo in a great 

meafure 
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Boo K meafure to the cxceffive cold. Very few 
IX. of the Rujftan troops in ^PolanJwere infcft- 
^^-^'"^^'^^ ed, by r^on that the Rujfians had always 
a vaft quantity of provifions in ftore, (b that 
they had no occafion to have any commu- 
nication with the Voles. 

The King of Sweden all this while was 

not idle at Bender; for, by his intrigues at 

the Vorte^ he brought matters fo far, that the 

Sultan was at laft prevailed with to break 

The Sul-^^^^ ^^^^> ^^^ declare war againft the 

tan breaks Czar, confined his Am baflador Mr. Ctulftoy 

with the jn (hg feven towers, and gave orders to the 

171 1. prime Vifier to march with an army of two 

hundred thoufand Turks^ bcfides Tartars^ 

which might amount to forty thoufand more, 

againft Rujfta. 

The Czar was no more in pain about 

the Swedes; the King of Denmark having 

attacked them in Schoneny tho' unfuccefs- 

fuUy, could neverthelefs, make fufficient di- 

' verfion on that fide: the Czar, I fay, thought 

himfelf more than able to deal with the 

Turks ; yet, to omit nothing, he wrote fe- 

veral letters to the Grand Seignior ; whereby 

he made appear, that he had religioufly ob- 

ferved the treaties betwixt him and the fu- 

blime Torte, and had given no occafion to 

His letters the cnfuing rupture; but thefe letters were 

vcrcdVo' ^^^^^ delivered to the Sultan, fo that the 

thp Poffe, Czar could get no retqrn : then to' make 

mattersi 
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matters more eafy, he had gain'd theHof|>odar Book 
ofMuldaviay who beidg of the Greek church, IX. 
thought it more like a Chriftian, to fubjeft -^r>r^ 
his country to a powerful monarch profef- 
fing the fame faith, whereby like ways, he 
might become hereditary fovereign of M«/- 
daviuy under the proteftion of the Czar, 
than to hold it after the precarious man- 
ner he did. On this account he joined the 
Czar with all his force; and Muldavia be- 
ing a plentiful country, his army could be 
furnifhed with provifions and nfcefTaries. 
Accordingly, in the month of MarcZ^ 171 1> 
his Czariih majefty, having left the com- 
mand of his armies in Livonia aqd Carelia 
to Prince Menzekoffy marched with an army He march- 
of twenty four thoufand foot, ^ including his f^^nticra 
guards, towards the frontiers of Totandyo^Po- 
where he was joined with what more foot '^»^- 
he had in that country, and with all his dra- 
goons to the number of thirty thoufand 
more ; where we ftiall leave him and return 
a little into Turky. 

Mr. Ctoljloy, before the Grand Seignior 
had determined on the war with Rujfiay fpa- 
red no means to thwart the Swedijli negotia- 
tions, and to engage the Torte to continue 
in the intereft of his mafter, by caufing the 
King o( Sweden to remove out of the Tur- 
kijh dominions ; whofe longer refidence, he 

faid 
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Book faid, would inevitably engage the Torte in 
IX, a dangerous war. 

^-^^^'^^ The Divan having taken this afiair into 
their ferious confideration, concluded, that 
the Grand Seignior was obliged to proteft 
the King of 5wf^^;^, fince that Prince had 
put himfelf under the powerful protcftion 
of the fublime ^orte; but that it was con- 
trary to the alcoran to declare war on that 
Prince's account, againft the Czar of Kuffia^ 
unlefs he had previoufly broke the peace con- 
cluded betwixt the fublime ^orte and him, 
by having committed hoftilities, or invaded 
any part of the Sultan's dominions ; which 
did not as yet appear. 
The King This refolution put the King of Sweden 
ofSiueJen out of all hopcs, Until the prime Vifier y^li- 
witiT^ht -^^^ Zurlu was depofed, difgraced, and 
mcafbrcs bauifhed, on the 15th of June 171 o, on 
^. ^^c account of his having been corrupted by 
the Czar's minifter, and other mal-prafti- 
ces; Kiuparlifade was declared 'prime Vifier, 
who being of too regular a cbnduft, conti- 
nued in that great office but a very few days 
till he was depofed, and fent back to his 
government in Negropont. 

But Baltap Mehemet Rajfa having fucceed- 

cd Kiuparlifade^ the King of Sweden began 

to conceive better hopes, and omitted nothing 

Creates a ^hat lay in his power to create a mifunder- 

diffcrcncc ftanding betwixt the two empires. It being 

the 
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pradice, that when a new Vifier is named, Bo ok 
all the foreign minifters, but of refpeft to IX. 
his highnefs, demand an audience to wiifh ^^^"^"^^ 
him joy ; the Ruffian minifter defiring to be ^l^^pl^f, 
admitted firft, was told, that of a long flanding, and Ru/' 
the French minifter, as being the antienteft^''' 
ally of the ^ortCj was commonly admitted 
firft, the ^orte always giving the title of 
Emperor to the (bVereigns o£ France. 

^ The i?^^^// Ambaflador repTyed, that the 
fbvereigns oi France were not confidered ' 

as Emperors amongft the reft of the fove- 
reigns in Europe^ but only as Kings ; that 
his mafter had a preferable title to Empe- 
ror, as being fovereign of all Ruffia ; be- 
(ides, that the rank was due to him as Am- 
baffador extraordinary. This . occafioned 
the. Divan, to look into the treaties conclud- 
ed betwixt the Ottoman Torte and Ruffia ; 
whereby they found, that there had never 
been given any other title to the fovereign s 
of Ruffiay than that of Czar ; fo that he was 
told that he fliould be admitted after the 
French Ambaffador. 

Mr. Ctoljioy entered a proteftation, but 
to no purpofe, and caufed at the fame time 
acquaint the prime Vifier, that by thefe means 
he fhould be deprived of the honour of fee- 
ing him. The Tolesj Tartars^ and all who 
efpoufed the intcreft of the King of Sweden^ 
told the Vifier, that the Rujfian Ambaffa-

Thcprimc After which the prime Vifier, having gi- 

thchcad vcn the neceflary orders, left Confiantinople 

of a great in the month of March 171 1, to put him- 

*™y- felf at the head of the Ottoman army, which 

was affembled near Adrianople, from 

whence he decamped, direfting his march 

towards the Danube. 

The Czar after having got all his troops 
together, confifting of about fifty thoufand 
The Czar Cqq^ and dragoons, direftedhis march from 
contrary the frontiefts of Toland to Jajjay the capital 
to the ad- of Muldavia^ where he continued fome days, 
Jl^^^g^j*^'* taking meafures with theHofpodar about 
provifions for the army. From Jajfay he 
continued his march further down, on the 
north fide of the river Truth, where he ar- 
rived in the beginning of June. 

But to do juftice to the Rujftan generals, 
Marfhal Sheremetof, Allart, Repnin and 
Galitzin, they did all that lay in their power 
to diffuade the Czar from entering too far 
into the enemy's country ; giving for rea- 
fon, that it was always good ancTneccfTary, 
to fecurc a fafc retreat; for they knew that 

the 
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the Turks and Tartars together, would o- B o o K 
verpower them with numbers, and by that IX, 
means make g retreat difficult. But the ^^-^"^^^^ 
Czar, depending on the goodnefs of his 
troops, told them that there was no ufc for 
a retreat, and.fo had no regard to their ad- 
vice ; but on the cpntraryj firmly believed, 
that with that army, he was able to drive 
the Turks to the gates of Conjiantinople. 
Thus he marched along the river, over 
which he allowed the enemy to pafs, without 
ever offering to difpute it, which was the 
Czar's firft overfight in this expedition ; the 
pext was his truliing to the Muldavians and 
Walkchians for pipvifiom. The Ruffian 
armies formerly, whqn they marched againft 
Turks and Tartars^ carried always provid- 
4yt\s ducbg the whole campaign; which 
was on this occaUon neglefted. The Czar 
found this miftake when too late, for no ^ 
fooner had the Turkijh army crofled the 
Truths than both Mulda^mns and Wallachi- 
4!ns carried all their provifions' to them, and 
minded the Czar no further ; fo that in a 
little time we fliall find this* great Emperor 
'in as bad a fituatipn, as the King of Sweden 
had been in two years before at Tultawa. 

The Turks advanced and attacked the The 
Rujftans v/kh their Jan ijfaries ^^^ '^pf^^f^^^yicc rc^ 
two different times, but were repulfcd with pulfed, 
coflfiderjable lofs; yet at laft, provifions 
P 2 beginning 
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Book beginning altogether to fail, there was nd 
X. other remedy, but to hazard a decifivc 
^-^^^"^ battle ; wherein, if the Czar plroved viftori- 
ous all was well ; but if not, he had order- 
ed ten thou fan d of his beft dragoons, toge- 
ther with his guards, all on horfeback, to 
make his .retreat as well as he could. 
The Czar After matters were thus difpofcd, he re- 
in great ^jj-^j ^^ j^jg tent to take a little reft, but 
^"^^ y* could get none ; his thoughts were fo taken 
up with the dcfperate fituation of his af- 
fairs, occafioned by his own forwardnefs. 
He rcflefted that his great endeavours in 
polifhing his people, would be now rendered 
inefFeftual ; that the flower of his army, 
which in a manner from nothing, he had 
by his aftivity, prudence and management, 
brought upon a footing, nothing inferior to 
the beft difciplined troops in Europe^ toge- 
ther with himfelf, were all like to be fwal- 
lowed up in a moment. 

In the mean time his principal generals, 
together with the Vice-chancellor Shaffe^ 
roffj held a council amongft themfelves, 
where the Czarina, being in the army, was 
A pro- prefent. It was advifed to .enter into a treaty 
brtofffhc ^^^ ^^^ prime Vifier, and to offer him a 
prime vi- fum of moncy, amounting to about two 
fifr. hundred thoufand rubles, which they be- 
lieved would difpofe him to make up mat- 
ters, by granting them fuch conditions, 

as

as he was impowered to conclude peace u-Bo o k 
pen: after which, the Czarina went into IX. 
die Czar's tent, (who was not afleep, thro' ^^^^^^"^ 
anxiety and vexation) to make him the pro- 
pofal, which with fome difficulty he went 
into, defpairing of fuccefs. * 

The Turks are great lovers of money, 
and will venture a bow-ftring at any time, 
for a round fum. Shafferoff was immedi* 
ately difpatched to the Vifier, with this pre- 
fent in his hand, confifting of jewels, gold 
and money. The Vifier at firft told him, 
that the Czar with his army muft furrender 
themfelves prifoners of war : Shafferoff ^{r^ 
fured him, that the Czar his mafter was 
fully determined at that inftant to^ive him 
battle, if the terms he came to offer* were 
refufed. The Vifier, having already attack- 
ed the Rujjlans^ twice unfuccefsfuUy, thought 
it fafer to make peace on the Sultan's terms, 
and get this fum by the bargain, than truft 
to the uncertainty of a battle. He caufed 
immediately proclaim a truce for fome 
hours, within which time the treaty was con- a treaty 
eluded, an.i figned in very few articles: the^^°^"^" 
three chief ones were, Firji^ That the Czar 
fhould evacuate Toland^ and allow none of his 
troops on any pretext whatfoever, to conti- 
nue longer in that kingdom ; that he fliould 
caufe march his troops out of the fouthern 
|)arts within a month, and out of the north- 
ern 
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Book crn within three months. In the fecond 
IX.' place, that he fhould reftore ^foph to the 

^-^^^^■^ Grand Seignior, with all the other forts 
betwixt it and the Crimea, viz. Meiusj Tor 
ganarogey &cc. in the fame condition they 
were when the Czar took them from the 
Turksy with artillery, ammunition, provifi- 
ons, 6*^. Thirdly, To deftroy the (hipping 
at Afoph. 

The King of Siveden, who had fet out 
poft from Bender, came not up to the 
Turkifh camp until all was concluded, to 
his great misfortune, and no lefs mortifica- 
tion. He went ftraight to Mr. Toniatofky^ 
tent, "who with a-difmal countenance, told 
* Jbiiax wh^t had happened ; and that he had 
miffed an opportunity, he was never like to 
have again in his power. From Toniato* 
jky% tent, he went in a rage to the prime 
Vifier's, where he made a buftle for a 
while, but to nopurpofe : this Prince was in- 
fatuated, for had he been with the Turks 
from the beguming, and before they made 
their attacks on the Rujjian army, he with his 
few Swedes had given them fo gopd ex- 
ample, that undoubtedly he would either

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had done the Rufftans fome years before ; B o o K 
but without reafon: for the Turks are no IX. 
defpicable people, but on the contrary, a ^^^'^^^^ 
valorous and bold nation ; and, tho' they 
have not got into' fo good a method as 
the Chriftians, which is not to be wiflied 
they fhould ;, yet, having fuch numbers of 
men, they have often (when commanded 
by their Sultans in perfon, and fometimes 
by their Vifiers, when men of experience) 
routed ^ and cut ^to pieces the Chriftian ar- 
mies ; fo that no General could have been 
excufed in committing fuch overfight?. Ab* 
folute monarchs, who have only God to 
anfwer to, may do as they incline ; tho' at 
the fame time it is not in their power to 
fcreen themfelves from the cenfurc of the 
world. s 

This hitherto great and prudent Empe- 
ror, being on this occafion reduced to the 
laft extremity, refolves to put all at ftake; 
where, ten to one but he with his army 
(good as it was) had been deftroyed. 

But even in this, his good fortune (which 
had been his faithful companion all along^ 
did not abandon him.' The prime Vifier 
being no foldier, but a weak inter efted man, 
ftruck up a peace ftupidly with him for the "^ 
fake of a bribe, not much exceeding fifty 
thoufand pounds Sterling: the Czar w^ould 
have given fome millions to have got off at 

fo 
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B o o K fb eafy a rate. This peace was owing (hu- 
IX; manly fpeaking) to the ignorance and ava- 
^-'^^^■^ rice of the prime Vifier ; but 'tis more rea* 
fonable to afcribe it to an over-ruling pow- 
er, who changes the nature of things, and 
has relief at hand even in the moft defpe- 
rate circumftances ; fo that no caufe, tho' 
ever fo low, ought to be defpaired of, pro- 
vided it be founded upon honour and ju- 
ftice. If the prime Vifier had been a man- 
of more knowledge and experience, it 
would have been as eafy for him on this 
occafion, to have made peace betwixt the 
Czar and the King of Sweden, as betwixt 
him and the Grand Seignior, and to have 
got all the Sivedijh provinces reftored ; 
nay, even his beloved St. Tetersburgh 
itfelf: for without all doubt, the Czar 
would have been obliged to go into all his 
terms, or have been with his whole army 
(which did not then confift of twenty-four 
thoufand found men) loft to all intents and 
purpofcs; having an army to deal with of 
no Icfs than two hundred thoufand Turks 
'and Tartars.* ' 

After this treaty was figned, the Rujfian 
army being in a fhort time furniflied, evert 
The Czar by the Turks themfelves, (who fhewed 
marches them great humanity, allowing them provi- 
frontiers ^^^ns and all manner of ncccffarics) marched 
fii Poland. oS, drums beating' and colours flying: the 

Czar 
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Czar did not halt much till he arrived on the B o o K 
frontiers of Toland. The Hofpodar of IX. 
IVallachia^ Prince Cantomir^ being obliged ^'•^^^^^ 
to leave his own country went to Rufftaj 
where he has continued in the Emperor's 
fervice ever fincc. This peace was con- 
cluded on the 2ift o^ July 171 1, the ho- 
nour of which being wholly attributed to the 
Czarina, Catharine, entirely gained her the 
army, and the generality of the people. 
With this the Czar was infinitely pleafed, 
tho' at the fame time he knew very well 
how matters had gone ; for certainly the 
generals, together with the Vice-chancellor 
Shafferoff, had been the main-fprings that 
directed the machine: they advanced their 
money with the Czarina's jewels, which 
ftruck the prime Vifier blind all of a fud- 
den. 

The Czar, after his retreat from the 
^ruthy having got the length of the fron- 
tiers of To land J his firft care was, after or- 
dering his troops into quarters of refrefh- 
ment, to caufe quickly recruit his regiments; 
for this expedition had coft him upwards of 
twenty-four thoufand men. 

Then he marched by War/aw to Elbingy 
at which place he arrived on the 12th of 
September; where he relted only a few 
days; and after having ordered his troops 
into their feveral quartei:^, continued his

Diliring his conti- 

T^(7^^^ " nuance at that place, -he negotiated fome af- 

bath. ' ^^ fairs with ihicTriifJian minifter; after which 

he returned to Drefden^ and from that he 

went to Torgow on the 28th of Othberj 

where the Queen ofToland had every thing 

prepared for celebrating the Czarowich's 

marriage with Princefs Charlptte Chrijiinej 

daughter to Duke houis Rudolph of Brunf- 

nvtck Wolfenhuttle^ and fifter to the Emprefs 

of Germany. Some days after the folemni- 

ty was over, the new married couple took 

their journey for Wolfenh utile ^ and the Czar 

paiTed through Silefia into the Royal Truf- 

fiuy where he viewed the troops commanded 

by Lieutenant-general Bower. On tJie 8th 

of November he arrived at Thorn^ where he 

with his whole court embarked for Elbing; 

at which place he was waited on, among 

others, bv the famous Prince Ragotjky^ who 

had come for that purpofe from Dantzick : 

from Eli'ng he pafled through Koningsberg 

Celebrates and MeiiH, to Riga ^ where he celebrated the 

thefeiHval feftival of the Apoftle St. Andrew, patron of 

"dre^ir ^^^IP^' ^^^^ i^/^flhe went to Revel, where 

Riga, he continued fome days, and ordered the 

fortifications to be repaired : from Revel 

he 
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he continued his journey to St. "Peters- Book 
burgh, his favourite town ; jit which place IX. 
he had refolved to continue fome time, in ^^^"^^^^ 
order to take a view of the troops, the fgr^ 
tifications, and the fleet. 

The Czar being become peaceable pof^ 
feflbr of Livonia J expreflcd a defire of being 
admitted amongft the princes of the empire 
of Germany^ by virtue of that dutchy, and 
to have a minifter at the dyet ; but the prin- His defign 
ces of the empire oppofed it, affigning a- ^^^^^IJ^^p 
mongft other reafons, that theCzar of -R/(/^atthedyct 
fia was too powerful a Prince to have any of ^^^^ cm- 
concern in the dyet of the empire. ^^^*^ ^P^°' 

To return to Turky ; the fcene there was 
much changed: the King of Sweden by 
his intrigues, and theirs in his.intereft,' hadxcw in- 
perfuaded the Sultan that the Vifier had be- JJ^^fi"^^^ ""^ 
trayed both the Ottoman empire and thcof^^J^f;, 
King, whom he had excluded out of the in Turfy, 
treaty, and that the Czar had not fulfilled 
the articles thereof. Hereupon the Sultan 
ordered the prime Vifier to repair to Con-- 
Jiantinople, which from time to time he' de- 
layed, being informed of the King of Swe- 
dens praftices againft him ; but at laft. he 
was obliged to obey, and as he came near 
Conjiantinople, the Sultan's orders vxrc fig- 
nified to him, viz. that he was depofcd iiony 
his dignity, which he had enjoyed about a 
year : it was conferred on the Baffa, ji^l/^'/l 
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Book Aga of the Janijfaries, himfelf fent into 
IX. banifliment to the ifland Metalin^ and all 
^^^"^^■^^ his goods confiscated. 

After this, the King of Sweden began to 
xecover hopes. The Cham of Tartary re- 
paired to Confiantinopley where he had fre- 
quent conferences with the Sultan, who 
refolved a-new to declare war againft Ruf- 
fia^ unlefs the Gzar went immediately into 
the three following articles. ' 

Fir ft ^ That the Czar fhould put in exe- 
cution the articles of the treaty on the 
Truth; that within a month's time he 
. fhould evacuate Toland^ and neither direftly 
nor indireftly have any concern with the 
affairs of that kingdom. 

Secondly, That the King of Sweden re- 
turning to his dominions, under what con- 
voy the Sultan fhould think fit, the Czar 
fhould not order ai>y of his troops into 
Poland, under any pretext whaffoever ; for 
in that cafe he fhould be oppofed by all the 
force of the Ottoman empire. 

Thirdly, That the Czar fhould not concern 

himfelf any way with the ^olijh Coffacks, 

, nor thefe under the Cham of Tartarj ; that 

in the terms of the peace, he fhould in- 

ftantly d^molifh Taganaroge and reftore yi^ 

fofh. 

The Ruffian hoftages at the Torte oppo- 
led to thefe the three following articles : 
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F'trjl^ That the King of Sweden fhould Book 
inftantly leave tht'Turkifi dominions/ IX. 

Secondly, That the Torte fhould" remain ^^""^^ 
fatisfied with what was already ftipulated, 
in regard to the Tolip and Rujfian Cojfacksy 
In the Ukraine. 

Thirdljy That if the King of Svjeden, af- 
ter his return to his dominions, fhould march 
an army into Poland, the Torte could not 
not take it amifs, that the Czar oppofed 
force with force. 

Thefe demands with the anfwers, became 
the fubjeft of a long negotiation, in which 
the ambaffadors of ijreat Britain and Hoi-- 
land became mediators. This fecond treaty 
was concluded and figned on the 15th of 
^pril 171 2. 

The fubftance of it was this: * That New ar^

Firjiy That thirty days after the date 
hereof, his Czarifh majefty ftiould caufe all 
his troops withdraw out of the fouthfern 
parts or Toland; arid that three months 
timb fhould be allowed to withdraw his 
troops from the more remote places of the 
kingdom ; after which no Ru^ians were to 
remain within the faid dominions, under a- 
ny pretext whatfoever ; and that his Czarifh 
majefty fhould in no fhape meddle or con- 
cern himfelf with the Tolijh government; 
but in cafe the King of Sweden fhould en- 
ter with an army into Toland^ with a view 
to attack Rufia^ that then the Czar might 
march with his army into Poland and at- 
tack his enemies, where after a battle fought, 
the Swedes fhould quit Toland^ the Rujfians 
fhould equally at the fame time evacuate that 
kingdom ; in this cafe the ^orte fhall: not 
look upon it as an infringement of the trea- 
ty. - • 

Secondly y That when it fhould be though^ 
proper that the King of Sweden fKould re- 
turn to his dominions, the Grand Seignior 

fhoulcl 
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fhould be judge of his rout through whatBoo K 
countries, without fettling either the time, IX. 
or the manner, (they behaving as becometh) ^•^'^^^^^ 
even tho' it were through iome parts of 
Rujfia^ and that the Ottoman troops, after 
having efcorted the King into his own 
country, on their return fhould meet with 
no difturbance.' 

Thirdly^ The Coffacks fhould content 
themfelves with their antient limits, and 
make no encroachment on each other, nor 
on the Tartars ; and that if any abufes be 
committed by either fide, they fhould be 
duly punifhed. 

Fourthly, As the town of yf/oph is fitu- 
ated on the extremity of the Ottoman cm* 
pire, and Chircajky on the extremity of RuJ^ 
fiay no fort fhould be built by either fide, 
and what is already built fhould be demo*' 
lifhed ; but that the Sultan, if he thinks fii^ 
may repair the fort on the other fide of the 
Tanaisj oppof^te to Afoph, called Tetro- 
polis. 

Fifthly, That as in the articles of peace on 
the Truth, it was agreed that Afoph fhould 
be reftored in the condition it was in when 
the Czar took it ; and as at that time there 
were fixty brafs guns, which were tranfport- 
ed to MofcoWy that thefe guns be reflored or 
an equivalent for them. 

Sixthly, 
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Book Sixthly^ That in confcquence of the faid 

IX. treaty, the fort Oaminick and the caftle built 

^^^''^^'^ on the niouth of the Samar^ remain demo- 

lifhcd, and that neither fide repair nor build 

any new fort in thefe places. 

Seventhly^ That this peace fliould conti- 
tinue during the fpace of twenty-five years, and 
be ex^ftly obferved by both parties. Thefe ar- 
ticles were figned, in prefence of the Am- 
baffadors mediators, by Jujfuf Bajfa^ the 
prime Vifier for the Grand Seignior ; and 
jby Veter Shafferoff^ and Michael Shereme-* 
toff^ plenipoentiaries for the. Czar. 

It may beeafily fuppofed, that this treaty 
was heartily gone into by both fides, from the 
orders his Czarifh majefty gave to his troops 
in Volinia^ commanded by Marflial Shere- 
metoff^j to leave Toland and retire into the Uk- 
raine ; and of thofe under General Renn^ a 
part was ordered into Livonia, and the reft 
to m2iic}\ mio Corner ani a, where \the Czar 
with the reft of the allies had underta- 
ken the fiege of Stralfund. The Sultan's 
fatisfaftion appeared in his letter to the 
Baffa of Bender, wherein he advances him 
to the charge of Serafkier, or Generalif^ 
fimo over his troops in Roinellia and C7/i, 
with orders for fuch a number under his 
command, to condiift the King of Sweden 
through Toland to his own dominions, ac- 
quainting him at the fame time with the peace 

• laft 
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laft concluded ; as alfo that he expefted an B o o K 
AmbalTador from Toland, with whom he IX. 
was to confer on the quickeft and fafeft ^^•^^>^^^ 
way, for the King's paflagp. 

This peace however continued but a few ^^^ ^^^ 
months; the King of ^Src/f ^(f« with his par- raifc^ a ^'^ 
tifans found means to excite a new revolu- new (Kr at 
tion at the T'orte^ and to determine the ^^ ^^''^^* 
Sultan to caufe march a great force with 
him into To/and. 

Prince Menzekoff'wzs about this time in 
Tomerania, with a body of about fifteen 
thoufand Ruffians^ where he was to join 
the Danip and Saxon troops, in order to 
attack the ifland of Rugen, Stralfund and 
Stetin ; which laft was already invefted, by 
eight thoufand of the Ruffian troops. The 
Czar marched in perfon into Corner anta with 
a regiment of his gpards ; and as they were 
on the point of attacking iJ«^^;/, they got 
information, that General Stenbuck was 
landed in that ifland, with a body of ten 
thoufand Swedes, which put a ftop to that 
defign. Then the Czar, leaving the com-- The Czar 
mand of his troops to King Augujius, went so« in- 
incognito to Berlin, where he conferred ^Berlins ^ 
with the King oiTruJfta, who had all this 
time continued neuter: from Berlin he 
went to Drefden, and from that to CarleJ^ 
bath, where he made ufe of the waters, as

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Boo K he had done before, with fucccfs. During 
IX. his abfence, General Stenhuck marched from 
^^■^^^^"^ Rugen with the Swedip troops to Stral- 
fund; where, after having exhorted the 
burghers, with two thoufand men he left 
in faid place, to ftand to their defence in 
cafe they were attacked, he directed his 
march towards MeckUnburgh^ where he 
took poffcffion of Rojlok. King Auguftus 
with his Saxon and Rujftan troops marched 
after him, and took pofTeffion of Gujlra-Wj 
and ufed all diligence to join the Danijh 
troops, who had alfo marched from HoU 
Jlein into Mecklinburghy in order all of 
them together to fall upon the Swedes; 
but General Stenbuck to prevent their con- 
junftion, marched and attacked the Danes 
General ^t Gadebufj thc 14th of December y where 
Stenhuck he gave them a total overthrow, notv^ith- 
Dancs. ^ landing they were advantageoufly pofted- 
After which the Ruffian and Saxon troops 
joined, in order to difpute Stenbuck' s paffage 
through Tomeranta into Toland^ which 
they judged would be his next defign, in 
order to facilitate the King of Sweden 
and Staniflaus their return into Poland, 
to give life to their parties;* but General 
Stenbuck^ who had other views, marched to- 
wards Jutland^ and quartered his troops 
in Hol/ieiriy according to the inftruftions

WH I L S T the Czar was ufing his beft g q q jr 
endeavours to reduce the Swedes, y 
and force them into a peace, affairs took a ^y^^ 
new turn in Turky. Starojla Grudztnjkjy, 
who had retired into the Grand Seignior's 
dominions after the King of Sweden, made 
an irruption into Poland at the head of five 
thoufand Toles, adherents of 'King StaniJ^ 
lausy with other troops of different nations, 
and pierced fo far into the country with- 
out being difcovered, that he came into 
the Woywodefhip of Kalifch ; where at 
?{/2^0^j he fell upon Lieutenant-general 
Bower % regiment, commanded by Colonel

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Book Theodore Gordon ; and tho' the Colonel did 

X. all that could, be cxpefted in oppofing the 

^"^^'^^^ enemy, yet he was forced to retire- with 

the lofs of two thirds of his regiment. 

Gnidzinjky, puffed up with this.fuccefs, ftill 

advances further into the country, which 

gave* time to Lieutenant-general Bower who 

was then in Tomerania^ to march with all 

dilii2;ence with two thoufand dragoons into . 

the Woywodefhip of Tojin^ where he was 

joined by fome ftandards from the Crown- 

Bonvcr " ?i^^^r^^ which amounted in whole to three 

beats or four thoufand men, and fell upon Grud- 

Crtidtin-^ zinfky at Kruterjhein^ where he overcame 

^ ^' him, and fo difperfed his corps, that he was 

forced, together with a few officers, to efcape 

into Sllefia. This expedition was concerted 

by the King of Sweden^ to fatisfy the Grand 

Seignior, that the Rujftan troops had not as 

yet fully evacuated .y^/flf^^, agreeable to the 

laft treaty of peace. 

Upon this the Grand Seignior, by the per-

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Some time after, the Grand Seignior re- Book 
paired to Adrianople^ in order to aflcmble X. 
his troops, and to march in perfon at the ^^^^^' 
head of his army. But before he proceed- 
ed further, he would have the King of 
Sweden to leave his dominions and return 
to his own, to make a divcrfion, by attack- 
ing the Ruffians on that quarter; for which 
end he fept a perfon^ of diftinftion to inti- 
mate* his pleafure to him ; but the King de- The Kina 
clared in pofitive terms, that he would not fj^^f'''' 
depart until he had an interview with the icuve 
Sultan, that he might fatisfy him of his ^^^^h'^ 
good intentions towards the Ottoman em- 
pire, and to concert together of the proper- 
eft meafures to bring the Czar to reafon. 
This anfwer was both ill reported, and as 
i|l taken: tliofe in the RuJJian intereft gave 
the Sultan to underftand, that - the King of 
Sweden defigned to give him the law in his 
own country; which obliged the Grand 
Seignior, by the advice of the Mufti, to 
fend a fecond order, that the King of irr^?-* 
den fhould inftantly depart ; and in cafj of 
rcfufal, to take his perfon by force, and 
bring him dead or alive to Adnanop^.c. 

The King o^ Sweden^ tho' he had very 
foon accounts of this laft order, did not be- 
lieve that the^Ti/r^j- v/ould go to that ex- 
tremity ; but he was miftaken, and as cvcty 
body knows what happened to ]:in: r.r 
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Book Bender"^, there Is noufe for enlarging upon 
X. it here. If war had not been already de- 

^^-^"^^^ dared, it had not been done at this time; 
but the Turk thought his honour concern- 
ed : neverthelefs, the Ottoman miniftry were 
rather for peace, and juft about this time, 
got the accounts that the Czar had with- 
drawn his troops from Elbing^ and reftored 
it to Toland; which, with the King oi Swe- 

Peace a- dens obftinacy, fo foftned the Sultan, that 

gain with he entered into negotiations with the Ruf- 
^^ ^'Jian plenipotentiary, and fettled matters as 
before, with little or no additions, or a- 
mendments : for all that the Turks had to 
objeft, was that the Czar ftill kept fome 
troops in Poland, particularly at Thorn and 
Elbing; which were by this time evacu- 
ated. 

During thefe tranfaftions, the Czar was 
intent on putting an end to matters with 

17 13. Gcncxzl Count Stenbuck^ who had by this 
time burnt the town of Altena^ fo that he 
did not leave one fingle houfe unconfumed ; 
to the ruin of the poor inhabitants. AU 
tena was but a fmall unfortified place, lying 
within half a mile o^ Hamburgh^ but be- 
ginning 

* The King o£ S^iveden would' needs keep out his unfor- 
tified houfe, tho' attacked by ten thoufand men, till at Jaft 
theyTet fire to it, and funounded him as he was making his 
cfcape from the flames. Some fay, their commiiEon was on- 
ly to take him prifoncr. 
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ginning to flourifh ; fo that it is generally Book 
bclfeved, Count Stenbuck received a confider- X. 
able fum from the HambufgherSy who out v>rr>w/' 
of jealoufy wanted to deftroy that place. 
The Czar was at Hamburgh^ where (having 
conferred with the Danijh General, ff^optj^ 
cholfSy about the iterations of the campaign) 
he cauled diftribute fome thoufands of 
rubles, amongft the moft ncceffitous of thd 
inhabitants of y4itena; promifing befides, 
to favour them in thdr dommcrce, not on-- 
ly in his ports in* the Baltick^ but alfo at 
JlrchangeL 

The Czar being informed, that the Sive^ 
dtjh General, Count Stenbuck^ had fortified 
the bridge at Holingftedt^ ordered Lieute- 
nant-general -Bcit/^r to march with four 
thoufand foot and dragoons, and drive the 
enemy from the bridge ; which Bower did 
fo fuccefsfuUy, that after having obliged 
them to retire, he not only demolifhed the 
fortification, but ruined the bridge. Gene- 
ral Stenbuck finding himfelf furrounded with - 
enemies (the RuJ/ians, Danes and Saxons) 
began to repent of having entered fo far 
into that country ; and refolved to crofs the 
Eyder, and return again into Tomerania : 
but being informed that the RuJJtaa army 
lay in his way, ready to difpute the pafTes 
with him, he altered that defign, and en- 
trenched his army to advantage, betwixt 
Vol. 11. ' G Frederkkjladt 
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Book Frederickjladi and Xonmngen : but the Czar 
X. being refolved to allow him no time, march- 
^-^"'-''^ ed in perfon, at the head of eight thoufand 
of his troops, attacked FreJenckftadt on the 
l2th of February., and after a good refift- 
ance, he made himfelf rnafter of the place, 
it being fortified only with a breaft*work 
and pallifadoes. The Ruffians were twice 
repulfed, and loft a good many men ; but 
at the third attack they carried the place, 
where they took four hundred prifoners, ^r. 
Count General Stenbuck finding himfelf reduced to 
Stenbuck x\\t laft extremity, and no ways able to give 
ftniitncd, battle to the enemy, had no other recourfe, 
but to pcrfuade Colonel Wolf to give him 
pofTeffion* ofTonningen^ where he lay en- 
camped under the cannon, e^qjefting fu - 
cours from Sweden ; but in vain, the Ruf 
fans and' their allies had enclofed him, that 
he fcarcely could get a courier fent to the 
regency at Stockholm to, inform them of his 
fituation. 

. About the end of tebraary, the Czar 
parted with the King of Denmark, leaving 
him the command of his troops, after ha- 
ving concerted and agreed on the propereft 
mcafures to reduce Stenbuck, \v^ithout giving 
him battle, it not being pofTible for him to 
hold out any time for w ant of provisions ; 
fo that at laft, he muft be obliged, not only 
to furrender the town, but alfo himfelf, 

and 
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and all his troops prifoners at dircre-BoOK 
tion. X. 

• The Czar after he had parted with the v..-^v-^ 
King of Denmark, took journey for Hano-- 
'ver, where he was magnificently received 
by^his eleftoral.highnefs, and his mother 
the old Princefs Sophia, Eleftrefs-do wager. 
From Hanover he continued his rout to- 
wards Wolfenbuttley and from that to Shon-^ 
haufen; where he had an interview with 
the King of 'Truffia. There they fettled 
the affairs' concerning Tomerania; after 
which he continued his journey through 
Dantzick, Koningsberg and Riga : here the Princcfi 
Emprefs Catharine was delivered of a daugh- ^^^M^*^ 
ter, czWcA EUfabeth-Marie. As foon as*"""™' 
the Emprefs had recovered her health and 
was able to travel, they all fet forward to- 
gether for St. Tetersburgh; where the Czar 
was no fooner arrived, than he ordered out 
a confiderabie number of fliips, (about two 
hundred) with eight thoufand land forces 
on board, to make a defcent on the coaft ^ dcfccnt 
of Finland. They debarked at Hel/ingf- into Fin^ 
fors^ . in view of the Swedijh General, ^'^^^^ 
Lubecker, who did not offer to hindet the 
defcent, but retired in all hafte to ^^bo, in 
order to oppofe them at that place. The 
Czar, finding his troops infufficient to at- 
tack it, caufed raife a breaft-work about 
B^rgOy (which he had ruined fome years 
G 2 , before) 
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Book before) and erefted a maga;sine, then re- 
X. turned to St. Tetersburghj where he ordeiF- 
V">^N> ed eight thoufand men more to be tranf. 
ported to the coaft oi Finlandy in order to 
pufh his conquefts in that province. After 
the debarkation of thefe new tranfports, 
' Prince Galitzin put himfeif at the head of 
the whole, amounting to about fixteen 
thoufand men, and marched ftraight for 
j4bo^ the capital oi Finland. The Czar at 
the fame time put to fea himfeif, with about 
twenty fhips of force in order to attack st 
Sivedijh fquadron, which lay in the gulf, 
but fo advantagcoufly, that he did not think 
lit to attack it, but returned to join his 
land army, which had by this time attack^ 
cd a pais ztCarelJlo^ (defended by eight 
hundred Swedes) which they forced ; then 
The ^advanced towards Aboy which the enemy 
s^ivedes had abandoned, and found only in the 
^jl,^^ ^ place aboirt thirty or forty old people, whom 
the Czar caufed treat with all humanity, 
Befides a good quantity of provifions, there 
was a curious library, which his majefty 
caufed tranfport to St. Tetersburgh. Prince 
Galitzin after having left a fufficient garri-; 
fon in Aboy advanced with the army under 
his command, confifting of about fourteen 
thoufand men, towards Thavajihus ; which 
being no place of defence, the Swedes a- 
J)apdoi^c^ it, jipd retired (o a ftrong poft 
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cstlled^ulcona;' where a fharp encounter B o o K 
happened. The Swedijl) body, confiding of X. 
^bout feven thouland hprfe and foot, were v^^^^n-' 
aitatked by th^ Ruffians both in front and^J^„"^ai 
rear; till atlaft, after a goodrefiftance xhcyPuicomf, 
were beati and forced to retire, with the 
lofs of nine hundred men killed, and two 
hundred taken prifoners, with all their ar- 
tillery and baggage. The Ruffians lofs was 
pot inferior to that of the Swedes^ who 
retired towards Tammerfort. The Czar 
caufed fortify Thavafthus^ where he left a 
garrifon, in order to purfqc his conquefts 
the enluing campaign. ' 

Matters went ajfo -pretty fucccfsfuUy in 
Holftein and Tomerania : the Ruffian troops 
did not a little contribute to the reducing 
ToMningenj and General Stenbuck^ who count 
furrendercd as his Czarifli majefty had fore- ^tinbuci 
told: the King o^ Denmark ufed him in thcjj'^'^^j 
beginning well, potwithftanding his burning tion. 
o( Altena ; he was allowed his full freedom 
in Copenhagen^ on his parole neither to re- 
turn to nor correfpond with Sweden ; but 
being retaken afterwards, endeavouring to 
make his efcapc, he was more narrowly 
confined; by which he contrafted a fick- 
pefs, whereof he died.* , 

Prince Menzekoff who commanded the 
troops in Tomerania^ finding it impoffiblc 
IQ ffirn^ ^e fiege q( Strcilfund, without firft 

rendering 
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Boo K rendering himfelf mafter of the ifland of 
X. Rugen; the Ruffian troops in'conjunftion 
^^^''''^ with the Danes and Saxons, put that defign 
luckily in execution on the 23d of July, with 
the lofs of not above ten or twelve men: 
General Duker who was then on the ifland^ 
retired in all hafte to Stralfund. 

Stetin as is already faid, had been for 
fome time inverted, by a. body of the Ruffi-^ 
ans ; but on the 14th o( September the fiegc 
Stetin bx-^^'^ carried on in form, and it did not fur- 
rcqdcn. render till the laft of that month, General 
Myerfeldt not being able for want of pro- 
vifions, to hold it out longer. Prince Men^ 
tekoffgzvcf up this town to the King of 
TPruffia, for a certain fum of money. 

The (lege of Stralfund was not under- 
taken, on account of th^ advanced feafon, 
but deferred till^ the chfuing campaign. 

Swedfp Tomerania being now fequeftered 
in the King of TruJ/iqs hands, and Holftein 
in the King of Denmark'^, the allies had no 
more to do in the King of iw^^(?»'s domini- 
ons in Germany, but to retire with their 
troops. Prince Menzekoff did not care to 
depart empty handed, therefore threatened 
the town of Hamburgh with military exe- 
Moncy cution, unlefs they payed him inftantly down 
raifcd from five huhdered thouiand rix-doUars: they 
fu^h &c compounded for the half. The city of Lu^ 
beck being threatened in the like manner, pay? 

cd 
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cd an hundred thoufand, and Dantzick anBoo K 
hundred and fifty thoufand, and all this on X, 
frivolous pretences. After which he re- v.-^vx^ 
turned to St. ^etersburghy where he gave 
his majefty the Czar an account of all that 
had happened in his abfence, wherewith he 
was well fatisfied ; only the fequeftration of 
Vomerania he would not ratify, fince it tied 
him up from returning any more into that 
country; but having received a letter from 
the King of Trujfta on that fubjcft, he be- 
came eafy, having had no dcfign to keep 
pofleflion of any of thefe countries, but on- 
ly marcljed his troops there to weaken his 
enemy the King of Sweden^ and force him 
into a peace, in order to fecure to himfelf 
the conquefts he had made in Livonia^ &c. 
befides he thought he could employ his 
troops to better purpofes in purfuirig his con- 
quefts in Finland^ and on the adjacent coun- 
tries of Sweden. 

The Emperor pf Germany, together with 
the other powers interefted in the wars of 
the north, had appointed a congrefs to be 
held at Brunfwtck, whether the regency at 
Stockholm had agreed to fend plenipotentia- 
ries to treat of a general peace; but thepro- 
jeft vanifhed: for tho' leveral of the powers 
had named their ambafladors, and fome of 
them had aftually repaired to the faid town^ 
yet all of them not meeting, there were no 

conferences 
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Book fcretices held. The Czar that wifhed fbf 
X, nothing more than to conclude a folid peace, 
^'-^^^^ which might allure to him the pofleflion of his 
conquefts, forcfaw with regret the little (uc- 
<:cfs that muft attend fo important a projeft : 
and now judged his purfuing the war. with 
^ vigour, was the only means to come at a 
good peace ; fo that he omitted nothing dur- 
ing the winter to enter early into the cam- 
paign ; and follow out his defigns on Fm-- 
land, &c. 

Prince Galitzin being informed that Ge- 
neral Arnfelt flood intrenched near to Vafa^ 
marched with the troops under his com- 
mand, (confifting of about fifteen thoufand 
Caittzin foot and dragoons) and attacked the Swe^ 
attacks d'ijh General, whofe body confifted of about 
^yt^dT ^^^^ thoufand men, regular troops and mi- 
litia. Tho"^ the i?//^a»j attacked with vigour, 
they were as warmly received and even re* 
pulfed ; but on the fecond attack, the 
Swedes were put in diforder, and routed ; 
Arnfelt not being able to make the militia 
ftand longer to it, which occafioned the lofs 
of this battle fooner than it would have been, 
if the Sivedip troops had been all equally 
good. The Swedes had upwards of a thou- 
fand rticn killed, and five hundred taken 
prifoncrs ; the Ruffians loft near two thou- 
'fand killed and wounded : this battle gain- 
ed all Finland to the Czar. The town of 

Vafa 
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Vij/a immediately furrendered. The Czar Book 
after this battle publiflied a manife- X. 
fto, wherein he declared that it was the 
King of Sweden s obftinacy, in rejec- 
ting all propofals of peace, that made him 
continue thefe hoftilities, much againft his 
inclination. 

About this time the Governor oiWiburgh 
marched with fifteen hundred foot and 
dragoons, and made himfelf mafter-of the 
ifland Malin ; after which he attacked iVy- 
floty wherein was a Swedip garrifon, which 
held out a few days ; but at laft capitulated 
and furrendered, being w ithout all hopes of 
fuccours. 

The Swedijh fleet under the command of 
admiral fFatrang^ gained fome advantages 
on the coaft oi Finland^ where they took 
feveral Ruffian barks, and made upwards of 
two hundred prifoners: this fleet was fent 
out by the regency to guard the coaft of 
Sweden^ particularly the ifland of j4llandtj 
leaft the Czar fliould make an attempt on 
either. 

The RuJJian fleet commanded by Admi- 
ral Apraxin^ confifted of thirty fliips of the 
line, all built at St. Tetersburgh and Cron- 
fiat^ fixty gallies, an hundred half gallies, 
befides a great many frigates, yachts, and 
other veflcls of tranfport. This. fleet being 
affembled at Cronjicit, fet fail for th? ifland

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B o o K of Allandty where they had a fharp cncoun- 
X. ter, with Rear-admiral Erenfcholdt^ who 
^^"^^"^ lay in the road of thatiffand with fix gallies, 
and the like number of frigates, in view of 
the iix'^^//^ fleet ; which, not withflan ding 
thdr' continual fire, only funk one RuJ- 
fian galley. The Rear-admiral was attacked 
by the Czar in perfon, to whom, after an en- 
^^^^^''"gagcment of three hours (fought with all 
miral fur- the bravery immaginable) he was forced to 
renders to furrender, with all his command, at difcre- 
"'^' tion : befides the Rear-admiral, there were 
about twenty other officers, and near fix 
hundred feamen and foldiers, taken prifo- 
ners, with upwards of five hundred killed 
in the aftion. The Rujjians fuftained like- 
wife great lofs, having near to fifteen hundred 
killed and wounded. The Czar after this 
battle poffefTed himfelf of theifle o^Allandt, 
where he landed a body of about twelve 
He takes thoufand men. Admiral Watrang^ with 
^^it^ the refl of the Sivedijh fleet retired towards 
\ndu ^^ ScheereHy and left the Ruffians maflers of 
the fea; which, together with fhe taking of 
Allandt, occafioned no fmall difturbance at 
Stockholm ; fo much, that the court was upon 
the point of removing to a fine palace, called 
DroningfloQlm^ built by the old Queen-do- 
wager, Charles the XIFs grand mother, a- 
about ten French leagues above Stockholm, 
After this fuceefeful expedition the Czar re- 
turned 
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turned to Revel^ and from thence to St. T^- Book 
tersburgh ; where after the Empref s was deli- X. 
vered of another daughter called M^r^ar^/, v.xv-0 
he made a magnificent triumphant entry, ' 
and put a great deal of refpcft on the Sive- 
dijh Rear-admiral Erenfcboldt for having 
made fo brave a defence, whereof he him* 
felf was witnefs, from the beginning to the 
end. Mr. .Erenfcboldt owned that th« 
Ruffians had fought like lions, and with as 
much conduA as bravci^y; he faid further, 
that he wan,ted no more but his own expe- 
rience, to convince him of the great abili- 
ties of the Czar, who in fo fhort a time had 
brought his (ubjefts to that perfeftion, par- 
ticularly his land and naval forces, that no- 
thing in Europe could go beyond them. 

The Czar, fome time before the battle of 
^llandt^ having launched an eighty-gun fhip 
at St. ^etersburghy where numbers of tfie 
the old Rujfian gentry were prefent, he 
made ufe of the occafion to difcourfe them, 
after the following manner: 

' Brethren (faid he), is there any onenisfpccch

* thirty years ago to have feen the Baltick J^^y^ 
^ fea covered with Rujftan fleets, after the 

^ manner of the beft polifhed foreign na- 

' tions, and to find land armies formed after

H 2 * furprifing 
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furprifing conquefts, that our nation Is at 
prefent held in admiration by all the reft 
of the world ? to fee colleges for learn- 
ing, manufaftories, and all trades flourifti 
to that degree, that the rcmoteft nations, 
not only admire us, but court our friehd- 
fhip ? Hiftorlans fay, the fcienccs had their 
arife firft in Greece ; from whence, by 
the injury of the times, they were re- 
moved into Italy: from thence, over 
France^ Germanj, Britain Sweden and 
Poland; but never hitherto got admittance 
amongft us, owing to the rcmifTnefs and 
ftupidity of our anceftors. All thcfe 
above-mentioned' countries were once 
plunged into that darknefs wherein wc 
have hitherto lived ; but by the indefa- 
tigable endeavours of their Governors, 
their eyes were opened, and they came by 
degrees to embrace thofe arts and fcienccs 
which Greece alone pofTeffed in the be- 
ginning. Now it is come to our turn ; if 
you will but heartily fecond my endea- 
vours, by joining an exaft ftudy to your 
blind obedience, and applying yourfelves 
to follow the good, and fliun the evil. 
I cannot compare the tranfmigration of 
fciences better than to the circulation of 
the blood in human bodies. I am poflef- 
fed with the idea, that they may one day 
^ abandon Great Britairij France^ Ger- 
many^ 
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/ 7fuiny\ &c. and come and take up their re- B o o K 

* fidcnce for fome ages amongft us, till X. 

* they return again into Greece, where they ^^^^^^^^ 
' had their firft rife. I therefore reconi- 

* mend to you moll: earneftly to put in 
^ prafrice this Latin fentence, pra ^ lahora, 
' pray and labour: provided you go hear- 

* tily to work, I do not defpair of your 
^ being fome time able to put the moft 
' civilized nations tp the blufh, and carry 
' the glory of the Ritjfian narac to thp 

* highcft degree of perfeftion/ 

The old Ruffians gave a mofi: refpeftfui 
attention to their monarch's difcourfe ; and 
when he had made an end, they faid, Tei 
yet frauda, as -much as to fay, by all that's 
good 'tis true ; which is a common expref- 
ifion of theirs. 

Some time before this, an Ambaffador had An Am- 
arrived from Terfia, w ho amongft other pre- ^affador 
fents, brought the Czar one of the largeft p^rfta^ 
and fineft elephants that had been feen, 
which his majefty caufed tranfport to St. 
Tetersburgh, where . he built a houfe for 
him, and caufed treat him with great care. 

Much about this time, the Cham of the^"^^''®"* 
Usheck-Tartarsj fent an Ambaffador to ^^^flrtar^. 
Czar, offering to put himfelf and people 
under his'prote<Sion ; adding, that he would 
always be ready to aflift his imperial maje- 
fty with an army of i^i^ty tlioufand men, 

and 
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Bh> o k and for the greater mark of his fubmiffion 
X. and duty, he would allow his caravans to 
^^^^•^'"^ pafs through his country to China ; which 
journey they could accompliih in four 
months time ; . whereas, by their former rout, 
it took up near a whole yc?ir. ' This was fo 
very agreeable and convenient to the Czar, 
that he carreflTed the Ambaflador in an ex- 
traordinary manner, carrying him to fee e- 
very thing about St. Vetersburgh and Cron- 
jlat ; where he exceedingly admired the 
fleet, never having fcen any jQiipping be- 
fore. He alfo begged of the Czar, that 
feeing his mafter was now become his ma- 
jefty's vaffaj, he would fend his orders to 
the Cham ^juga^ forac time ago vafTal to 
the Ruffian empire, to join him againft their 
mutual enemies, and npver more to join 
them againft him; which the Czar moft 
willingly did, and difmiffed him with con- 
fiderablc prefents, being always forward in 
procuring every thing that could tend to 
the benefit of his fubjefts, particularly in 
their commerce. 

AboQt the end of July^ the imperial Prin- 
cefs was fafely delivered of a daughter, who 
was named Natalia^ after the Princefs, Czart 
Meters full fifter: the 'imperial Prince or 
Czarowich, being at that time at CarelsbatJy 
»s he pretended, for his health. 

In 
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In the beginning oi December died at Bo ok 
St. Tetersburgh the mock King of the Sa^ X. 
moides : he was a French gentleman of a ''^^^^"^"^^ 
good family, whofe name was de Vimenie^ King"of 
and had commanded a regiment in France; the ^.j- 
but for fome mifdemeanours, was put into ^'^'^'^ 
the baftile, where he became difordered in 
his judgment. After he was liberate, he 
went firft to Toland^ then to Rtijfiay where 
the Czar created him King of the SamoideSy 
and allowed him a penfion oF ten or twelve 
rubles a month, beCdes hk entertainment at 
court. He was a facetious gentleman, and 
had attained a little of the Ruffian language, 
which made him ftill more diverting; fo 
that the Czar often delighted in his company. 

St. ^Tetersburgh was by this time become 
a large and populous city, confifting of a* . 
bout thirty-five, or forty thoufand houfes. 
The Czar by his liberality, had drawn to it Mcthodt 
from all nations, people of all kinds of em-^^^^°s^ 
ployments and trades : he had fome time ^J^^^. 
before ordered all the goods from Rujfia to 
be fhippcd off from this place, and caufed 
acquaint the regency of Sweden^ that if 
they flopped any ihips either coming in or 
going out of St. Tetersburgh^ he would fall 
upon means to ftop all the fhips going out 
, or coming into the ports of Sweden *. 

* Tor one inftanee of his encouraging foreign ttadcrs, he 
went on board a fklail Scots fhip, drank a ipug of flip with the ' 
mafler, and made him a prefent of a cable.

His imperial majcfty, having fome time 
ago perceived that feveral abufes had been 
committed by the governors of the provin- 
ces, and thofe who had the truft of the 
A cham- finances, appointed a chamber of juftice to 
bcr of ju- enquire into thefe matters, under the dire- 
^JZo ftion of Prince Baftl Do/^oruky, where all 

enquiring r • i i i 

into a- the great perlons that had any management 
*bufcs. ijj (he ftate, were obliged to give an account 
of thdr conduft. The Great-admiral ^4- 
praxiny Prince Menzekoff^ Corfiirow^ deputy- 
governor of Ingria, Kekin prefident of the 
admiralty, and Sinavin firft commiflary, 
James Bruce General of the artillery, and 
many more were examined. Admiral ^- 
fraxin^ Menzekoff and Bruce^ excufed 
themfelves, as being moftly abfent on their 
employments, and confequently could not 
know what was done by thofe they intruftx^ 
ed; nay, did not often know what was 
done in their own families, being often at 
fo great a diftance. This excufe was recei- 
ved, partly on the account of the reafon- 
ablenefs of it, but more for the favour they 

were 
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were in with their Prince: toeverthelcfs^ B o o k 
they were fined in round fums, but others X. 
who could not juftlfy their conduft were 
feverely punifhed ; fome with the knout, o- 
thers with the battogues, and feveral fent 
in exile te Siberia^ and their goods confis- 
cated. This being over, his majefty ap- 
pointe4 a fenate, compofed of eleven emi-^ 
nent perfons, Prince James Dolgoruky at 
their head, in order to prevent fuch malver-' 
fations in time to come.

THE King of Sweden^ difappointed ofg 
all his great expeAations from the ^t 
Turksj left the Grand Seignior's dominions, ^^vO 
and travelled incognito through Tranftlva- 
nia^ Hungary and Germany ^ and arrived at 
Jaft' at Stralfundy the 22d of November ^^it King 
1 7 14, pretty late in the night. His arrival of 5^w^i/if« 
being known, all the princes in the neigh- ^l^^^r^^j 
bourhood fcnt to make him ' their compli-\ 
ments, and at the fame time endeavoured to' 
incline him to make peace, which was the 
Icaft of his intentions: his firft thoughts

^-^^ The Czar together with the kings of 

Poland and Denmark^ attentive to all that 

was in agitation at Stralfund^ refolved to 

come fbon to aftion, and give no time to 

this obftinate enemy to put himfelf in a po- 

fture of defence, and far lefs to aft offear 

(iveiy : the King of Trujfia, from whom the 

King of Sweden demanded the reftitution 

o( StettHj joined the above-mentioned air 

An alii- lics. Moreovcr the eleftor of Hanover^ 

ancc for ^}jq jj^d lately afccndcd the Britiflj throne, 

trau °^ ^^^ ^y ^^ agreement with the King of Den^ 

mark got Bremen and Verden delivered up 

to him ; fo that the war was like to go on 

more violently than before. 

The King of Sweden, one would think, 
had got time enough to refleft on his by- 
paft miftakes ; tho' by his future conduft, it 
*will appear, that he was nothing ijiended, at 
leaft tor fomc time, till Bzron Gartz got fb 
much intereft with him, that he wjis al* 
lowed to enter into a private treaty with 
the Czar ; which happened about the end 
of the ye^r 171 5. 

The Czar being advertifed from good 
hands, that before the King of Sweden left 
Turky, he had entered into a treaty with 
the Sultan to attack iJ^^/ar ; that tho' all the 
articles of peace had been fulfilled, and the 
» hoftagcs 
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hoftages returned, yet the Turks and Tar^B o o K 
tarSy contrary to their praftice, continued XL 
in arms (for in time of peace none wear v^^vn-^ 
arms in Turky^ no not the JaniJpirieSj but 
walk with white fticks only in their hands) ; 
the Czar was obliged to order a body of 
troops ^ into the I7^m»^, ,to obferve their 
motions : he alfo had agreed with the reft 
of the allies, that whilft they attacked Stral- 
fundy he fhould make a defcent into Sweden^ 
and incomode the enemy on that quarter, 
which would prevent them from fending 
troops into Tomerania. 

About the beginning o£ June, thp Czar The Czar 
failed with a great fleet, and a numerous ^gj^^^^^* 
land , force towards the ifland of G(?//tf«rf, 1715. 
in order to ftop all the pafTes betwixt Swe^ 
den and its German dominions ; and at tlic 
fame time Prince Galitzin marched from 
Finland with the troops under his command, 
towards the end of the Bothnick gulf, as if 
he defigned to make an irruption into the 
north of Sweden. Thofe motions kept 
the Sivedip troops about Stockholm in fuch 
an uncertainty, that not knowing what 
courfe to take, they continued about their 
capital ; fo that the Ruffians did what they 
pleafed, meeting with no enemy to oppofe 
them. About the beginning oi September^ 
the Czar failed from Gotland « towards the 
cozH Q^ Sudermani a; where, zi Gevely he 

caufed 
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Book caufcd debark ten thoufand of his troops, 

XL in order to fall upon the enemy and pillage 

y^^^"^ the country, none of the Swedijh troops 

5W^« being within fixteen French leagues of them^ 

plundered. After having plundered the country all 

round, they returned to the fleet loaded 

with fpoiL 

Some weeks before, the Czar had order- 
ed Marfhal Sheremetoffy with a body of a-* 
bout twelve thoufand foot and dragoons, 
Shereme- into Tomeraniay not only to affift the allies 
tof order- ^^ rcducc* Stralfundj which had made a not- 
Pomcra- ^blc defence, but alfo the town of Wifmar^ 
«^. the only place of ftrength remaining to the 
Swedes on the German fide of the BaU 
ticky and which had been invefted fome 
time before by the Danes and Hanoveri^ 
ans. Prince Gditzin about this time fur- 
prized the town and fortrefs of Ulla ; where 
he found twenty-four pieces of cannon, 
with a great quantity of ammunition and 
provifions, and made the garrifon prifoners. 
The Czar was now mafter of all that fide of 
the Bothnick fea,. down as far as Tome 
and Kimiy except only Cajaneherg^ fituated 
on an high rock fcarcely acceffible, but 
which had been invefted fome months ago, 
in hopes to reduce it by famine. 

His Czarilh majefty being returned with 
his fleet to St. TeUrsburghy bad the unex-^ 

prcflibl<5 
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prellible joy to fee a grandfon bom to him, Bo o i^ 
on the 2.2A o( Otlober ; but this joy was XL 
foon changed into the moft fenfible grief, i^'v^^ 
by the death of the illuftrious mother, the ^^^^.^ 
imperial Princefs. Some hours before jQie grandfon 
expired, fhe fent and defired the Czar to ^^ '^^ 
come and fee » her ; to whom jQie recom- ^^3^ 
mended her two children, the Prince who 
was called Teter^ and the Princefs Natalia ; 
' as alfo her fervants, whom he promifed to 
care fon She died the fixth day after the 
birth of the Prince, univerfally regreted. 

On the 8th of November the Emprefs 
Katharine was brought to-bed of a Prince, a foa 
which gave fo great pleafure to the Czar, bom. 
that the rejoicings continued above eight 
days. On the 17th this Prince was baptir 
zed by the name of 5P^/^r; the kings of i)^»- 
mark and Trujfta ftanding godfathers by 
their proxies. 

The Czar about this time had the ao- • 
counts of an irruption made by fix thou- 
fand of the Cuban Tartars (the Cham's fon q^^^^. 
at their head) into the kingdom of Ca/an^ hn Tar» 
where they had plundered the country, and ^^''iS^ 
were carrying off feveral thoufands of the ^^^ ^ * 
people into flavery, had not Colonel Swarts 
at the head of his regiment, with a body 
of the country people (amounting in whole 
to about three thoufand) fallen upon them 
and cut them to pieces : he relieved thofe they 

were 
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Book were carrying into flavery, recovered the 

XL whole booty, took the Cham's fon, togc- 

^•^'"^'^^ thcr with the reft of the leaders, and caufed 

hang them on the fpot. 
Kino Ju^ ^^ Toland King Auguflus created to him*- 
^ttj?^/ crc- felf new troubles, occafioned by the exor^ 
i^ffi ^T ^^^^"^ contributions his Saxon troops railed 
^igj^ " * in the country. The ^oles formed thcm- 
felves into a new confederacy, with one 
Gruzinjky (coufin to him, formerly mentis 
oned) at their h^ad. Many of the crown* 
army under the Great-general Siniaujky left 
him, and joined the confederates, who de- 
clared war againft the Saxons^ and they gave 
each other no quarter. King Auguflus in 
this melancholy fituation had recourfe to the 
Czar, demanding his aftiftance; but the 
Czar had his own reafons for not fending 
-troops into Toland^ but fent orders to his 
Ambaffador, Prince Dolgoruky^ to accomodate 
thefc differences ; which he was not able to 
effeftuate, until the Saxon troops were re* 
moved out of the country. 
wJ?'''^ i'^r^Z/^w^ fome time ago had furrendered 
dcrs, to the confederates. The King of Stveden 
had left it only two days before, and with 
great difficulty got over to Sweden^ pafling 
in view of thfe Danijh frigates. 

The Czar left St. Tetersburgh in the be- 

iT\6* ginning oi February 171 6. On his way to 

Danfzickf accompanied by the Emprels Ka- 

tharinc 
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tb^rine^ ^who would not leave him, being Book 
not fully recovered of a flight indifpofition, XL 
which had obliged him to keep his room for ^-^"^^ 
fbmc / days. . He went through Riga and 
arrived at Dantzick about the laft of the faid 
month, where he continued until the end 
of Aprils and^amongft other affairs of high 
confequence, he agreed to the marriage of 
his niece, the. Princefe Katharine eldeft daugh- 
ter of his brother Czar John^ with the Duke 
o( Mechlenburgh: he defigned to put this 
Prince in pofleflion of Wifmar^ together 
with its diftrift ; and having fome time ago . 
ordered Marfhal Sheremetoff into ^omera" 
fiia, with about twelve thoufand of his 
troops ; judging that number not fufficlent, 
he ordered eight thoufand men more out of 
Courland to join him. The Czaf had good 
reafon for putting this town into the htmds ' 
of a friend, becaufe it would always be a 
lafe retreat for his fhipping on that ude. 

The Duke o£ Mechienburgh's niarriage^j^^jj^^ 
with the above-mentioned Princefs, >was ccrof Mid^ 
icbrated on the ij^^th of April^ in prefence '^^^"'X'^ 
of his Imperial raajefty, the c^^^^k Katha--^^^^*^ 
rine, and King Augujius^ who was come nicoc. 
to Dantzick 10 confer with the Czar about 
the diforders in Toland. The Czar having 
accounts that fome more than forty of his 
gallies wete arrived at Koningsberg^ went 
thither, and after having viewed them, he

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Book gave audience to the Terjian Ambaflador, 
XL and difmifled him with full affurance that 
^•^"^^^^ he would powerfully affift his mafter a- 
gainft his rebellious fubjefts. From Ko^ 
ningsbergj he went on board the gallies j then 
returned to Dantzick the 9th oiMqy, where 
he had the agreeable accounts that Cajane-- 
berg^ the only place the Swedes had kept 
poffeffion of on all the caft fide of the Both-- 
nick fea, had furrendered to Prince G^///z/».- 
there were found about twenty pieces of 
cannon, plenty of ammunition, but little or 
no proviiions ; the garrifon confifting of a- 
bout two hundred men were made prifoners 
of war. 

The Czar after he went from Dantzick 
Demands ^^ Koningsberg^ caufed make fomc demands 
on Dant-^ on the magiftrates (which King Auguftus 
tkk. agreed to) ; and they payed an hundred thou- 
fand rix dollars, befides engaging to break off 
all commerce with Sweden during the war, 
and keep up four frigates which the King 
of Toland was to furnifli* The Czar went 
from Kohingsberg to StolpCj a town belong- 
ing to the King of Truffia^ and from thence 
to Stetin ; where that King met him incog- 
nito, in order to confer together on the fl- 
tuation of the affairs in the north, particu- 
larly with regard to Denmark. They both 
agreed, that it would not be proper tc^ affift 
Denmark in making any cdnquefts on the

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King of S-wtd^n^ that crown being fuffici- Book 
ently weakened by the lofs oi Finland^ hi- XL 
vonia^ and Tomerania ; but there was fome- Vvx^ 
\Yhat njore in it, which was not as yet 
come above board. The Czar went from 
Stetin to Stral/iind, and fr#m that toM^<:/^T' 
Unburgh, where he had the accounts, that bcr 
fore his fccond reinforQement came up, WiJ^ 
wflr had furrendered, amd received into their, 
town a garrifon of the Hanoveriatff iij 
concert with the King of Denmark. Thi« 
was a great mortification to the Czar, and ^hc 
the fource of all the raifunderftanding which fource of 
?ifter happened betwixt him apd the court *^c Czar> 
of Hanover y arid confeqjieptly that of Great ^g^ *^ 
Britain. Ceorg^e^ 

Whijft the Czar WjSis concerting meafures 
with the Duke o^Mechlenburgh^ how to rer 
pziv this unlugky ftep, the King of Den-y 
mark arrived, at Altena^ where the Czar 
gind he got country houfe^ and gardens from 
the HQtnburghers ; they rcfolved to paft 
fome fe?v days there, and on the 28 th of 
April the King c^me to vifit the Czar, with 
whom he continued in conference abput an 
hour. The. two monarchs remained af

^•'^^^^^ The Czar left his country feat, and went 
to "Tyrment^ where he drank the water 
fome days: from that he returned to Schwe^ 
rin in Mechlenburgh. On the 4l:h of July, 
the Czar with the Empfefs^ Katharine arri-^ 
ved at ^oltcck, where thirty-fix Ruffian gaU 
lies had been fome time. He went on 
board the Admiral-galley, and after having 
cauled debark eight thoufand of bis troops 
on the ifland ofRugen, he reviewed them, 
together with two other bodies ; all which 
he ordered into Mechlenburgh, under the 
command;of ipxmccRepnin and Lieutenant- 
gcntx^[ Bower : during the march of the 
Ruffian troops, the King of Denmark was 
with all poffible diligence making preparati- 
ons for the defcent The Czar about the 
middle of July arrived with the Emprcfs at 
The Cz^r Lubeckj and on the 17th, he with all the 
the rold" g^^^^^^ arrived in the road of Copenhagen ; 
of Copen- where the King of Denmark, with many of 
ia^en. his courticrs. Went out in a barge to meet 
him. His Czarifli majefty was received with 
a difcharge of all the guns of the town and 
fleet ; then the King went on board the 
Czar's galley, after which they entered the 
town together. There needs not much be 
faid of the magnificence of their reception at 
' ' ' • . ■ -' '- the 
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the Danijh court, it was as juft as well asBooc 
the place could aiFord. XL 

Two days after, a fquadron from Eng^ ^-^^^'^^ 
landj and another from Holtand^ arrived in 
the road before Copenhagen^ with a great 
fleet of merchant fliips defigned for feveral 
ports in the Baltick; the Czar curious to 
fee all thefe fleets under fail together, caufed 
m^ke the propo&l to Admiral Norrls^ who 
frankly agreed to it : the chief command 
was conferred on the Czar ; Admiral Norris 
had the van, and the Danijh Admiral Count 
Guildenla-w the rear; the Dutch Vice-admi^ 
ral was ordered ^ to convoy the merchant 
ihips to their different ports. 

On the 1 6th of Auguji^ his Czarifh ma*- 
jefty hoifted the imperial flag on the mainr 
maft head, to let them know that he had 
taken the chief command upon him; where- DtTcrfi 
upon he was faluted by the Englijh hAmr^^?^^^ 
ral with a difcharge qf all his guns; the^^^/i^ 
other admirals did the like; after which, and Z)a/tfi 
the Czar gave the fignal to (ail: whereupon ^^^*** 
Sir John Norris j as alfo the Danijh and 
butch admirals, weighed anchor, and after 
having failed in conjunftk>n for about two 
leagues from Copenhagen^ the Czar ftopt and 
caft anchor: Adiriiral Norris did the famc^j 
about a mile in head of him, and fo of the 
reft. The Czar failed with the combined 
fleets up the length of Amiiolmy with de-.- 
. ' fign 
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Book fign to come up with the Sivedijh fleet ; but 
XI. they had already retired into Carelfkroon: 
^^^^>^^^ then the combined fleets continued failing, un- 
til they all game up, and caft anchor before 
Straljund; where the Czar fent orders to Ro-- 
Jiock^ Travemundcj &c. that all his troops 
fhould embark and fail for Copenhagen^ to 
which place his majefty with the whole 
fleet in a few days returned. Nothing 
could give the Czar greater pleafure, than 
feeing himfelf at the head of the fleets of 
four diflPerent nations, and where they made 
fo great an appearance, that the like was 
fcarcely to be fcai, amounting in all to 
about eight hundred fliips of all kinds. 
After the Czar returned to Copenhagen^ 
The dc- he thought it proper to defer the defcent 
^s^hontn ^^ 'Schonen till the cnfuing fpring ; giving 
fufpcndcd. for reafons, that in the firft place, the year 
was fo far fpent, that they could not propof# 
taking of Malmo or any of the fortified 
towni; and that he was well informed the 
Swedes had confumed and carried off all 
the provifions ; fo that the army could not 
but fuffer exceedingly. The King of Den- 
mark^ on the other hand, urged ftrenuoufly 
that the defcent fhould then be made ; air 
furing the Czar, that they had ftill time 
enough to take a town or two, and that 
provifions to the army fliould not be wfint- 
ing, tho' l^c fliould be obliged 1:9 tfanfport 

them 
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them frbm his own Country: but all would Bo ok 
not do, the Czar was pofitive. At laft^ his XL 
Danip majefty was fo prefling, that the v^y>i^ 
Czar told him, if he would undertake i^ 
(the' he did not think it prafticable) he 
fliouid affift him with (ixteen battalions of 
foot, and a thoufand dragoons ; but the 
King demanded twenty-five battalions of 
foot, which the Czar would not grant. 
The King finding himfclf difappointed, 
caufed by his minifter acquaint the Czar, 
that fince in all appearance he had never 
hesurtily defigned diis defcent, he fhould 
have told him fo much when thej had con** 
certed the affair together nczx Hamburgh^ 
which would have faved him a 'vaft deal of 
charges, having been obliged to lay out 
forty thoufand crowns a month for the 
tranfports alone ; fo that he looked upon The Kktg 
this defign as altogether laid afide ; and all ^^ ^^^ 
the favour he had now to -afk of his Cza^fotisficd. 
rifh majefty, was to remove his troops out 
of his dominions immediately, feeing he 
had no more ufe for them. The King of 
Denmark in his juftification which he pub- 
lifhed on this occafion, gave hij reafons as 
above. 

The Czar ordered forthwith all the troops 
he had in the Ddnijh dominions into Mech*- 
hnburgh, where they were to have their 
winter quarters, and to be employed iii the 

fpring - 
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B60K Spring as occafion fhould offer. His fleets 
XL (both Ihips and gallies) returned raoft of 

V^*^w them to St. Tetersburgh : he himfelf, with 
the Enaprefs Katharine^ went through Juf-- 
land into Meehlenburgh. At Frederickftadt^ 
as he paffed, he looked narrowly into the 
inanufaAories ; from thence he went to 
Lubeck^ and from that to Havelberg^ where 
ic had an interview with the King of jPr«/^ 
Jia. The two princes continued fome days 
together, and conferred on the affairs of 
Sweden and Tqland. The Czar had fome 
time ago communed on the affairs of Swe- 
den^ when his Swedip majefty and he were 
very near an accommodation; othcrways 
the invafion oi Schonen had infallibly gone 
on. 
' From Havelberg the Czar went to Ham-- 

tht Czar burghj where he refted a few days j after 

^^^^ which he took journey for Holland^ leaving 
the command of his army in Mech'enburgh 
to M ariQial Sheremetoff. He arrived at ^m- 
fierdam about the middle of December to- 
wards night : next day he was faluted and 
welcomed by four deputies, whom the 
ftatcs had appointed to attend him during 
his ftay \w Holland. 

The affairs in T aland were all this time 
nothing bettered. Prince Gre^orie Dolgo-- 
rukj the Czar's. Ambaffador at that court, 
as mediator, in name of his mafter, got 

them 
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thein at laft to agree to a ceflation of arms, Bo o K 
and to hold a corigrefs ztLublin^ iri order XI. 
to fettle matters. The confederates were (6 ^<-^;^ 
hrgh in their demands, that nothing was ^f^\ "* 
concluded; fo that from Lublrn they ad- 
journed the congrefs, and tranfported it to 
Warfaw ; but the Czar knowing very well 
the temper of the Toles^ ordered the lieu- 
tenant-generals, Renn and Bower ^ to march 
into Toland with a body of fifteep thoufand 
of hi« troops, in order to force thofe whp 
were not for peace to fubmit. This, toge- 
ther with a defeat the confederates had met 
with near Thome from the Saxon troops, 
obliged them to conclude peace on the 3d 
of November^ under the guarantie of hiSi - 
Czarifh majefty; who neverthelefs conti- 
nued his troops in Toland^ where they were 
afligned quarters, to prevent the reftlefs 
Tales (who were not in ufe of kfeeping 
treaties) from committing new hoftilities. 
The Saxon troops by the articles of peace 
were obliged to leave Poland. 

The Czar, as he was expefting the Em- 
prefs Katharine at Amfierdam^ received the 
agreeable accounts of her being fafely deli- 
vered of a Prince, at Wezel; which his ma^ 
jefty immediately notified to the ftates, in- 
treating them at the fame time to become 
godfathers ; but receiving advice that the 
young Prince died the day of his birth,

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Book they had not the occafion to accTcpt of that 

XL honour. He employed his time in obfer- 

^^'^ry^ ving all the curiofitics, in and about the 

^^*^' place; particularly ztSardanij where he 

went to vifit his old acquaintance, and the 

houfe he had lodged in formerly, and where 

he had wrought as a carpenter ; which the 

Dutch had called Trincehuys. 

At laft, the Emprefs arrived at Amfler- 
dam on the 9th 01 February 171 7; where 
flic was received, and complimented after 
the fame manner the Czar had been before. 
From Amflerdam their majefties went to the 
Hague^ where they continued to the 4th of 
April. The Czar (always curious where- 
cver he went) hearing there was a mathe- 
matician in the place, who pretended to 
have found out the longitude, went to/ee 
his performances, and put to him fome 
nice queftions ; which he anfwered in the 
beft manner he could, and was not a little 
furprized to find a Prince fo well verfed 
in the mathematicks. The Czar owned 
he was an ingenious fellow, but had no 
great faith in his pretended difcovery. 

Whilft the Czar was in Hollandy Ibmc 
intrigues were difcovered in England^ car- 
ried on by Baron Gortz and Count Gyllefttr 
hergy tending to the exciting an infur- 
reftion in Great Britain^ in favour of the 
Chevalier dc St. George. Count Gjllem- 

berg. 
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berg^ envoy extraordinary from the King of B o o K 
Sweden^ was afrefted, and all his papers XL 
feized. At the fame time the States-general ^^^^"^^^ 
treated Baron Gortz^ and the young Count ^y/^. 
Gyl'emberg, after the fame manner, ztthctergzai 
inftance oY the Britljh court On this oc- ^^^ 
cadon, fome letters found amongft their pa- rcftcd, ^' 
pers were publiflied, with relation to thatde- • 
fign, which was to have been put in execution 
the enfuing month of march ; to favour and 
fupport which, the King of Sweden was to 
make a defcent into Scotland with ten thou- 
fand foot, and two thoufand horfe, with 
arms and ammunition for as many more. 
It appeared by fome letters, particularly one 
from young Count Gyllembergy writ from 
the if ^^^^ the 27th of November ly 16. 
that the Czar had no knowledge of thi$ 
defign, but that they were in hopes he 
would be perfuaded to enter into it. In- 
deed his Czarifti majefty was fufpeftcd of 
having a hand in this projeft ; tho' by thole 
letters it would fecm, and by the memorial 
his minifter prefented to the court at London^ 
(complaining of the injuftice which was done 
• him) that he had no knowledge thereof: 
for he declared, that he was far from ap- 
proving of any infurreftion or defign of 
that kind againft a crowned head, who was 
in alliance with him, not only whilft eleftor 
of Hanover^ but fincc be roounled the 
hi Britijh 
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Book Bntijh throne ; and that Britain had time 
XI. out of mind been in good underftanding 
^-^"^^^"^ and friendfhip with Rujfiay and enjoyed an 
^idvantageous commerte. This memorial 
^et with fo fuitable a return, that the world 
feemed fatisfied the Czar had no hind in 
the projeft. 'Tis true, the declarations of 
public minifters are very uncertain marks of 
the intentions of their mafters, who find it 
very convenient to have people to tell lies 
for them at foreign courts. 

JJis majefty left the Hague on the 4th of 
j4prily on his journey to ^aris by Amfter- 
dam ; and from that to Antwerp^ where he 
was received by the Duke of Holjiein 
7loen, who was ordered by the Emperor 
to do him all honours, and accompany him 
through the Aujlrian Netherlands. He ar- 
rived on the I4tb ^iBruJfels; from that 
he paffcd through Ghent and Bruges to 
Dunkirk^ where he obferved the Rff-bank^ 
after the model whereof, he prppofed tq 
raife one at Crpnjiqtj or St Tetersburgh. 
Tbc Czar On the 7.th of May his majefty arrived at 
in Pans. Taris, where great preparations were made 
for his reception : he was conduced by the 
Marfhal de Teffe into the Louvre where a 
magnificent entertainment was prepared for 
him : after which, he went and lodged at the 
Hotel de Lefdiguire's^ and was vifited next 
morning early by the Duke o£ Orleans Re^ 
' gent. 
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gent. On the tenth, he had a vifit fromB o o K 
die King: his Czarifh majefty received the XI. 
young monarch as he ftept out of the v-^^>^V 
coach. He returned the vifit next day, 
when the King did the like honour to him. 
That fame day, the magiftrates of Varis 
came to falute his Czarifh majefty, and made 
him prefents. Thcfe ceremonies being o- 
ver, he employed his time for fome days in 
vifiting all the curiofities, fine hotels, pu- 
blic places, bridges^ with all the royal houies 
in and about that great city, viz. St. Cloud 
(where he was received and entertained by 
the Regent) and Meadon ; after which, he 
went to Fountainbleau ; where, on the road, 
at Tetitbours;^ he was entertained by the 
Duke d'Antln: at Fountainbleau^ (where 
he continued only one night) he was regal- 
led and diverted with the deer-hunting, by 
the Count de Toulouje ; after dinner he re- 
turned to Tetitbourg^ where he was enter- 
tained as before. The ift oi June, he re- 
turned to Tar is, after having paid a vifit at 
Choijt, to the Princefs-dowager oi Conti. 
On the 2d, he went to St. Dennis, where he 
faw the treafury, ^*r. and was entertained 
by the Benedictines in the abbey. From 
St. Dennis on his return to Taris, he was 
Jteceived and entertained by the Duke de 
Trefmes at St. Ouen. , On the 3d, his ma- 
jefty went to Verfailles, where he continu- 
ed 
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B o o K cd only a 'few minutes. He compared this 

XL palace to a pidgeon with the wings of an 

^^rr>>j eagle : from Verfailles he went to Trianon^ 

^; which he liked much better, and viewed 
with great curiofity the gardens, canals and 
cafcades ; particularly thofe at Marly (toge*- 
ther with the machine) where he was re- 
galled with the King's mufick, and a ball. 
All the court ladies, whofe curiofity led 
them to fee this great Prince, cajiie there: 
the dancing continued till late at night, 
wherewith the Czar was much diverted* 
The nth, he went to St. Germains en Lay^ 
and after having viewed the old and new 
caftle, he went from thence to the mona- 
ftery of St. Syr^ and vifited Madam de 
Maintenon : then, after having obferved the 
houfe, and the defign thereof, which he 
approved much: he returned, and lay all 
night zt Trianon. The 12th he returned 

' to ^aris by the way of Verfailles ^ where he 
viewed all the curiofitles about this place; 
after having dined he went to Chailot^ and 
paid a vifit to the Queen of King James VIL 
after which he paffed through the Cours la 
Reine, and went to Mn de Launai's^ where 

' the medals are ftruck, and where the Duke 

^ 'Antin waited on him, and in his pre^ 

fence caufed ftrick a medal of gold, which 

he prefented to the Czar, who was furprized 

%o fee his pwn effigies QXt tjbc one fide, 

with

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with thefe words, Pet Rus Alexuwich Boo k 
Czar Mag. Russ. Imper ator, and XL 
on the reverie two trumpets, with thefe 
words, Vires AcquiRiT eundo; al- 
luding to the different voyages this Prince 
had made. After which, all who ac- 
companied him, were prefented with me- 
dals of filver, like the firft. On the 
13 th in the morning, the Pope's Nuncio 
came to wait on him, and made his com- 
pliment in ItaJioH. On the 14th, he 
went to the royal printing-hoiife >. from 
that to the college of the four nations, 
founded by Cardinal Mazarine^ where he 
viewed the library and the church ; from 
which he went to the Sorbonne^ and was 
received by the * dolors: here he ad- 
mired Cardinal Richelieu's tomb. When 
he returned to his hotel, he found the 
Ambafladors of Tortugal and Malta, who 
were come to falute him. He was much 
taken with the tapeftry at the Gobelins, par- 
ticularly with the hiftory oiDon-^ixot, 
which the King prefented him with after- 
wards. On the 1 6th, he went to view the 
French houlhold in the Elijian fields ; but 
there was fuch a croud and duft, that he fell 
ill and was obliged to leave the place, with- 
out

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B o 6 k out feeing the troops march ofF, or taking 
XL a right view of them. On the 17th, aftef 

y-r^r>u having received a prefent of aTT excellent 
fea-chart from the Duke ^^7o«^»/^, he went 
to the obfervatory, where he continued a- 
bout two hours, viewing and obferving, e* 
very thing narrowly ; whence he went and 
fupped with the Marfhal de Villars and was 
entertained, with all the gaiety imaginable. 
' On the 1 9th, he went incognito to take leave 
of the King^ where he prefented his maje- 
fty with the plan of St. TetersbUrgh. On 
the 1 9th he went to hear the pleadings in 
the parliament, where, after two advocates 
had pleaded a caufe, the King's advocate 
refuming tlie whole, added that there had 
been feveral examples where this court had 
been confulted by fovereigns on the moft im- 
portant affairs of ftate, but that a monarch 
whofe dominions lay ai fo great a diftance 
from I ranee equally powerful in yifia and 
Europe^ would needs be pleafed to witnefs 
their feffion, was, an event fo rare that it 
ought to be enrolled in the regifters of par- 
liament, to be tranfmitted to pofterity. Af- 
ter which the Czar rofe up and faluted the 
gentlemen of the law, who were all richly 
apparelled ; the prefidents in their fcarlet fur* 
red robes, which had not been praftifed in 
any time paft, but in prefence of the Empe- 
ror Charles V* 

That 
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That fame day in the afternoon, theBooK 
King went to vifit and take leave of the XL 
Czar, who went afterwards to the acade- ^^^vv, 
my of fciences, and obferved with ' great cu- 
riofity all the ufeful inventions at that place. 
On the 2oth, he went a fecond time to 
fee the medals ofthe King of jFrfl»^^, which 
he examined with attention, particularly- 
that of the prefent King, with the rifing 
lun and device Ju b et Sp e r a R e ; the di- 
reftor thought himiclf 'obliged to make a 
prefent of it to his Czarilh majefty ; which he . 
thankfully received, declaring, that he would 
prefcrve it with great regard. Before he left 
y<7m, he caufed purchafe (amongft other 
cariofities) a fphere exa<ftly done by Mr. ? /- 
gen^ according to Copernicus' s fyftem ; after 
which to fhow his gratitude to the French 
quality, who had paid him fb great rcfpeft 
and attendance, during his ftay at Tan's^ 
he gave his piftures richly fet in diamonds to 
the Duke d' Ant in, the Marfhal de Teffe^ 
theMarflial^*£/r^^/, the Marquis ofLivry 
and to Mr. de Verton ; which laft he had 
fo great confideration for, that he procured 
to him from the King a penflon of fix thou- 
fand livres : he alfo made a prefent to Mr. 
de Crefmes of a gold watch fet with dia- 
monds ; befides which, he caufed diflribute 
a great many golden medals among feveral 
of the French officers, witli the Kings fer-

the Duke d' Antln^ and fevcral other per- 
fons of diftinftion, with medals ftruck in 
Holland^ reprefenting the moft remarkable 
aftions of his reign. 

Leaving Tarisy the Czar purfucd his rout 
through Reims to Namur^ where he arri* 
ved on the 25th; the Count of Hom^ 
.peck (the Governor) received and regalled 
his majefty after the beft manner poflrble: 
he took great pleafure in obfcrving the for- 
tifications. His majefty was alfo received 

• at Lieg^y in name of the- eleftor, with all 
pofllble honours ; here he met with his old 
London acquaintance the Duke of Leidsj 
to whom he was exceeding generous. At 
laft he arrived at Amjierdam on the 2d of 
Augufty where the Emprefs Katharine expec- 
ted him with impatience : he continued at 
this place, and in the neighbourhood, until 
the ^dio^ Sept ember y obferving exaftly eve- 
ry thing that was worth feeing ; after which 
he departed for Berlin^ through Cleves and 
Magdeburg. 

' His majefty before returning to his own 
dominions, being urged by the King and 
republic of Poland to eaufe remove his 
troops out, of that country, fent an order to 
Marflial Sheremetoff io that effeft. 

The 
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The Czar arrived 2.1 Berlin on the ipthjBoo k 
and the Emprefs on the 25th ; ' to which XF. 
place alfo the Duke and Dutchcfs of Mcch^ ^^^.rr^ 
lenburgh were come to falute their niajeftics. 
The Czar had feveral conferrenccs with tJie 
King of Trujjia^ with whom he continued 
three days, after which he purfued his rout 
through; Dantzick^ Koningsherg^ ^^S^ ^^^ 
Revely till he arrived at St. ^etersburgh ; ^^^ 
where, after fixteen months abfence, his czar's re- 
prefence was neceffary. Before his arrival ^"^""^^ 
at Dtf;//z/V^, Prince Dolgoruky had fettled air^^"^^/'^^* 
matters In difputc with that city; which his ^ 
majefty ratified. The Czar during his ab- 
fence, found that feveral abufes had crept

THE Czar employed his time the reftBo o i; 
of the year (171 7) in examining into XIL 
the cotiduft of his minifters, in rectifying n^vv^ 
abufes, and in punifhing the guilty. He 
continued all the mornings in the fenate, 
examining the complaints brought by his 
fubjefts : but finding that the evil was 
greater than he had firft imagined, he 
would not proceed ralhly, but allow 
time to the delinquents to produce " their 
reafons. For this end, he eftablifhed a tri- 
bunal, divided into feveral clafles ; each of 
which was comj>ofed of a Major, a Captain, 
^ind Lieutenant of the guards, who were to 
examine carefully the affairs under their 

cognizance, 
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Book cognizance, and to pronounce fentcncc: (b 
XII. that without regard or diftinftion of per- 
'^^^'r>sj fons, (neither fervic;: nor rank confidered) 
the Senate, compofed of the moft iliuftrious 
and diftinguifhed perfons of the empire, was 
obliged to appear before this tribunal, and 
, give an account of their conduft. The 
fcspunifh-Czar to his great regret found but too many 
c<l. guilty, who were punifhed according to 
their crimes. His majefty during thefe exa- 
minations, (at which he was prefent by four 
in the morning) caufed publifh new regu- 
lations, which were the fruits of his trar 
Different vels: he eftabliflied different councils for 
councils e. foreign affairs, the finances, the navy, ma-

into any of the countries belonging to the 
Ottoman empire. 

' The Czar was fatisfied with this declara- Meafurcs 
tion, and believed the Sultan fincere, the^^^"^^^^^^ 
rather that he knew his highnefs had other the Cuban 
affairs on hand in Servia^ and other parts ofTartars. 
his empire; fo that his Czarifh majefty on- 
ly ordered ten thoufand foot and dragoons^ 
in conjunftion with the Cojfacksj to oppofe 
the Tartars. 

After this, he gave orders to rigg out a^ g 
ftrong fleet againft the fpring ; then left 
St. Tetersburgh and went to MofcoWy where 
he had not been for feven years paft. He 
was received in his capital, where he arri- 
ved in the beginning oi January (171 8), 
with univerfal joy; but he had not been 
long there, before heobferved many abufes,Aburcs at 
the reftifying and punifhing of which, he^^fi<»^* 
referred to the tribunal he had eftablifhed : 
but what concerned him mod:, was the 
flight of his fon the Czarowich, heir ap- The Cza- 
parent of the empire, who, as the Czar^^T^^^ ^ 
left Copenhagen^ before he went into Hoi* 
land, the better to fucceed in his defign, 
gave out that he was going to join the Czar 
his father, who aftually had invited him, 
as will appear by the following Letter.

YO U R firft letter of the 29th o^June, 
and the other of the 30th of July^

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tion in execution, that I may be eafy and Rook 
know what I have to expeft from you. XII. 
Let me have your final anfwer by the ^^^<v%-/ 
courier who delivers you thefe. In the 
firft inflance^ acquaint me how you arc 
to take journey from St. Tetersburgh^ and 
what day you arc to fct out. I repeat once 
more, that I ara pofkivc you determine 
yourfelf to fomething, othcrways, I will 
conclude you only defign to gain tim^ to 
pafe it in your ordinary indolence and 
ftupidity.'

The C^arowich faw plainly, thathenuift 
now determine himfelf one way pr other. 
He wanted to govern, not over a polifh- 
ed and civilized people, but ovtx Ruffians 
after their old way. He thought it too dan- 
gerous and troublefome to follow the fteps of 
his great and prudent father, who was at un- 
(peakable pains toimprefs right principles on 
him (a little too late) ; but all would not do. 
He had got into the hands of the clergy, 
who could not bear with the Czar's annex- 
ing the greater part of their revenues to the 
crown } fo that all their hope was in the Cza- 
.rowich, who they expelled wpuld make all 
things run in the former channel.

^^"^^r^sj a word all the great things his father had 
done he flighted and defpifed. However he 
anfwered his majefty s letter, promifing to 
depart within- the time limited ; which 'tis 
true he did, but not with thedefign of going 
to his father, but to make his efcape : fo hav- 
ing provided himfelf with a round fum of 
money, he purfued his journey through 
Livonia, and from thence ftraight to F»«- 
na. On the road he wrote to his father, 
and dated the letter as from Koningsberg^ 
left the Czar fhould have ordered an efcort 
to meet him. 

The Czar was at Amjierdam when he 
got the firft accounts of his fon's flight: he 
immediately difpafched feveral perfons of his 
retinue to all the courts oi Germany and Ita- 
ly^ to endeavour to find him out. The Czar 
judged that he would go and put himfelf 
under the protection of the Emperor. He 
did fo indeed ; but confidering his circum- 
ftances the Emperor advifcd him to keep 
private ; -and for that reafon perfuaded him 
to go into the kingdom of Naples, where he 
would be lefs expofed to be known : but 
the vigilance and prudence of his father loon 
found him out; and as he had left ^aris 
he .had fure accounts that his fon was in the 
caftlc of St. Elmi ; and having got the 

lenght 
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length of Spa^ he difpatched his privy- Book 
counfellor Mr. Toljioy^ and captain Ro- XII. 
tnanzoff to Naples^ to pcrfuade the Czaro- ^-^'"^''^v' 
wich willingly to return and. fubmit to his ' 
father. They were charged with the follow^ 
ing letter : 

Son, 

YOUR difobedience and contempt of Another 
my orders is known to all thc^^"^'^^^ 
world. Neither my words nor my threats rowich.^* 
have had influence to make you follow my 
inftruftions; and at laft after having deceiv- 
ed me when I took leave of you, and hav- 
ing no regard to the oaths you made me, 
you have pufhed your difobedience to 
the extremity by your flight,, and putting 
your felf, like a traitor, under the pro- 
tection of a ftranger : a thing unheard of 
hitherto, not only in our family, but alfo 
amongft our fubjefts of any confiderati- 
on. What prejudice, and trouble hgve 
you not occafioned by it to your father, 
and difgrace to your country ? I write you 
for the laft time, to let you know that 
you are to do what ToljJoy and Komanzoff 
will tell you from me. nf you are afTraid 
of me, I allure you by this, and I promifc 
before G o d and his angcis, that I fhall not 
punifli you ; and if you flibmit and bc- 
N 2 • ^ come 
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come obedient to my will, and return, 
I fhall love you more than ever ; but if 
you do not, but continue obftinate, I give 
you as your father, in virtue of the power 
I have received from God, my eternal ma- 
lediftion, foi- the vexation' and offence 
you have caufed me. And as your fove- 
xcign, I affurc you I fhall find means to 
treat you as you defcrve; in which 
I hope God will affiO: me, and take 
tny juft caufe into his hand. Moreover 
remember, that I have not ufed any man- 
ner of violence towards you ; what need 
had I to allow you the free choice 
which part to take ? if I had had a mind 
to force you, had I not the power in my 
hands ? I had no more to do but command,

, The fituatipn of the Gzarowich's affairs, 
when thefe two gentlemen delivered him the 
Czar's letter, did not allow him to hefitate 
in taking the part of fubmiflion, the place 
of his retreat being difcovcred ; befides, he 
had no reafon to expeft that the Emperor 
would quarrel with the Czar, by protefting 
a rebellious fon : therefore he followed the

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advice of Mellrs. Tolftoy and Komanzoff^ and Book 
wrote the following letter to his Czarifli XII.

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Book The Czarowich fet out for Ruffia, and 
XI I. arrived at the capital, where the Czar then 
^ — V — ' was, on the iith of I'ebruary 171 8; and 
• that fame night he appeared before his fa- 
ther, with whom he had a long conference. 
The next day a great council was held ; iand 
on the 14th, (at break of day) the guards 
marched and fur rounded the caftle ; -where 
all the minifters, boyars and grandees,* were 
affembled in the great hall, and the eccle- 
fiafticks in the cathedral. The Czarowich 
Is made was brought as aprifoner without his fword, 
hi^ m'ur^nto the hall; where in prefence of all the 
to Mg/' aflembly he prefented a petition to his ma- 
cow. jefty, and at the fame time fliedding a flood 
of tears, fell flat on his face before him. 
The Czar delivered the petition to Baron 
ShafferofT, the Vice-chancellor, which 
contained his confeflion ; then he raifed him 
up, afking him what he defired. The prince 
implored his clemency and begged his life, 
which the Czar granted ; but told him at 
the fame time, that having by his behaviour 
rendered himfelf incapable of the fucceflion, 
he muft now before all prefent formally re- 
nounce it ; fince it was what he had often 
before defired: the Czarowich anfwered 
he would do whatever his majefty pleafed to 
command him. The Czar further told him, 
he had granted his pardon, but on conditi- 
on that he fliould difcover his accomplices^ 

and 
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and the advifers of his flight, and what heBooK 
had thereby defignod. Upon this, the Cza- XII. 
rowich whifpered his father in the ear, who*'^--^^^^^ 
went with him into another room ; where 
it is believed he informed the Czar of his 
advifers, for immediately, three couriers 
were difpatched to different places. The 
Czar having returned with his fon into the • 
hall, the Czarowich figned an aft, declaring signs an 
himfelf incapable of governing,, and re-^fj^^^] 
nounced for ever his right to the empire: 
upon which the Czar caufed openly read his 
manifefto, containing the reafons that made 
him exclude Prince Alexis from the fuc- 
ccflion. After this, all the minifters, boy- 
ars, grandees, and officers prefent, figned 
an oath, (which they confirmed by kiffing 
of the crofs) fetting forth, that the Czar 
having by his letters patent, * declared the 
Czarowich Alexis excluded from the throne, 
and had eftablifhed his fecond fon Teter 
his immediate fucceffor; they acknowledg- 
ed the jiiftice of his majefly's decree, re- 
nouncing Prince ^/(fx/V forever, and ac- Prince P*?- 
knowledging Prince ^(f/^r ; and promifing,]^^''^^" ^ 
that they would fupport and maintain him cd. 
in his right again ft all pretenders and op- 
pofers, on whatfocver pretext. 

The Cz'Ar, with all the affembly, went 
to the cathedral; where, after having dif^ 
courfed for fome time on the difobedience 

and 
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Boo K and bad'ConduA of his fon, all the clergy 
XIL figned and took the faid.oath on the Evan- 
^-""'^'^ gelifts. After which they were all difmiffed, 
and the Czar returned to Trehrafinjky. He 
alfo caufed tender the oath to all who had 
any office, either in the army, or in the 
police, difperfing his manifcfto, which gave 
his reafons for excluding his fon from the 
(ucceflion. 

Amongft other articles in the Czar's ma- 

nifefto, this wa^ one. Upon the Czaro- 

wich's arrival at Vienna^ the Emperor ad- 
vifcd him (being well informed of his bad 
conduA, and after what manner he had 
treated his confbrt, who was fifter to the 
Emprefs) to return and fubmit to his fa- 
ther and fovcreign : but he reprefcnted, that 
if he returned or was delivered up to his 
father, who was his enemy and a tyrant, 
he could expeft nothing but death ; fo that 
at laft the Emperor granted him a place of 
retreat in Naples. 

The Czarowich's aft of renunciation is as 
follows. ' I underwritten, declare before 

* God and on his Holy Evangel, that on 
' account of the crimes I have committed a- 

' * gainft his CzarijQi majefty, my father and 

* foverejgn, as his manifefto more fully

After this, the Czar, the Czarowich, all 
the ecclefiaftics, counfellors, boyars and mi- 
nifters, with the whole court, repaired to * 
St. Tetersburgh, where they arrived about 
the end of February. 

The Czar was not fatisfied with his fon's 
exterior acknowledgment of his crimes, but 
muft needs know his accomplices, and thofe 
who advifed him ; judging that as long as they 
remained concealed, there was no fafety; 
they might ftill continue to imprcfs the 
Prince with bad counfel, in hopes of ag- 
grandizing themfelvcs in the event of his 
attaining to the fucceilion: therefore his 
majefty told the Czarowich, that unlefs he

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Book declared to him the truth of all the parti- 
XII. culars and circumftanccs of his flight, and 
^^^"^^"^ who were his advifers; his pardon fliould 
be null and of no effeft. 

The Czarowich promifed to declare the 
truth, without difguife, as before God ; on 
which he kifled the crucifix and Holy Evan- 
gel. Then the Czar defired him to do it in 
' order and in writing, particularly to give 
anfwers to the following points. 
Steps of I. Was there any premeditate defign in 
• the anfwer* you gave to the letter I wrote 
you, after the interrment of your fpoufe, 
and to thofe I wrote you fince on the fame 
fubjeft? And fince you always fhewed a 
great forwardnefs to retire into a convent, 
both in your letters to me, and by word of 
mouth, and that now it clearly appears, that 
all you both wrote and faid was but difli- 
mulation, tell me with whom you advifed 
and concerted thofe matters ? - ^^ 

The Czarowich made anfwer to the firft 
point after this manner : 

Mo/i Clement Lord and Father^ 

I communicated the letter I received from 

your majcfty (after the interrment of my 

fpoufe) to Alexander Kekin^ and to Miki- 

for Wofuifkoy ; they both advifed me to re- 

, nouncc the fucceffion, that I might be dif- 

charged 
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charged of fo great a burden, on account Boo k 
of the weaknefs of my conftitution; they XIL 
both infifted, that feeing there was no o- ^-^^vn^ 
ther refource, the only part I had to chufe 
was to go into a convent; whiph advice 
.they gave, then left me. 

^Alexander Kekin^ fome time after your 
majefty's departure from St. Tetersburgh^ 
went to Carlesbath for his health : about a 
fortnight before, he came to me at the vil- 
lage, v^here I then lived, and told me that he 
was going to find out a place for me. I *'* 
waited there ^ith a defign to efcape as fooij 
as I had advice from him. 

I fpoke alfo tp Prince Bafil Dolgoruky^ 
and to Count Theodore Apraxin^ before I 
returned an anfwer to your majefty. I 
begged of them, that when you (poke with 
them concerning me, they would advifeyou 
to deprive me of the fucccflion, and to al- 
low me to live in fome country place, to . 
pafs the reft of my days in peace and quiet. 
Count Theodore told me, that if your ma* 
jefty fpokc with him on that fubjeft, he 
fhould give you that advice. Prince Bafil 
faid much the f^me; adding, ' Give him 
' a thoufand promifes, w^ho knows what 

* may happen? You know the proverb, 

* The time will come, butGpD know?

* Q ^ Some 
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Book Some time after, VvmccBaftl came to 
XIL me, defiring in your name to fee the letter 

^-^"•^^ your majefty had wrote tpe ; whichlfhowed 
him : then he told me he had fpoke to your 
majefty, who (he thought) defigned to de- 
prive me of the fucceflion, and that you 
feemed well pleafed with my anfwer. He 
afkcd if I had made mention of my brother 
\n the terms he had advifed me ? I told him 
I had: * then,' faid he, * be eafy, you 

* have nothing more to difquiet you/ Ke- 
kin having told me that there were fpies at 
court, who informed your majefty of all 
who came to fee me ; I afked him how he 
Jcnew that? He affured me he had it from 
fome of thofe about your majefty, but 
named no body. So thereafter I was oblig- 
ed to fend my letters to him to be perufed 
and corre^ed, before I fent them to you, 
Kekin alfo advifed me to renounce the fuc- 
ceflion, faying, that would make me eafy, 
fince the weaknefs of my conftitution could 
never allow me to bear fo weighty a . bur- 
den. Nee ef horns faid ljkeway$, * What 

* needs you value the fucceflion, provided 
■ you have wherewith to live a retired quiet 
Mife?' 

I confulted the fame Kekln and Necefhor 
rus on the fecond letter I wrote' your ma- 
jefty : they faid to me, among other dif- 

courfe 
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courfe which I do not fo well remember, Bo o K 
that I ought to retire into the convent, for XIL 
th^ cowl was not nailed to one's head; it ^-^'^'"'^ 
might be thrown o§*, and hung upon a hook; 
that this would make me eafy in the mean 
time, * and for hereafter,' added they, 
* who knows what may happen V 

Necephorus faid fome time after, that 
there was no other expedient, I muft retire 
into the convent, then tell my confeflbr to 
acquaint the metropolitan of Refan that I 
was forced to take that refolution, that he 
might know I did not make it my cfaoicey 
nor was put there for crimes. 

Prince George Trubetzkoy^ and the Cm* 
rowich of Siberia^ were alfo in the know- 
ledge of the above-mentioned fecond letter 
I lent your majefty. Prince Tnr^^/^zy^ afl&» 
eci me fome weeks after, what paper your 
majefty put in my hands when he was pre* 
fent? Were the contents of it goddor bad? 
and after I had told him the fubjeft, and 
my anfwer, he faid, I did very well in re- 
nouncing the fucceflion, and bid me re^ 
ynember that there was greater fubjeft of 
alfliftion found in the midft of grandeur 
and riches, than in a private ftate. I told 
him he was in the right : I was fo fully de- 
termined to retire into the convent, that I

Book 
The fubftancc of his difcourfe was as fol- XIL 
lows: that if I chanced to go into fome fo- ^^^^r^ 
reign country, I ought to continue there iru 
Ibme place, as much to live in peace as to 
be at a diftance from all affairs. Neverthe- 
lefs I was not very forward in puttmg that 
defign in execution, but as I took journey 
for Carlesbath^ Kekin faid thus : * As foon 

* as you fiqd yourfelf recovered, write to 

* your father that you was advifed by the 

* phyficians to ufe the waters in the fpring; 

* after which you may pafs into Holland^ 
^ thereafter through France^ into Italy y and

I knew not what he meant by thefe laft 
words, but after I had given over the defign 
of going into Holland znd had come back to 
St. Tetersburgh (Kekin having been fent into 
banifhment for fome mifdemeanburs, but 
being returned again and pardoned), I had 
cccafloQ to talk with him, when he afked

Bo o K mc if I had feen any pcrfon from the court 
XII. of France ? I told him no. He replied, 
^^^^^^^ * you are in -the wrong, you fliould have

* would not have refufed it to you.' 

I aikcd him what he meant by that part 
of his letter, * that I ought not to forget 

* my affairs/ He anfwcred, he meant that 
I fhould have retired into France^ tho he 
durft not write me fo much ; but that I 
might have found it out my felf. 

As to my flight, I never did deliberate 
on that fubjeft with any ; but having receiv- 
ed your letter from Copenhagen^ and feeing 
by it I could depart from St. Tetersburgh^ 
in obedience to your commands, without 
fufpicion ; and in confequencc of the former 
communing betwixt Kekin and mc, I refolv- 
edtogo into the Emperor's dominions, or to 
Venice or Swijferland^ without alking advice 
or difcovering my defign to any but Ji§o^ 
f^ajft^ffy whom I informed that I was refolved 
to go and conceal my felf for a time in fome 
of thefe above-mentioned places, without 
letting him know which ; not being myfclf 
fully determined. 

I told him further; that I had formerly 
fpoke on this lubjeft with Kekin y who per- 
haps had found out a place for me, feeing he 

was 
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was then In thofe parts, and when I fhould Book 
meet with him he would advife me to what XII. 
place I fhould go, and if I fhould not meet v-/v>^ 
with him, I would afTuredly go into one or 
other of the forementioncd. 

I never before this difcourfed with John 
Affonaffieff on this fubjeft, or any other 
perfon except Kekin, either by word or writ- 
ing, or any other means, not even with my 
domefticks. Affonajfieff told me that he 
was refolved to keep my fecret; * but woe 

* to us, added he, if you flinch / therefore 

* rcfleft well on what you do.' 

When I met with Kekin at Libaw, I 
afked if he had found out a place for me ? 
he told me he had : * Goto Vienna^ faidhe, 

* and put yourfelf under the Emper9r's pro- 

* teftion, he will not deliver you )bp/ I 
afked him what affair had taken him to Vien- 
fiUy and if it was on my account? He told 
me, he had no bufinefs there but mifie ; that 
having afked leave of princefs Maria Alex^ 
oivna to go that place, fhe had allowed him, 
and at the fame time dcfired him tt> per- 
fuade Prince Alexander Trofforojky to returil 
to his own family.

He told me to efcapc 
in the night, and to take only one fervant 
with mc, happen to the baggage what 
might : as to the fraudulent letter, it was 
written at Libaw by Kekins's advice, and da- 
ted at Koningsberg^ that it might not be 
fufpcfted he had a hand in it ; for he came 
and vifited me openly. The letter was gi- 
ven to Prince Shacoffjkoy captain of the iSV- 
meinofkoj regiment of guards, with orders 
to fend it by the poft ; but the Captain knew 
nothing of our affairs, for the dcfign of 
writidg that letter was toftopany body from 
being fent to meet me. 

Kekin alfb perfuaded me to write a letter 
to John j^ffonaffieff {vfho I faid was in the 
knowledge of what had been concerted be- 
twixt him and me), that he might upon fight 
follow me, and that hefliould findatD^^/- 
zickj at the poft-office, an addrefs where to 
find me. Kekin reafoned after this man- 
ner: * \i j4ffhnafieff\tz\ts St. ^etersburgh^ 

* this affair cannot be difcovered, for ex- 

* cept us two and him, no perfon knows 

* any thing of the matter ; as for me (con- 

* tinued he) my being abfent from St. ¥^e- 

* tersburgh when you left it, will make no 

* body fufpeft me; but \i' Affonajfieff 9(3^^% 

there. 
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^ there, Tm afraid he will not have difcretiooB o o K 
Venough to conceal it/ XIL 

1 told him I -was afraid that yfffonafiej^y 
would n6t leave St. Tetersburgh on my 
letter. (He replied), * In that cafe you 
' fliould write him a fecond ; by which it 

* might be underftood that you had never 

* let him into the knowledge of the affair, 
' and that you had only taken that refoluti- 
' on after your departure from St. ^eters^ 
^ burg^ and that he would not forget to 
■ bring your jewels along with him.' I do 
not remember the name of the town where 
he defired me to write to Affonaffieff to join 
me. Kek'tn added, * I fhall bid him fhew 

* your letter to Prince Menzekoff^ as if he 
^ difcovered to him your fecret, which will 

* remove all fufpicion of him.' 

He further told me to write a letter of 
thanks to Prince Bajil Dolgoruky for his 
friendftlip, promifing^ to acknowledge it 
when the time offered ; * for (faid Kekiti) 
^ if they fufpeft me tp have had a hand in 

* your flight I fhall then expofe your letter 
^ to Prince Bafil^ as if I had intercepted it; 
^ which will feem to fhow a concert betwixt 

* you and him, by your giving hin; thanks 
^ for all civilities.' 

Kekin took this letter with him ; I know 
not if he delivered it: he alfo defired me 
$0 write ar letter to Prince Afdr^/ze-^ij^to thank 

hira 
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Book him for advifing mc to take my miftrefs at 

XIL long, and to defire him to give an order fof 

V^^'^ poft-horfes to Affonaffieff; ' perhaps (added 

' Kekin) he will fhow this letter to your fa- 

* ther, who probably will fufpeft his having 
' had fome knowledge of your flight/ 

With regard to Prince Menzekoff^ matters 
pafled after this manner. As I went to fee 
him before my departure, he a£ked me 
where I defigned to leave my miftrefs ? I told 
him I would take her with me the length 
of B^iga^ and from thence I would (end her 
back to St. Tetersburgh. He faid I would 
jdo better to take her with me the whole 
way. My defign from the beginning wa$ 
to do fo, tho' I gave it out otherways, that 
they might not fufpeft my intentions : nei- 
ther did I let her into the fecret, left fhc 
might through inadvertency difcover any 
part of it. Prince Menzekoffkntvf nothing 
of my efcape ; neither did I communicate 
that defign to Prince Bajil Dolgorukj. At 
parting with Kekin, he begged I would 
write to him when I wgs out of danger, and 
do it after this manner, * I pafled happily 

* through Dantzick without danger from 
f the confederates/ write no rnore (faid 
he) we'll underftand the. reft. 

Accordingly, I wrote thiofe letters from 
Stuckgard; and to remove all fufpicion a- 
gainft the perfons, I wrote tofcveral pther§^ 

aJter 
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after the fame manner, who were not In Bo ok 
jhe knowledge of my flight ; particularly to XIL 
Nicephorus Bajomjhy, Theodore Dubro/skjy ^^^"^^^ 
and theCzarowich of Siberia^ 

The letters were all fent to Riga^ to 
Prince ^eter Galitzins care, to . forward 
them to St. Tetersburgh : he knew nothing 
of my flight. Kekin faid moreover, at 
parting, * If your father fends any perfon 

* to perfuade you to return^ do it not; for 
f if you do, he will certainly ftrike off* your 

* head publickly.' 

IV. Did you receive no letters on youi- 
journey, or did you not keep* correfpon- 
dence with any perfon direftly nor indi^' 
reftly, either in Rufta^ or elfewhere, on 
what might concern you and me ? 

J received no letters on my journey, 
neither from Rufia nor elfewhere, nor had 
any cprrefpondence direftly or indireftly, 
except the account I had from Count 
Schonburn at Eherenbergy fliewing that I was 
under the proteftion of the Emperor, where 
I ought to live retired. Afterwards I had 
accounts that Mr. JVefeloffsky had fpoke df 
me at Vienna^ and that the imperial refi-p 
dent at St. Teiersburgh had wrote, that 
after my departure, great enquiry was made 
among my domeftics ; alfo, that there was 
fi mutiny in the army in Mechlinburgh^ par- 
pcularly among the guards, whjch were 
* ' ' moftly 
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Bo o K moftly compofed of nobility ; that they had 
XII, a defign againft your majefty's life, and 
were to fend the Bmprefs Katharine, with 
her ion, to the place where the firft Em- 
prefs is confined, who was to be brought back 
to MofcoTVy and mylelf fet on the throne: 
this letter is among my other papers with 
my baggage. I received another letter from 
Count Schonburn, on the fubjeft of my" 
journey from Naples : bcfides thcfe I ne- 
ver had any accounts, nor knew what was 
doing, but what I could learn froni the 
public papers. 

V. When, and for what end was the . 
Greek prieft along with you? 

There never was any Greek prieft with 
me, from the time I left St. T^tersburgh^ 
until Meffrs. Tolfioy and Romanzo ffczmc to 
me at Naples^ 

VI. What was the fubftance of the let- 
tcr you faid the imperial minifter forced you 
to write? To whom did you give it? And 
is it true that he compelled you to write it? 

Count Schonburns Secretary, Mr. Kcil, 
forced mt to write letters to the fenate 
and the archbilhops, alledging there were 
accounts in Rtijfia that I was dead, and 
others believed that I was taken and fent 
into Siberia; ^ therefore, write (faid he) 
* and let them know how you do, or we'll 
\ have nothing to do with you/ So that 

bping 
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being threatned by the Secretary after thatB o o k 
manner, I wrote to the fenate and the two XIL 
archbifhopsy viz. 6f Rojiow and Kouditz^ \^rrsj 
much in the following words. * I beHeve 
you, as well as all others, were much fur- 
prized at my departure unknown to every 
body : it was the ill ufagc I met with, 
which was pufhed to that height, as to 
force nie into a convent; but God in his 
goodnefs has taken cajre of me. I am 
under the proteftion of a great Prince, till 
it plcafc G OD to difpofc matters, that I 
may return in fafety : in the mean time, 
I hope you will not forget me; and if 
any of thofe who wifh me out of the 
world publifh accounts that I am dead, 
give no credit to them, but be afiured 
that I am in perfeA l^alth, thanks to 
God, and my bcnefadors, who proteA 
me, and who have promifed not to aban^ 
don, but to affift me in all my wants* I 
am, while I, live, full of good wifhes to- 
wards you and the whole country* 
This was thefubftance of the letters I 
delivered to the Secretary, who told me he 
was going to Vienna, and would take care 
to forward them ; after which, I was fcnt 
to the caftle of St. Elmi. 

On my arrival at Vienna, I addrefled my- 
felf to Count Schonburn for proteftion. He 
told me, he would go and acquaint the 

Emperor: 
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Book Emperor: * in the mean time (faid he), take 
XIL * care that * Mr. Weffelofsky does not fee 

^-^^^■^ * you/ On his return from the Emperor, 
he told me, that he was not determined 
about me, but had ordered him to confer 
with Prince Eugene zndi Qo\\x\X. Starernberg. 
It was then refblvcd to take me under pro- 
teftion, and fend me to fomc caftle at a di- 
ftance : the Count added, * You cannot con- 

* tinue at this place, where you will be 

* immediately known, efpecially to Mr. 

* Wejfekfsky : the Emperor will not aban- 

* don you, but on the contrary, on your' 

* father's desith, will alfift you with anV 

* armed force to mount the throne.' 1 
told him, I did not want that, but only 
the Emperor's proteftion. 

VIL Declare to us, and difcover all you 
know, that may have any relation to this 
affair, tho' it he not expreffed here, ?md 
purge yourfelf as if you were at confeflion : 
if you conceal any the leaft thing that I 
may hereafter come to the knowledge of, 
blame yourfelf; for in that cafe, the par- 
don that was granted you fhall be null and 
void. 

I fhall declare all that I know that has 
any relation to this affair. Prince Menze- 
^^^ gave me a thoufand ducats, and the 
fcnators as much, when I took leave of 

' them: 

♦Mr. Wejfeloftky wa^ the Czar's minillcrat V$enna4 
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them : I borrowed alfo from Ill/a Ifaccnv^ Book 
fivethoufand ducats in gold, and two thou- ,XII. 
fand in filver: neither Prince Menzekoff^ Kyf>rsj 
the fenators, nor Illia IfacoWy knew any 
thing of my defign. I only told them, on 
my departure from St. Tetersburghy that I 
was going to meet you at Copenhagen. It 
was ^ffonajfieff that advifed me to borrow 
money from Illia IJacow: what I heard 
further, at different times, and on different 
occafions, is as follows. The Czarowich 
of Siberia told me, that he had heard from 
Michael Samariny that there would be foon 
;a change of circumftances : * Will you be 
* kind to me (faid he) when it is well with 
^ you? for all that Samarin prognofticates 
^ aftually happeneth i he did not explain 
to me what this change would be. The 
fame perfon told me in March (171 6), that 
there would be a change on the ift of ^- 
pril; and when I afked him what this 
change would be ? He faid, either the Czar 
would die, or St. Tetersburgh be deftroy- 
ed ; and that he had feen it in a dream. 
After tliefe days were paft, I afked hite 
how it came that none of thefe things had 
happened? He faid, they might happen 
fome other year on that very day; and that 
he did not tell me the year, but the day. 

Nicephor Wafemfkhy^ paffmg from Mof- 
coiv to Thorncy told me that he. had heard ^

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Book from Alexander Sergeoff^ that, the Czar 
XII. could not live above five years; hut he did 

^.^^^^ not tell me his reafon for fo faying. 

As I was in the neighbourhood of Stetin^ 
Prince Bafil Dolgoruky being on horfeback, 
fpoke to me, and faid, that if the Emprefs 
Katharine v/^s not with the Czar, he could 
pot live with him, on account of his fevere 
and harfh temper ; and that for his part, he 
would be one of the firft to betray him, 
All which has declared,

AliEXIS. 

Befides this confejBion, the Czarowich 
gave another writing by way of fupplement, 
mentioning fbme points he had forgot. 

Being in converfation with Theodore Dub- 
rofskyy on my departure, he faid, *. Are you 
going to your father ? Go in the name of 
'God.' I told him I was going, but God 
knows if it be to him, or elfewhcre. He 
replied, * Many in your fituation have found 

* their fafety in their flight. ' I believe your 

* friends will not defert you.* 

Naritskin having met me betwixt Memel 
and Koningsbergy faid I was ill advifcd to 
return, that I Ihould have continued where 

I 
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I was. * Thofe who are faithful to you (faid Book 

* he) arc of that opinion, and Kekin wrote XII. 
^ you as much ; but at prcfent there is no v^^^*^^ 

* help for it, things muft take their courfe/ 
'jfohn Affonaffief before my departure, 

when I informed him of my defign, brought 
me orders to fign about my domeftic af- 
fairs, as I ufcd to do before I took a jour- 
ney. I afked what was the ufe of figning 
any thing of that kind, feeing I was refol- 
ved not to return? He faid, for his juftifi- 
cation. He likeways propofed that I fhould 
fend towards Copenhageriy fomc part of my 
equipage : it was likeways he who advifed 
me to carry my miftrefs along, but that 
neither flie, nor any of my domeftics fhould 
know any thing of my real defign; all - 

which I did by his advice. All this the 

Czarowich declared, after the Czar had be- 
gun to examine the criminals, left he fhould 
have come to the kiiowledge thereof from 
others. 

The Czarowich difcovered to the Czar 
fomeof the perfonswho had advifed him to 
efcape. He wrote their names with his own 
hand, but did not name all. He alfo con- 
cealed the rebellion, and treafonable prafti- 
ces he was carrying on ; which was clearly . 
made out by many of their own confeffi- 
ons. 

0^2 . He 
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Book He alfo concealed feveral letters he had 
XII. received from Rujjiuy and from the impe* 
^-'^^'^^ rial minifter Count Schonburn^ having only 
acknowledged the receipt of two at Ehe- 
renberg ; but when his miftrefs and his e- 
quipage arrived, all thefe letters were found 
among his papers. Count Schonburn in his 
third letter, acquainted the Czarowich that 
in Ruffia it was currently reported he was 
loft, being forced to flee from his father's 
cruelty ; that others faid, he was killed by 
his order ; and that fome gave out as if he 
had been murdered by robbers on the high* 
way; in which letter he inclofed another, 
(written at St. Tetersburgh) advifing the un- 
happy Prince to keep himfelf as private as 
poflible, for that the Czar his father would 
not fail, after his return from Hollandy to 
caufc make an exaft fearch for him. 

Neverthelefs the Czarowich, in his con- 
fcffion to his father,' made np mention of 
this letter and advice; neither was it true 
that the Secretary Keil had forced him to 
write letters to the fenate, and bifliops. 
He did it of his own accord: the copies of 
all thefe letters were found in his bag- 
gage. 

The letters to the fenate and archbifhops, 
are much the fame with what he declared 
in his confeilion ; but to the archbifhops, 
he adds, * I believe you are not ignorant, 

^ that 



\^nr>^ 
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^ that this proceeds from the fame perfon Boo K 
^ who treated my mother after the fame XII. 

* manner:' (meaning the defign offending 
him to the convent) then, fpeaking of his 
return, * he begs the Archbifliop not to a- 

* abandon him at prefent' The word at 
prefent was twice blotted out, and twice re* 
ftored. 

Thereafter, when the Czarowich came to 
underftand that many of the criminals had 
confefled feveral articles he had omitted in 
his firft confeflion, he prefentcd another to 
the Czan 

The Confessions of others. 

Theodore Duhrofsky^ being interrogated^ 
acknowledged, that he was in the know- 
ledge of the Czarowich's flight, and had of- 
ten communed with him on that fubjeft, 
and had advifed him thereto; tho' the Cza- 
rowich, as he was interrogated, declared, 
thzt Dubrofsky knew nothing of his flight, 
nor of his conferences with Kekin. 

Simon Naritskin alfo declared, that ha- 
ving met with the Czarowich betwixt M^* 
mel and Koningsberg^ he told him from 
Kekinj that he .did ill to return, and that 
he could have remained where he was. 

Like ways, the Bifhop of Rojiow acknow- 
ledged, that both the depofed Emprefs, and 

Princefs 
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Book Prmcefs Maria Alexowna^ were in the fe- 
XII. cret of the Czarowich's flight, and defigns.— - 
^^^^^r^^ All which, and much more did the Czaro- 
wich conceal at his examination. 

The 27th of February y in a writing the 
Czarowich prefcntcd to his father, he con- 
fefled, that having one day met with the 
Princefs Maria AlexoTvna^ their difcourfe 
turned upon the treatment of his mother, the 
depofed Emprefs \ but he did not own that 
they had any knowledge of his flight. 

John 'Affonafftef and Theodore Eberla* 
koff] declared, that the Czarowich had been 
heard to fwear he would caufe impale Prince 
Menzekoffy as alfo his fifter-in-law Barbara. 
Arfencef, and ^nnife Toljioy) and being 
in paflion one day againft Count Golofkin 
the Chan<;eiior, and Prince George Trubel- 
skojy who had perfuaded him to marry his 
deceafed fpoufe, the d^vil of a woman, (as 
he called her) : he fwore, that nothing but 
death could prevent his caufing them to 
pay for it; and that he fliould caufe cut off 
Alexander Golofkins head by^ the hand of 
the executioner. Affonaffieff afking the 
Czarowich how he durft fpeak after that 
' manner ? he anfwered, * I fpit upon all 

* others; may the common people profper: 
^ when I find my time, in my father's ab- 

* fence, I fhall fpeak a word into the ears 

* of the archbiftiops, and they to the infe- 

* rior 
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* nor clergy and curates, who will tell their Book 
^ parifhoners; and thefe I am fure will XII. 

* bring me to the throne, in fpite of all v>-rv 
^ oppofers/ He declared further, that on 
many occafions the Czarowich ufed to fay, 

* Rem'ember my words, you fliall fee that 

* St. Tetersburgh fhall not be. ours long; 
' and that he would choofe to be in a fever, 

* rather than in company with his father, 
' on any extraordinary occafion.' Eberlakof 
declared, he heard him fay, he was at a great 
lofs that he had not followed Kekin's ad- 
yice, in making an efcape fome time before 
into France^ where he would have pafTed 
his time with greater tranquillity and plea- 
fure^; nay, rather in the convent of St. 
Michael at Kiow^ then here. He alfo de* 
clared, that the Czarowich would often take 
phyfic, and counterfeit an indifpofition, ra- 
ther than accompany his father on any 
journey, or public occafion. 

The Czarowicli s. miftrefs being iaterro^ 
gated about letters,' and of all fhe knew of 
his affairs, declared, that fhe had feen the 
Czarowich write letters whilft in the caftlo 
of St. Elmiy particularly one to an Arch- 
^ bifhop in thtJiujJlan language; but to 
whom fhe could not tell, not having feen 
the direction ; and that he had alfo wrote 
letters to the Emperor, complaining of the 
Czar; that fhe ha>l heard him fay, on the 

repori 
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Book report of the mutiny of the Ruffian troops 
XIL in Mechlinburgh^ * Do you not fee that 

v-^nrv^ * God Almighty is fightinq for u^ ' And 
as to his flight, fne huJ !i ..iJ him fay, 
that fourpcrfnis were in the Imowlcdge of 
of it; amongft whom was the Prlncefs Ma- 
ria AlexownUy whom he told at parting, he 
was going to abfcond ; that he was di^lca- 
fed with his father's courtiers, and would 
turn them all off, and chufe new ones to 
his own liking ; that when he ufed to read 
in the Gazettes that all was quiet at St. Te^ 
tersbur^h, he faidj * This means fomething, 

• my father is cither dead, or there is a 
' rebellion fome where ; that he had faid, 
whilft at Eherenberg^ he would retire into 
fome hanfe-town, having been advifed therc-^ 
to by Dubrofsky and others. 

ThcCza- The Czarowich on the 20th of May ^ 
rowichcx- being queftioned on thefe points, owned 
ramcd a. jj^^j j^g j^^j wrote the Emperor, complain- 
ing of his father, but that he had not fent 
the letter ; and denied his having written 
from the caftle to the archbifhops; but 
owned his acquainting Princcls Maria with 
his flight, in thefe terms: * Idefign to make 

• my efcape ;' but that he did not care to dif-» 
cover her out of pity; that he had deflign- 
cdly concealed Dubrofsky^ becaufe wheii 
they conferred together, there was no body 
prefent: he alfo declared, that what he had 

faid 
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faid as to the clergy and commonalty was Book 
when he was drunk, and that he hardly XII. 
remembered it; alfo, that he was m paflion v>nrN-' 
when he fppke of Count Gollofkin^ his fon, 
and Prince Trubetskoy ; that all the world 
knew he had married of choice, which can 
be fufHcienty proven by the repeated letters 
he had wrote to his father for his confent; 
that he had fometimes taken medicines pur- 
pofely to make himfelf fick, to fhun his fa- 
ther's company. That he had not heard of 
the fermon preached at Mofcow by the Arch- 
bifliop of RefaUj till he was informed there- 
of by Prince Ba/il Dolgoruky and Theodore 
GleboWy who acquainted him that the Arch- 
bilhbp had fpoke difadvantageoufly of him, 
and that the fenators had obliged him to 
give them a copy of the fermon. Ete own- 
ed that letters had paffed betwixt him and 
that prelate, tho' feldom, to prevent fufpi- 
cion. 

He faid concerning, the letters he had 
wrote to the lenate and archbifhops, he 
thought that would give no ground for an 
accufation againft them, they being fo nu^ 
merous, and that nothing could be made 
out againft them, fince he had not commu- 
nicated any thing of his defign to them j 
and that when he wrote the archbifkops 
concerning his returning, he meant it only 
after his father's death.

Book In the Czarowlch's fecond confeffion, 
XII. (which was emitted about the middle of M^) 
^-^''^ryj he declared, that Lieutenant-general Bow- 
ery who was his friend, being in TolandwXth 
his command, at the time of his efcape, and 
believing that his father had but fhort time 
to live, (having had accounts he had fallen 
ill of an cpilepfy) he confequently judged 
that he could not hold out above two 
years ; in which event, he could eafily go 
from the Emperor's dominions into ¥o- 
land; and from thence, being joined by 
Bowery he could march into the Ukraine; 
where he was perfuaded th€y all would join, 
and 'declare for him ; and that at Mofam^ 
the Princefs Maria^ the archbifhops, and all 
ranks of people, would do the fame. More- 
over, that he was refolved not to return 
during his father's life, but after the man- 
ner he did, on p/omife of his moft graci- 
ous pardon. The contrary of all which 

was clearly made out, as will appear here- 
after. 

The Czarowich was examined thereafter 
on the following articles, drawn up by the 
Czar. 

I. Who of the laity were in the knowledge 
of your dcfign, and advifed you thereto? 
What pafTed betwixt you and them on that 
fubjea? 

I 
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Iknow of none that had any knowledge Book 
of my ill defign, but thofe I have already XIl. 
mentioned. u-vn^' 

II. What Affonajfieff had declared con- 
cerning the rebellion, was it to be in my 
'time or after ? . 

When I fpokc v^ith j4ffona(fteff on the 
fubjeft of the rebellion, I was in drink, and 
believed there was to be one. 

III. What is the meaning of the word 
Qt frefent^ mentioned in your letter to, the 
archbifhops I 

The meaning of it was, that they fhould 
difperfe my letter ahaongft the people, which 
I believed would engage them the more to 
me; but on fecond thoughts, not thinking 
that word proper, I defaced it. 

IV. When you was informed that there 
was a revolt amongft the troops in Mechlin^ ' 
hurffb^ did you not rejoice thereat, and 
faia, ^ God does not allow affairs to go on 

^ according to my father's wifhes?' 

When I was told of the revolt. in Mech-- 
linburgh, I faid indeed, that G oD would not 
permit things to go on as my father wiflied. 
And if thefe accounts had been true, I 
would have joined the male-contents if they . 
had called me; but I had not as yet taken ' 
that refolution, nor would t have gone, un-^. 
lefs I had found them ftrong enough : L 
moreover thought they would pot declare 
R 2 for 
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Boo K for me, fo long as you lived; that they 

XII. were refolved to take your life, and not td 

^^■^""^^"^ dethrone you ; tho' even in your lifetime, 

if they had called me, I probably would 

have joined them. 

Seeing the Czarowich in this laft anfwer, 
owned that he ha4 entertained criminal 
thoughts againft his father, if occafion had 
offered, even' during his life, the Czar or- 
dered Meffrs. Toljloy and Butterltn to exa- 
mine him further ; particularly on the ex- 
preflion * at prefenty not to abandon him.' 

The Czarowich declared, that it was in 
the fenfe he had already faid ; and fince he 
had acknowledged in the laft article, that if 
the male-contents had called him he would 
have joined them at any time, tho' during 
his father's life; that he had inferted the 
word at prefentj in the view that when 
things were made public amongft the people, 
they might declare for him. 

His majefty the Czar, in his letter to his 
fon, had promifed not only to pardon him 
for his flight, but alfo to grant him a gene- 
ral indemnity for all he had been guilty of 
before; but ftill on condition he made a 
true and ample difcovery of his accompli- 
ces, of whatfoever quality or rank ; decla- 
ring at the fame tinie, that if he concealed 
either perfons or fafts, his pardon Ihould be 
of no efFcft. 

Nevertheless^ 
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Neverthelcfs, it has been clearly made B o o K 
out by the preceeding examinations, and XII. 
die confeffion of others, as well as his own, y">^"^ 
that he concealed not only his aflbciates, 
but the principal fafts, and his pernicious 
defigns of joining the rebels even in his fa- 
ther's life-time ; which 'tis probable he never 
would have acknowledged, had not his ac- 
complices owned thofe crimes before he 
mentioned them. 

But that all the world might be fatisfied, 
the Czar examined his fon a-new, on all 
the crimes which had been proved againft 
him; and letters were produced under his 
own hand difcoveritlg the fafts. The Cza- ^^^ Q^a* 
rowich at laft, in prefcnce of the whole rowich 
affembly of the ftates and ecclefiaftics, ac- °^°^ ^ 
knowledged himfelf guilty of all that was ^ 
advanced againft him. 

The audience being ended, and theCza- 
rowich carried back to his confinement, his 
majefty declared his will to the clergy in the 
following manner: 
^ You have been witneffes to an ample 
deduction of crimes, almoft unprecedent- 
ed, whereof my fon is guilty, and has 
committed againft us, his father and fove- 
reign. Tho' according to all divine and 
human laws, particularly thefe oi RuJftUj 
which exclude all jurifdiftion, even a- 
mohgft private perfons, betwixt a father

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and Kis fon, wc have an abfolutc and un^ 
controulablc power to judge our fon for 
his crimes, according to our will and plca- 
fure, without a£king counfel of any; yet 
fince men commonly do not fee fo clearly 
into their own affairs as they do into other 
peoples, and that the moft expert phyfici 
ans do not prefcribe medicines to them^ 
felvcs, but apply to others: fo we having 
the fear of God before our eyes, do lay 
before you our diftemper, and afk advice, 
for fear of eternal punifliment, not know- 
ing cxaftly the nature of the difeafe. 

' Wc have given our oath before God 
and his judgment, to pardon our fon, which 
we hsjvc fince confirmed by word of 
mouth, in cafe he told the truth. 

^ And tho' our (on has >dolated his pro- 
mife, in concealing the moft important 
fafts, and defigns of rebellion againft us, 
his fovereign and father ; yet that wc may 
proceed folidly, and fulfil our obligations 
as far as we are able, both befo];eGoD and 
man ; and tho' the affair in queftion does 
not belong to the fpiritual jurifdiftion, 
but to the civil, to whofe impartial fen- 
tencc we have remitted it this day by our 
declaration : nevcrthelefs, we want to pro- 
cure to Qurfelvcs, all the light that ought 
fo be had in fuch cafes.

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^ We remember that part of the word of Boo k 
God, where we are enjoined to aik the XII. 
fentiments of the church, to know what ^^^^'^^ 
God ordains, as it is written in thexvii. 
chap, of Exodus. We dcfire of you, arch- 
biihops, and other ecclefiaftics, as do^^ors, 
and interpreters of the word of God, 
not to pronounce judgment, but to exa- 
mine, and give unto us right inftruftion 
according to holy writ, in the like cafes, 
to know what kind of puniihment ought 
to be inflifted on our fon for his crimes, 
(which fefembb that of Abfalom) ac- 
cording to examples and precepts in holy 
writ. Thefe inftruftions you are to give 
us, fubfcribed by each of you, that we 
may be fufficifently enlightned in this af- 
fair, to the difcharge of our confcience. 
* We therefore put our confidence in you 
as guardians of the divine laws, agreeable 
to your dignity, as faithful paftors of the 
Chriftian flock, and well afFeftcd towards 
your coufttry.

On the 1 6th ofjune^ the privy-counfelr- 
lor Mr. Tolftoy^ declared by his majefty's^ 
orders to the minifters, fenators; and the 
reft of the ftates there afTembled ; that fee- 
ing he had charged them with the procefs 
of his fon Alexisy that they might pro- 
nounce judgment; be wanted it fhould be 
done in all requifite form, and after exami- 
nation; therefore his majefty authorized 
them, and gave them power, to examine 
the Czarowich Alexis^ not only on the 
points already difcufled, but after what nian- 
ner they thought proper. * 

The minifters, counfellors, and the other 
ftates, after having received this exprefs or- 

clery 
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der, and confidered the points already dif- Book 
cufled, agreed to interrogate the Czarowich XII. 
accordingly. And having cited him to ap- v.^^vN-r 
pear before the tribunal, they rofe up a^d 
faid to him, they were extremely forry for 
the occafion of their meeting,, l^ut that ha- 
ving received orders from his majefty, to 
interrogate him on feveral points that re- 
mained Undetermined, w^ithout having^ re- 
gard to his being the fon of their moft gra- 
cious (bvereign, they intreated he would 
be pleafed to anfwer without referve, to the 
points they were to lay before him.

After which, the Czarowich being dif- The af- 
miffed, the affembly proceeded to examine jf^^^jy 
the fcriptures, both the Old and New Te- the fcrip- 
ftament; as alfo the conftitutions of. thetw«, 60 
empire, civil and military, applicable to the 
prefent cafe, to judge whatpuhifhment thefe 
tranfgreffions deferved..

This judgment or opinion, was figned by 
all the ecclefiaftics prefent, the metropoli- 
tan of ii^yS» at their head. Upon which, ^l^^ f^ 
fentence of death was pronounced againft fcntcncc. 
the Czarowich at St. Tetersburgh, the 24th 
oi June 171 8, and figned by one hundred 
and twenty-four, minifters^, fenators, gene- 
ral officers, and others : Prince Menzekoff 
ftands firft in the lift. 

His majefty being informed of the fen- 
tence pafled againft his fon, would not im- 
mediately declare whether he would fhew 
clemency, or feverity ; but ordered the fen- 
tence to be made known to the criminal, 
who being naturally of weak fpirits, and fur- 
prized with the horror of fuch a deftiny, fell 
into fuch convulfions, that \Vith difficulty he 
recovered fo far as to be able to beg his par- 
don of his father, before moft of the mini- 
ftry and fenators ; which he granted : but all 
the phyficians could do, was not able to re- 
ftore him to his health, fo that on the 6th oi^^^-^^^^ 
7^/y he expired. His corpfe was expofcd death. 

from 
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Book from the 8th to the loth, in the church of 
XII. the Trinity; aftet' which he was interred, 
^•^"^'^^ near thePrincefs his fpoufe, with all the 
Ceremonies ufual oji fuch occafions, the Czar 
and all the court witneffing the interrment. 
This event being one of the moft extra- 
ordinary that has happened in many ages, 
fome took the liberty to condemn, and o- 
thers to juftify the Czar's conduft. Some 
think his fon was poifoned, others that he 
was blooded to death ; but many believed 
that the horror of th^ fentence threw him 
into fiich convulfions, that there was no 
poflibility of his recovery. 

His Czarifh majefty ,was at pains to vin- 
dicate his conduft to the world, as may be 
feen by his memorial to foreign courts. 
The ac- M^ny of the Czarowich's accomplices

* The Czar was exceedingly prejudiced againft this me- 
tropolitan, for having fo vehemently oppofed his forcing the 
Emprefs Eudoxia into the convent, and telling him in plain 
terms, that he could not be filent in a matter that regarded 
religion fo near : for befides the illegality of the thing, it was 
giving very bad example to his fubjcds, and that all who did 
fo, were ipfo fa£io excomunicate. The Czar for many 
years had regard to this remonftrance, but at laft broke 
through all rules, and married the Emp>efs Katharine pub- 
Jickly, Anno 17 lo; which the zealous metropolitan ftill op- 
pofed, and in his public exhortations exclaimed againft, as 
irregular^ uncanonical and unchridlan \ fo that when it was

THE Czar, tho' much taken up with Bo ok 
the procefs againft theCzarowich ^ XIII. 
lexis J and his accomplices, was not uniiiihd- v^xwy 
fill of his other affairs: having conferred ^'^** 
with Baron Gortz^ the King of Shvedens- 
prime minifter, a perfon of great capadty' 
and refblution, they came pretty near an ai- 
greement. The Czar, who heartily defired^ 
peace, did not akogether rejeft Gortz's pro- 
pofals: but the queftion was, how this peace- 
could be concluded without including his 
allies ? The King- of Shveden was for a fe- 
parate one with the Czar, becaufe fincc he 
was to )deld the moft part of the conquefts, 
(refefving to himfelf only Finland) he pro- 
T 2 pofed

XIII. fty, not only to recover his other countries 
Vvv pofleff^d by Denmark^ Trujfta and H^no^ 
vefj but alfo to make up his lofTes off one 
or other of them. This was Baron Gortzs 
fcheme, who had nothing in his view but 
tjie intereft of his mafter : fo plenipotentia- 
czM^'sprc-rics were firftappwnted to meet at ^b$; to 
paratioQs which place the Czar fent (with full pow- 
wordcrto^j.^^ QcnctzXJamesBrucezn^^zxonOJier- 
^^Snut^ntan: hut the Swedijh plenipotentiaries not 
^* appearmg, the Czai>concluded that the King 
of Sweden was purfuing. other defigas, and 
therefore refolved on a defcent upon Swe- 
den, with an army of forty thpuland men. 
In order thereto, he recalled his troops 
from Mechlenburghj leaving only in that 
country about four thoufand foot and dra* 
goons. 

In the mean time, Baron Gortz arrived al 
Revel with his Czariih majefty's paflport, 
together with Count Gylknberg; and on 
the 17th of May y they repaired to the ifle 
qfyillandty to which place the conferences 
were transferred, and where houfes were 
built for their accommodation. The Czar 
at the fame time adt^'anced with his fleet to- 
wards the ifland of Hango^ without underr 
taking any thing that could difturb the nc- 
gociations : from Hango he repaired . with 
his fleet to Abo^ that l^e might be a^ hand 
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to procure the ^ecdy conclufion of the Bo ok 
treaty; from which he had fo great affur- Xllh 
ance of peace, that he agreed to the ex- ^^^<^ 
change of Marfhai Renfhild^ with Prince 
James Dolgorukyj who had been detained 
prifbner fince the firft affair before Narva. 
Baron Gortz went to and again to ac- 
quaint his mafter with what was doing, and 
to perfuade him to approve of the plan z^ 
greed upon at Allandt; by which the Czar 
was to remain peaceable poiTeffor o£ Livo^ 
pia^ Eajionia^ Ingria and a part o( Carre^ 
Hay with the whole great dutchy of Fin* 
landy and all to the north of it. Gortz 
aflured the Czar that he would prevail with 
his mafter the King of Sweden to agree to 
thcfe conceflions, provided Ws Czarifh ma- 
jefty would aflift him with his land and 
naval force to re-eftabli/h King Stanijlaus 
on the throne of Poland; as alio to aflift 
him to recover the dominions the Danes 
and Hanoverians were in pofTeffion of, be- 
longing to that crown. The King of "Truf^ 
fid was likeways to be comprehended in this 
treaty, the Czar having undertaken to get 
Stetiny with its diftrift, reftored to the King 
of Sweden^ for an equivalent to the King 
pf Trujfta elfewhere. The plan agreed on 
betwixt OJicrman and Gortz was as foU 
lows: 

I. The

ing fpring, an army of fixty tlioufand foot 
and dragoons ; that the King of Sweden^ in 
order to fupport thfs defign, fhall pafs into 
Germany with a numerous army, to aft in 
concert with the Czar; and in cafe any 
powers whatlbever fliaU intereft themfelves- 
in the affairs of Toland^ in oppofition to 
this defign, their Czarifh and Swedifh ma- 
jeftics oblige themfelves not to lay down 
arms till King Stanijlaus be effeftually fettled 
on the throne, and to .mantain him there- 
on; as alfo to fecurc'to the republic of 
Toland the freedom of clefting their 
kings. 

II. His Czarifh majefly fhall bect>me 
mediator betwixt the kings of Sweden and 
VPruffiOj in order to eflablifh a good un- 
dcrftanding, by prevailing with his ^ruffian 
majefty to remove the difference concerning 
Stetin^ &c. and the demolition of Wijinar;- 
and in cafe the King of "Pruffia fhall infift 
upon an equivalent for the above-mervtioned 
places, the two contrafting powers fhall aft

III. The Czar finding it moft juft that the 
King 0![ Sweden QolOxxXA have fatisfaAion by a 
convenient equivalent, for the large concef- - 
fion he has granted to him, promifes that ^ 
if the faid King fliall find the equivalent 
commodious for him on the Norway quar- 
ter, he fhall aftually contribute thereto; 
and when the King of Sweden pafles over 
into Germany with an army of forty thou- 
fand men, the Czar (hall order twenty-five 
thoufand of his army in Toland to join him, 
on his own proper charges, to aft under 
his Swedijh majefty 's orders, the better to 
execute the projefted plan ; and if any other 
p6wers (hall offer to oppofe or intermeddle, 
the Czar engages to aflift with his whole 
force: provided neverthekfs the equivalent 
his Swedijh majefty is to take from Den- 
mark^ be not on this fide of the Bahici

^<>^<^ powers, the Czar promifing to join his

IV. The Czar engages to affift with all 
his force, not only to oblige the Hanoveri^ 
ans to reftore Bremen and Verden to the King 
oi Sweden^ but likeways to give him repa- 
ration of his damages: and if it happen that 
Great Britain ihall intereft itfelf, . the two 
contrafting piarties promife jointly not to lay 
down their arms, until they have obtained 
the above-mentioned reftitution and fatisfac- 
tion on Hanover ; but in cafe the King of 
Sweden^ before the reftitution, (hall libe* 
rate the Czar from this laft engagement, he 
promifes and takes upon him, to difpofe the 
Duke of Mechlenburgh to yield to the 
crown of Siveden^ voluntarily in all time 
comings the dutchy ofM^^A/f»^«r^^ andits 
dependancies, in exchange of any equivalent 
which the Czar engages to procure for the 
(aid Duke; but as the equivalent can be no 
where fo conveniently procured as on the 
fide of Toland^ the King of Sweden is to o- 
blige himfcif to concur in the execution 
thereof; in this cafe the heredicary fettle-' 
ments betwixt the houfes of Truffta and 
Mechlenburgh fhajl have the fame force with 
regard to the equivalent given to the i^ 
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Doke. Moreover the cofltrafting paftiesBooK 
(ball invite the other powers to enter into XIII. 
their treaty of alliance in order to entertain ^'^'^^^^ 
a mutual friendfhip and confidence. 

Matters being fettled after this manner, 
immediately on the conclufion of peace, the 
Czar, with the kings o£ Sweden and Truffta^ 
were to order as many (hips as (hould be 
neceflTary to tranfport the King of Sweden 
with his army, and that thefe (hips (hould be 
in the Swedtjh ports before winter, to be 
ready for the faid defign againft the fea was 
open: about which time the Czar (hould 
be ready with his (hips of force and gallies 
to join the Swedijh fleet, in order to block 
up the Danijh (hips, that they might nei- 
ther obflruft the tranfports, nor fend troops 
over to Jutland or Holjiein^ and that the 
Czar (hould have his twenty-five thoufand 
men in Mechlenburgh ready to join the King, 
of Sweden on his landing. 

The court of Britain having conceived 
fome jealou(y' on account of the Chevalier 
de St. Georges adherents at Mittau, fent 
perfbns to the courts of Ruffia zndi Sweden^ The Brr-- 
with a view to penetrate into their moft fe-f(/^ <»«« 
cret intrigues. Amongft others Mr. Jtf^/VjJ^ **"^* ' 
arrived at St. Tetersburghy not fo much to 
make any propofals, as to difcovcr the de- , 
figns of the court.

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Book The Czar who had continued all this time 
XIIL about Hango and Aho, returned with the 
^-^--r^ fleet to St. Tetersburgh the 14th o^ Sep- 
tember, where to his great joy he found that 
the Emprefs Katharine on the 31ft of ^«- 
gufij had been delieveredofaPrincefs, who 
was nzmcd Natallia after the Czar's fifter; 
then he caufed unrigg the' fleet, which left 
no manner of doubt of peace being con- 
eluded betwixt Rujfia and Sweden : Baron 
Gortz being returned from his mafter toAl- 
lanJty to give the finifliing ftroke to the ne- 
gotiations, repaired foon to Sweden to give 
the King an account of affairs. 

The Rujftan troops had all this while con- 
tinued in the heart o£Toland, tho' they 
had often promifed to leave the country, 
and had made feveral motions tending that 
way ; yet they ftill remained exafting- con- 
tributions. The dyet being affembled, de- 
fired Prince Dolgoruky to write and obtain 
an order from the Czar to Prince Repnin 
who comrnanded thefe troops, to removcy 
or they would be obliged to raife the po- 
fpolite Rufziny and force them out of the 
country. 

The affairs in Mechlenburgh were m fuch 
diforder, occafionecf by fomc mifunder-, 
* ftanding bextwixr the Duke and the nobili- 
ty, that the Emperor of Germany fent a 
commiffion to examine into thefe com- 
plaints; 
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plaints ; but the Duke not being of an humour Book 
to fubmit, defire'd affiftance from the Czar XIIL 
who was uncle to the Dutchefs, whereupon ^-^>^'>^ 
he ordered troops into that country to fup- 
port him. 

During thefe tranfa^Hiions the King of 
Sweden undertook the fatal fiege of F^ede- 
rickjimll in Norway j a place of great ftrength, 
and reckoned the key of that kingdon^. 
The fiege was fb fuccefsfuUy advanced, that - 
they had already made themfelves mailers 
of the fort called Guldenlew : but the King 
being impatient, tho' he was told by the en- 
geneer who had the direftion of the fidge, 
that the town 'muft furrendcr in a few days, 
yet he muft needs go to the extremity of 
the approaches to observe what the enemy 
was doing ; where leaning over the parapet, The Kiof 
he received a fliot in . the head by a. ball a-^^^f^^' 
bout half a pound weight, whereof he died death, 

that inftant. December 

Thus died CharlesYM. o^ Sweden, a he- \f^^^ 
roe all over, who faving the will of God, 
defervcd a longer life, and in all appearance 
would have retrieved his affairs. 

This Kings death caufed a great change 
in the affairs of the nprth: Baron Gortz 
who had not got the accounts of it, wa$ 
arrefted as he .was going to his mafler at» 
the fiege oi Frederickfl-jaJL He was con* 
d^Hjined, aftd bis head ftruck off on a fcafFoId,

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Bo OK for no other reafon that ever I could learfl, 

XIIL but for having ferved his mafter faithfully? 

b^":^^^' 'tis true he put him upon ways and means 

Xo tax his fubjefts, which werepufhed fo far, 

that they feized the jewels and plajte of pri- 

. yate families, ^c. but there was a neceffi- 

ly for it, or all muft have gone to pot. This 

however fo enraged the principal perfons of 

the Kingdom, that nothing would ' fatisfy 

them but the lite of that able minifter. A 

little before his execution, he made his owa 

epitaph, in thcfc words: Mors Regis^ 

Fides in REGEMi Mors mea. 

They alfo catifed arreft feveral perfons 
. who had been concerned with the Baron, 
particularly his Secretary in the ifle of ^41- 
landt ; by which the Czar came to know 
of the King o£ Sweden's death, and that 
his flfter the Princefs Ulrica was proclaimed 
Queen : this put a ftop to all negotiations 
for the time, and overturned all their * pro- 
jefts. But theGzar confidering the unhap- 
py ftate oi Sweden J a kingdom impoverifh- 
.fed, without an army, and having fcarcely 
bread^ did not doubt but they would renew 
their negotiations, and continue them on 
the footing concerted betwixt Ojierman and

hurgh in the beginning of February, the XIII. 
Czar gave hiai new inftruftions; being in- v-.^^^^o 
fprmed that the Queen of Sweden defigned ^^''' 
to continue the conferences,- and had nam- 
ed Baron Lillienfted. to fucceed Baron Gcrtz 
at the congrefs; who arriving at AUandt in 
in the beginning of June^ OJlerman by the 
Czar's orders repaired thither, with a view 
to continue the negotiations, on the former 
plan, if the Swedes inclined ; but if other- 
ways, to acquaint the Swedijh plenipotenti- 
aries from him, ' that if they did not with-, 

* in the fpace of two months, accept of thefe 

* conditions, he would enter their country 

* with fire and fword, and force them to 
^ take worfe/ 

The King of Sweden s death made fuch 
a change in affairs all over Europe^ that thofe 
to whom he had given fo great umbrage, 
began now to pity the deplorable ftate of 
Sweden J and agreed not to allow that king- 
dom to be quitd over-run and fubdued by 
the Rujjians. The famous quadruple al-Thc qnt-^ 
liance was concluded in the month of J*/^^*^ ^"^ 
Auguft, where it was ftipulate, that an epe- 
my to one fhould be fo to all. And France 
having reconciled Great Britain imd Hano^ 
ver with Sweden, Colonel BaJJwlck was 
lent to Stockholm as minifter from Hanover^ 
find Lord Carteret from Great Britain; 

where 
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Book where tKey entered into an alliance with 
XIII. *S'w(?^e';i againft the Czar ; hy ^^hich Bremen 
y^r>r>sj and Verden were for a million of crowns 
^d^r g^^'^^ ^^ ^^ Hanover; and Gr^<2/ Britain^ 
ien. befides paying yearly three hundred thou- 
fand crowns of fubfidy to Siveden^ was ob- 
liged during the war, to affift that crown 
^ with its naval force againft Rujjiay to oblige 
the Czar to give up the provinces he had 
taken from Sweden ; as alfo to get Holftein 
reftored to the Duke. Much about this 
time, the King of Truffta entered into an 
alliance with Sweden^ after the fame man- 
ner, for which he got Stetin^ &c. yielded 
Th« ' to him; fo that the Czar not only faw him- 
!ic?|oin\l f^^ abandoned by his allies, but that they 
gainftbun. alfo joined his enemies againft him ; which 
obliged him of neccffity to put his projeft 
of a defcent in execution. Mean time, to 
make the Swedes accept of his propofals, 
and to fatisfy the world of the motives of 
this expedition, he publifhed a declaration 
containing his reafons. 

The Queen o£ Sweden'v/zs no fooner in- 
formed thereof, than fhe caufed publifli a 
counter manifefto, containing her reafons for 
tlie war; amongft others, Ihe accufed the 
Czar of breach of faith, and that he abfo- 
lutely rcfufed to reftore tKe Swedijh provin- 
ces he had with his furious armies made him- 
felf mafter of; adding, that it would be 

more 
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more for the honour and good of the coun- Book 
try, to follow the fteps of their glorious XIIL 
anceftors, than to fubmit to a yoke which ^-'^vx^ • 
would prove more infupportable than death. 
The Czar carried on this expedition with 
vigour, having ordered hi^ High-admiral 
Apraxin^ with a great fleet of fhips and 
gajlies, together with aftrong body of troops, 
tQ the coafl: of Sweden ; where direfting hIs cxpc- 
their courfe towards the iflands of D alters^ dition a- 
they landed fome troops, and took many ^^^'"j^^^ 
prifonersj burning and deftroying every 
where : then leaving Stockholm on the left, 
they purfued their march towards Suder^ 
telge ; where they not only deftrcfyed all the 
copper-mines, burnt the furnaces and hou- 
fes, but alfo fet the vvoods on fire. He 
left Commodore Sinavin cruizing about the 
Dtailers with nine fhips of force, who alfo 
landed troops; and after having plundered 
and deflroyed the country all round, carried 
off their cattle. Admiral Apraxin arriving 
July 1 9th at Landfort^ with his fhips and 
gallies, took feveral Dutch fliips loaded from 
Koningsherg with grain for Stockholm; and 
a party of Co(facks^ after having advanced 
within three leagues of that town, attai:ked 
and routed the Swedifh advanced troops, conftcr- 
took prifbners a corporal and eight of the na^on ^ 
Queen's guards. This put fuch a confter- j^^^^^^^^^ 
nation amongft.all ranks of people in. the 

capital, 
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Book capital, that the hereditary Prince of HeJJf 
XIIL Cajfel and General Ducker^ were obliged 
V^'"^ with fome troops to march down the length 
of Waxholm^ where they canxe to under- 
ftand that the enemy had on. board thirty 
thoufand land forces ready to invade the 
kingdom : upon which, the Prince marched 
with the Swedijh army, confiding of about 
fourteen thoufand men to TunUy diftant 
from Stockhohn fome more than four leagues* 
The Swedes, took all poflible precautions to 
withftand the Ruffians ; but being obliged 
to divide their troops, and fend them in 
parties here and there, they h^d not num- 
bers for attacking the enemy ; fo that in 
their fight all the country round was de- 
flroyed : amotigft other places, Grifenhavefp^ 
Ofter^ Kamingen and Doirfo^ a fine feat be- 
longing to the Secretary of flate. Another 
party burnt Boj together with Baron Teffin^ 
fine houfe, built after the Italian manner, 
within three leagues of Stocholm; which ob- 
liged the Prince to march againft them from 
Tuna : whereupon the Ruffians retired load- 
ed with booty, driving all the cattle before 
them. After this, his Royal highnefs re- 
turned to the capital to encourage the inha^ 
bitants, who were terrified to the laft de^ 
gree to fee the enemy fo near the town: 
the Prince went towards night to Carets^ 
herg^' (about a league diftant from ^SVo^i^^ 

holm^ 
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holm) where the court then was, to acquaint B o o K 
the Queen his (poufe with the ftate of af- XIII. 
fairs. ^ \-/v>^ 

By this time they had accounts that Ad- gj^ y^^^ 
mirai Norris was arrived in the Sound^ and Norns's 
lay with his fquadron a little diftance from^^P^^*^^* 
Copenhagen^ which gave the Swedes hopes ' . 
of fome cxtrabrdinary affiftance by that 
means. 

Neverthelefs the Kujfians continued their 
hoftilities, and on the 28th took feveral 
Ihips loaded with provifions for Stockholm; 
the reft faved thcmfelves under the cannon 
of the fort Daliro. On the 29th, they 
burnt the following places, viz. Vagelbro, 
Malmoe^ Sab, San^, Wasbyy Bratland, &c* 
with churches, houfes, and what. they could 
fet fire to, carrying off with them all that 
was portable. On the 30th, his Royal 
highnefs retreated with the army to Jourfi 
holm, within a league and an half of the 
capital. 

Towards the north, the Rujftans had 
burnt many towns and villages: they de- 
ftroyed the whole ifland oi Sodiroun, all the 
country about Boertiles ; the towns of O/?- 
kamer, Oregrund, and the country of i?^- 
koyivood, where the beft iron-mines in all 
Sweden were totally ruined, to the unfpeak- 
able lofs of the kingdom; neither .did they 
fparc Thoras, an agreeable place, belonging

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Book to Mc. Rumph the Duteh refident. It was 
XIIL not in the power of Sweden to put a ftop 
^•-"^^■^ to thefe calamities, tho' Marfhal Ducker 
gave orders that all the Ruffians who were ta- 
ken on fuch occafions, fhould be immediately 
thrown into the flames. In the beginning 
of Auguft^ about two thoufand Ruffians 
having debarked at OJierweek^ after having 
routed a party of the enemy, they burnt 
the town oi Suderlege^ with moft of the 
farms and villages in the neighbourhood. 
But near to Tojfhj a party of Ruffians ha- 
A party of ^^^g debarked, fell in with a body of 
Ruftans Swedes^ who cut them to pieces, and took 
defeated, fevcral prifoners. Towards the north, the 
Ruffians burnt and deftroyed many mines, 
cfpecially near to Nicopingy a town of good 
trade, which they alfo burnt ; but the in- 
habitants oiNorcQptng fell upon a ftratagem 
to (ave themfelvcs, which was by removing 
the bcft of their efftfts, and then fetting the 
town on fire ; >vhieh the Ruffians beholding 
in flames, believed it to be done by their 
own people, fo went not near it. 
' > The places deftroyed on this unhappy 
expedition by Admiral ^r^fx/;/, were fix 
good towns, eleven palaces built of ftone, 
and an hundred and nine gentlemens feats 
of timber, eight hundred and twenty-fix 
, farms, three mills, and ten magazines, two 
copper furnaces, and fiv« of iron. Places 

dcftro3^ed 
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deftroyed by Major-general Lacy ; two Book 
good towns, twenty-one gentlemens feats, XIII. 
.five hundred and thirty-five farms, forty ^^^^"^^^ 
mills, fixteen magazines, and nine iron fur- 
naces; one whereof was fo valuable, that 
the proprietors offered three hundred thou- 
/and rix-doUafs to fave it, but in vain. The 
Rujfians carried off both copper, iron, and 
every thing elfe; and what they could not 
take on board their fhips they threw into 
the fea. 

The Czar concluded that after all this 
havock and deflruftion, the Swedes would . 
come into his terms ; and fent (after the con- 2^^^, , 
grefs of Allandt was quite broke up) Coun- prpj^faj, 
icllor OJierman with frefh propofals ; which rcjcfteda- 
Hpon the matter were the fame as before, 1*^°^^*^* 
iand were rejefted by the Swedes. 

Admiral Norris^ with the Britip fqua- 
dron, after having continued fome time in 
the bay o^ Copenhagen^ failed to the Swe- 
dip ports. As foon as the Czar had ac- 
counts thereof, he wrote to the faid Admi- 
ral to know the reafons of his entering into 
the Bait fck, if he had orders to interrupt 
or oppofe his operations and defigns ? The 
Admiral anfwered, that he had no fuch or- 
ders, but was come into thefe feas for the 
more Security of trade. Ncverthclefs, he 
joined the Swedi/h fleet, commanded by 
Admiral Sparr, and failed with it towards 
X 2 Stockbc'hu 
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Book Stockholm. But before they came up, the 
XIII. Czar having ended all he had projefted this 
v^»^ campaign, had already retired within his 
ports. 'Tis true, he retired fomewhat fbon- 
er than he would have done, on account of 
a letter he had received from the Queen of 
Sweden^ intreating that he would defift from - 
further hoftilities, in order to procure 
time to conclude without difturbance a fo- 
lid peace. His Czarifli majcfty did not re- 
tire as was given out, from any concern he 
had about the Englijh fquadron, being igno- 
rant of any treaty^entered into betwixt the 
courts of Great Britain and Sweden to his 
>rejudicc : for it had not been intimated to 
lim by the Britijh. minifter at St. Teters- 
\ burgh. This made him give no credit to 
any report that the Britip court had con- 
cluded a particular peace with Sweden ; nor 
was he entirely convinced thereof till Mr, 
Berkley^ an EngUJh gentleman, cam,e to the 
ifle o£ AllandP from Lord Carteret^ Am- 
baffador at the court of Sweden^ with a let- 
ter to General Bruce^ one of the Czar's 
plenipotentiaries at that place, with letters 
alfo to the Czar from the forefaid Ambaffa- 
dor, and Sir John Norris : General Bruce 
did not think fit to forward thefe letters, 
but returned them to the Ambaffador with 
the following anfwen

without firft having orders from the Czar 
my mafter. Moreover, I am perfuaded 
that the court of Great Britain does not 
want the ordinary means to communicate 
its fentiments, either by letters to his ma- 
jefty the Czar, or by their minifter at 
Sr. Tetersburgh; fo that there is no ne- 
ccfGty for making u(c of fuch extraordi- 
nary and unufual expedients.' 
This anfwer could not fail to fatisfy the 
Ambaffador and Admiral Norris^ that his 
Czarifh majefty was not ta be forced in ' 
to meafores. Some time after, MeJflTrs. Jef* 
fries and Weber received ordera from their 
court to depart from St. Tetersburgh^ and 
retire to Dantzick : this convinced the Czar 
of the difpofitions of that court ; befides, he 
was now fully affiired that Admiral Norris 
had orders to oppofe, in conjunftion with

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Book Siveden, the operations of tKe Ruffian fleet* 
XIII. Whereupon, the Czar finding that the King 
^^""^''^^ of Britain^ his ally, was now become his 
^ufes^lr^ enemy, caufed arrcft all the Brltip mer- 
reft the chants within his dominions, and threatned 
Britijh ^.q confifcate their efFefts, which amounted 
merchants, ^^ f^y^j.^! millions, if the Br i tip made war 
againft him ; and declared his intentions to 
that cfFeft, by a memorial he caufed his re- 
fident, Mr. Wejfelosky^ prefent to the court 
at Ijondon. 
A memo- The Czar puts them In mind of the alii- 
rial pub- ance concluded betwixt that court, Hano- 
London] '^^^ and 7^/(^/7, in the year 1715; wherein, 
as elcftor of Brunfwick and Lunenburgh^ 
King George obliges himfelf not to make 
peace with Sweden^ without comprehend- 
. ing RuJfiUj far lefs in exclufion thereof; 
but that they fhould employ all poffiblc 
means to procure by a general peace the 
cefllori pf Ingria, Carelia and Eajihoniay to- 
gether with the town of Revel and its de- 
pen dancies ; and likeways, not to oppofe di- . 
rcftly nor indireftly, any other conditionfi 
his majefty the Czar thought fit to ftipulate 
on the conclufion of a general peace with 
Sweden. On the part of Rujfia^ that the 
Czar obliged himfelf to procure the ceffion 
of the dutchies of Bremen and Verden to 
the electorate of Hanover^ which was made 
effeftual, and could not havp been obtained 

but 
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but by the means and ftrong felicitations Book 
the court of Rujfia made ufe of with the XIII. 
King of Denmark. That it cannot be de- '^-^"v^^ 
nied that thofe folicitations and means, had 
inclined the King of Denmark to part with 
thefe valuable pofleflions, to the aggrandiz- 
ing of the houfe of Hanover. That there 
was nothing more natural than to expeft 
the returns of fuch good offices,^ by a reli- 
gious obfervance 01 the fame treaty : but 
that inftead thereof, a feparate peace was 
concluded, not only in exclufion of the 
Czar, but alfo to difengage from his alli- 
ance the kings of ^^ruffia and Toland^ (as 
eleftor of Saxony) who are comprehended 
in the leparate treaty ; by which they not 
only are obliged to furnifh the Swedes a 
large fubfidy in money, but alfo to affift 
them with their €;fFe<fts. Weffelosky fub- 
joined, that the. former kings of Great Brl^ 
tain, had nothing more at heart than the re- 
ligious obfervance of treaties concluded be- 
twixt the crowns of Kujfia and Great Bri- 
tain^ in confideration of the advantages 
both nations reaped from the trade their 
fubjefts enjoyed ; with a great deal more to 
this purpofe, too long to be inferted here.

ing a little too faft to overlook four full" 
years, and not examine into thefteps of the 
. court o^RuJfta during that time: that the 
world was left to judge, which of the courts 
had firft infringed the treaty of 171 5; of 
the projcft of taking pofleflion of Wifinar^ 
and the defign formed to make an eftablifli- 
ment in Germany under pretence of a dc- 
fcent on Schonen^ which never was intend-* 
ed ; of the exaftions of the Ruffian troops 
in Mechlenburghj and their retufal to eva- 
cuate that dutchy; the deligns to intimi- 
date the Swedes, to force them into a fepa- 
rate peace ; the interview with Baron Gortz ; 
the congrefs 6i Allandt^ formed without the 
confent of the allies, their minifters not ad- 
mitted thereat ; and of the plan formed be- 
twixt Oflerman and Gortz. The world was 
aUb left to judge, if all thefe fteps were 
confonant to the alliance and treaty en- 
tered into Anno 171 5. As to the fleets 
fent to the Baltick, they were to proteft 
the trad^ of the nation, without giving the 
leaft occafion of complaint or umbrage to 
the Czar. But if the court of Rujftas 
conduft during thefe four years be examin- 
ed, it will be found that as little regard has 
been had to Great Britain as to Hanover ;

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intrigues being carried on in favours of the B o o K 
Chevalier dcSt. George^ his emiilaries ad- XIII. 
mitted at St. Tetersburgh ; their memorials ^^-^^"^ 
received, their projefts Supported arid encou- 
raged, the mpft eminent perfons among them 
protefted at Mittau ; the expedition againft 
Norway concerted with the King q£ Sweden^ 
after which a defcent defigned into Scot-^ 
land; an ofFenfive alliance betwixt Rujfia and 
Spain ; an entire harmony betwixt the mi- 
nifters of the faid courts at the Hague; the 
regent of i>a;?r^ difluaded tofign the qua- 
druple alliance: in fine, a kingdom laid 
wafte, and on the point of being fubdued, 
if Great Britain did not interpofe. This is 
a fhort ennumeration. of. the benefits Great • 
Britain and Hanover have received from 
RuJfia^ &c* &c. 

The court o£ Britain's anfwer t6 thepj-^^^^^ 
Czar's memorial was much about what hasfwcras 
been already faid, and may be found in feveral '^'og ^ 
authors ; particularly'in the memoirs of Te^ ^^^^^^'^ 
ter the Great, faid to be wrote by Baron 
Ivan Wejieforanoi zRuJftanj (tho'' I never 
knew a Baron of that nation) fo there is no 
ufe of repeating it here j but to proceed to 
real fafts and operations both without and 
within the empire of Rujfta^. in the- year 
17 1 9. thofe memorials and anfwcrs Serving 
rather to continue and augment the diffe- 
rences than to cure them.

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Book The Czar having as already faid, fettled 
XIIL and eftablifhed his councils after the man- 
^<^^<^ ner of France ; amongft others he appoint- 
ed one for the mines, compofed ofperfons 
of experience and knowledge at St. "Peters^ 
burgh^ where he caufed build founderies, 
and furnaces for melting and feperating^ 
with every thing elfe that concerns metals* 
His majefty alfo confidering that his fub- 
jefts were come in ufe of travelling into fo- 
reign countries, on pretence of health, to 
nfe the waters of Carlesbath, Suoalfsbathj 
Tyrmont &c. which could not be done 
without confiderable expcnce, and reflefting 
too that moft of the late Czarowich^/^;c/V's 
defigns had been concerted on fuch occafions, 
he magnified the waters ofy^lonitz in his own 
country, the virtues whereof he had himfelf 
experienced, and, by the opinion of the 
phyficians, they were found to be nothing in- 
ferior, bttt rather to exceed thofe in foreign 
countries.

Mr. Ro7fianzoj[f yN^s advanced to the charge 
of Major-general, and Mr. Ofcbacow to that 
of Brigadier; thefe three had been very in- 
ftrlimental in difcovering the C^rowich's 
confpiracy and accomplices. 

On the other fide, his majefty being in* 
formed, that notvvichftanding all his* vigi- 
lance and care, many principal perfons had

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B o b K miffion to examine into thofe matters. He 
XI JL fpoke to the commiflioners, as follows : ' I 
do not believe that any one of you is ig- 
norant by the light of nature, and the acr 
quired knowledge of the affairs of this 
world, that the two principal and firft du- 
ties of thofe whom God has eftablifhed 
to govern kingdoms, are to proteft their 
fubjefts againft their public enemies, in 
leading perfonally the armies to battle, in 
time of war, and to maintain peace and ju- 
ftice amongft the people impartially, by re- 
warding good aftions and punifhing the evil, 
without diftinftion ofperfons. You know 
what I have done with regard to the firft of 
thefe duties, from the beginning of my

prefervation of my people, and the good 
of the ftate require it. You have feen 
me punifli the crimes of a fon, who was 
perverfe, ungrateful, hypocritical and wick- 
ed, above all that can be immagined ; I 
have likewife punifhed the crimes of thofe 
who were the affociates of his wicked- 
nefs : ' I hope thereby I haye fecured my 
chief work, which is to render the Ruffi-- 
an nation powerful and formidable, and

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my dominions flourifhing; a work that Bo oK 
has coft me no fmall pains, and my ful> XIIL 
je^ls much blood and treafure, which the v^v>^ 
firft year after my death would have been 
entirely overturned and trampled under 
foot,' if I had not prevented it after the 
manner I have done. 

' This great work being over, it is time 
I fliould turn my attention to fupprefs 
the infolence of thofe who have abufed 
the power I had put into their hands, for 
governing the provinces of my empire. 
Many, in violation of their oath, have 
opprefled (to the iaft degree) my poor 
people,' and have inriched themfelves at 
the expence of their blood and fweat. 
And (ince thefe people have deferved fb 
much, by furnifliing money, recruits, 
horfes and provifions, in fupporting my 
juft caufe, againft an enemy with whom • 
I have been thefe eighteen years at war ; 
and have alfo fupplied me in my other 
preffing occafions: it is moftjuft I Ihould 
interpofe, and deliver them from thefe 
blood-fuckers. With this view, I am re- 
folved to eftablifh a tribunal, wherein my

This tribunal did examine matters with 
all the rigour and feverity of the laws ; and 
amongft the tranfgrefTors were found, to 
every body's aftonifhment, the Czar's far 
vourite Prince Menzekoff^ Prince James Dol- 
goruk^ prcfident of the fenate, the High- 
admiral /Ipraxtny with many others. Prince 
M^^z^^o^ being firft called, and confront- 
ed with his accufers, was found guilty of 
mal-adminiftration of his raajefty's treafure : 
he was ordered to deliver his fword, and 
difpofc himfelf to undergo the fentence that 
The of- fhould be pronounced againft him. He 
w^cd ful>"^^^^c^j ^^d retired to his palace, to con- 
tinue in arreft till further orders. After 
him was called the old Prince Dolgoruky^ 
who appeared, and fpoke with fuch elo- 
quence in his juftification, that the judges 
thought themfelves obliged to aflc his maje- 
fty's opinion before they fhould pronounce 

fentence 
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fentence againft him. The High-admiral Boo K 
u^fraxin being next called, and found guilty, XIII. 
was condemned to be degraded from his v./v>.^ 
office, with confifcation of his whole cftatc 
and effefts, and commanded to arreft in his 
own houfe till further orders ; whereupon 
he gave up his fword. Others were con^ 
demned to lofe both life and fortune ; and 
none efcaped of the whole lift, (which was 
very numerous) but by paying fines, to the 
value at leaft of what was alledged againft 
them. The three firft, Prince Menzekoffy 
T^olgoruky and Apraxtn^ the Czar confi* 
dering their fervices, made each pay a con- 
fiderable fum, ?ind received them into favour, 
having given his promife to the firft, that he 
fliould never caufe take his life. 

The Czar fent this year an Ambaflador in- ^n Am. 
toT erfia^ in order to eftablijQi with the Schah baflador 
a good correfpondence, and a free com-p"^!?^* 
mercc amongft their fubjefts on both fides; ' 
which was willingly gone into. But the 
troubles foon after arofe in that monarchy, 
to fuch a height, that all commerce was 
ftopped.

coaft. At the fame time, he carried on the ^^j ^^^^ 
work of the canal of Ladoga^ as neceflary, great czn 
and as profitable a defign as any he could ^^\ 
undertake ; ' by the means of which, there ^ 
was a communication opened betwixt the 
ocean and the Cafpian fea, but his majefty 
did not live to fee this great work finilhed. 

The Czar feeing him fclf abandoned hyj^^^^^^^^ 
his allies, at the folicitation of the court of the war *. 
Britain^ took his meafures to carry on the *°?Y' 
Vfzx z^^in^ Sweden alone, notwithftanding |!^"^^^^ 

Z z her ' 
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Bo o K her being fupportcd by the EngUJIo money 
XIV. and fleets,, and favoured by the kings of 
^-^^'^^ Denmark and Trttjfia^ &c. He ordered an 
army of twenty-four thoufand foot and dra- 
goons to march through Finland, into the 
north of Sweden, and ^t the fame time fent 
a ftrong fleet, to make itfelf mafter of the 
Bothnrck gulf. 

The dyet of Poland being affembled In 
the beginning of 1720, fent the palatine of 
Mafovia Ambaflador to the Czar, whofc 
inftriiftions were to afk reparation of the 
damages the nation had fuftained by the 
marches and counter-marches of the Rujjtan 
troops, the contributions they had raifed, 
with feveral other exa^^ions, fuch as carry- 
ing off their horfes and cattle, ^c. that 
tho' the republic had been injured to that 
degree, yet the dyet was inclined to fend 
its complaints, expefting redrefs, rather than 
' allow the nobility to mount their horfes, in 
order, to free themfclves of the continual 
lolTes occafioned by the Ruffians-. 
Deals pru- The Czar at this junfture thought fit to 
dcntly , manage the republic prudently, left they 
]^"^ ^ fliould likeways make a feparate peace with 
Sweden, and renew their pretenfions on 
Courland and Livonia ; and in that event de-r 
dare war againft him : fo that he remitted 
this negotiation into the hands of Prince 
Dolgorukjy his AmbafTadpr at that court.

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He conferred with t)\c deputies of the re- Boo K 
public appointed by the King and fenate. XIV. 
This minifter had orders to fignify to them, ^^^^''n^ 
that the Czar his mafter was exceedingly , 
difpofed to entertain a right union and good 
underftanding with Toland; but that he 
was very defirous to know if the letters 
wrote to him in anfwer to his, were to be 
looked upon as the fentiments of the whole 
republic, fince they were conceived in fuch 
terms as might be interpreted a declaration 
of war? Secondly^ If the treaty concluded 
at Vienna^ betwixt, the Emperor and tlie 
King of Toland, was done with the confent 
of the republic I He likeways required* that 
the town of Dantzick fhould be obliged to 
execute the treaty entered into with tlie 
Czar; by which they were engaged to arm 
and keep up a certain number of frigates to 
join his majefty's fleet. 

The deputies anfwered to the firft quc- 
ftion, It was well known at the time when 
it was judged proper ►not to continue the 
Ayctoi Grodno^ but to remit the deliberati- 
ons to that held at Warfaiv^: i;h^t it was re- 
folved the King, the Primate, and the Mar-r 
ftial, in name of the ^gentry, fhould write 
to the Czar, as they had done; that thofc 
letters contained nothing which looked like 
a declaration of war, but only a neceffary • 
remonftrance, that if the Ruffian troops con- 
tinued 
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Book tinucd any longer in the kingdom, notwith- 
XIV. (landing the often reiterated promifes to 
v-^v-v^ remove them, the republic, would of ne- 
ceflity be obliged, to fall upon fuitable mea- 
fures to prevent the entire ruin of the pro- 
vinces ; that they ought to proteft the town 
of Dantzkk, from which the Czar had 
cxafted great contributions; and that they 
had not explained themfelves otherways in 
regard to Courland^ than by reprefenting the 
antient right of the crown, which they were 
determined to maintain. 

As to the fecond queftion, that the re- 
public had no knowledge of the treaty con- 
cluded at Vienna; that if the King (as 
elcftor of Saxonji) had entered into any par- 
ticular treaty, he had the right to do it, 
without communicating the fame to the 
republic. . 

And as to the Ambaflador's demand con- 
cerning Dantzickj they anfwered, that the 
kings of Toland always left them the entire 
enjoyment of their rights and privileges ; 
and feeing the republic keeps no naval force, 
they never required of their fubjefts in the 
maritime towns to arm any vefTels ; fo that 
they could not give orders to the burghers 
of Dantzick to arm fliips for the Czar, but 
if he had made any particular treaty with

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I In fine, after fevcral reprefentations of Ro o k 
! mutual grievances, the deputies declared to XIV. 
the AmbafladoF, that the republic defigned '^^^w^r 
to take the opportunity of the Queen ofSwe- 
Jens difpofitions for peace, her majefty ha- 
ving made proper fteps for that end ; there- 
fore the republic did invite the Czar at the 
fame time to conclude a peace or to difen- 
gage them from their alliance, offering their 
mediation, with affurance that they defired 
I nothing more than to live in peace and in 
good underftanding with his majefty the 
Czar in any event. 

The Palatine of Mafovia made his pu- ^j^^ p^^ 
blic entry at St. Tetersburgh the 5th of/z/^Am- 
March, in great ftate. On th6 7th he had ^^^^do*"'* 
a publick audience of the Czar, before whofe f^^ech!" 
throne he expreffed himfelf as follows : 
* Moft ferene, and moft powerful, Great 
Lord Czar, fovereign ot all Rujfta: the 
moft ferene, and moft powerful Great 
Lord King of Tolandj Great Duke of Li- 
thuania, and the republic, have fent mt 
to your Czarifh majefty, in quality of their 
AmbaflTador in chief and plenipotentiary, 
in the fole view of reprefenting and de- 
claring to your majefty, the inviolable 
friendfhip of the King, and republic, which ' 
has never been infringed in any manner, 
contrary to the alliance concluded; and 
at the fame time to congratulate your niaje-

^-^■^'"*^ * powerful hand of God has fb far fup- 
ported your Czarifli majefty^ that all the 
world will admire and read with aftonifh* 
ment in ages to come, your immortal glo- 

* How glorious is it for a monarch to car- 
ry on fo viftorious a war, to put to fea at 
the fame time fo powerful a fleet, atfo great 
charge, to ereft whole towns, fortificati- 
ons-, fea-ports, and canals, fuch as )^our 
majefty has done ! This is an evident mark 
that the blefling of God attends the ani- 
ons of your majefty. 

* However his royal majefty, and the re- 
public hope, that your Czarifli majefty, 
having before your eyes their conftant in- 
tentions and care to maintain the common 
ties, will in like manner fulfill the condi- 
tions on your fide ; by which your Czarifli 
majefty will ftill more and more atld to your 
immortal glory, in doing juftice to your 
faithful allies. 

' For my part, I eftcem myfelf moft hap- 
py that God has allowed me to appeaf 
before the throne of your majefty,* with 
my wonted veneration.' 
This mipifter had immediately confe- 
rences with the. Rftffian miniftry, who de-

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Czar would not give up his pretenfions to Boo K

in fine, that the council of the finances fhould folutions* 
examine whether his majefty the Czar was 
indebted to the republic, or the republic to 
the Czar. 

While thefe matters were in agitation at 
St. ^etershurgh^ peace was concluded at 
Stockholm with the King of Vruffia^ and the Siveden 
Swedes were on the point of concluding ^¥ ^^^A 
one with Denmark The ftates of the king-*^'"^* 
dom being affembled, the Queen refigned T^g 
the crown in favour of the Prince of HeJ/e- Q^ccn of 
CaJ/el, her hufband, who thereupon was f^^^* 
proclaimed and crowned King. All thefe thc^"* 
Hieafures did not look like peace with the Crown. 
Czar. The court of Great Britain was 
in good underftanding with the regent of 
France^ who had engaged to pay to the 
King of -Sw^fl^d'^ yearly, the fubfidy his moft 
chriftian majefty was wont to pay to that 
crown ; fo that when the Swedes feemed 
to be reduced to the laft extremity, they re- 
ceived from France fix hundred thoufand 
crowns. This with what they received 
from Great Britain and Hano'7)er^ made the 
Swedes take frefh courage, and give the 
Czar to underftand, that he fhould not have 
peace on the terms he imagined. But all

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Book this was of no great, fignificancy : Sweden 
XIV. was drained both of men and provifions ; fo 
^^^^^^ that unlefs their new allies could fupply both 
thefe wants, they could not propofe to con- 
tinue the war againft Ruffia. The Czar had 
his troops and fleets conftantly ready, fo 
that his expedition could be moft part over 
before the Britip fleet could come to their 
affiftance j which alfo happened on this occa- 
fion, where, after having ordered his land 
^ • ^^^^^y ^^^ fleets to be in readinefs, he or- 
tijh court dered Mr. Beftucheff his refident at the court 
orders the of Great Britain to prefent the remarkable 
fiiknt^o^" memorial, * which that court did not think 
leave the fit to vanfwer otherways then by ordering 
kiDgdooj.

This memorial contained a relation of all 
that had palTed from the beginning of the 
war, their alliances when and for what ; and 
' how they came at laft to abandon the Czar; 
which was ftill the more glorious for . him 
(faid the memorial) in that he made peace 
with Sweden on his own terms. 

After all thefe fteps, jit was not to be 
doubted but the'minifters oi Great Britain^ 
confidering what they had already done,- 
would ftill pufli their point : and as loon

But that it might not be '<^^^<^ 
thought this fquadron was fent into the Bal- 
tick, with any other defign than to fupport 
the Court of Britain s mediation for recon- 
ciling the court of Rujfia with the new 
King of Sweden^ as they had already recon- 
ciled D^^;^/^r/^ ^nATrufia with that arown.; 
therefore Admiral Norris before he failed 
from Copenhagen J wrote the following letter 
to Prince Dolgoruky the Ruffian AmbafTador 
at the court of Denmark. 

SIR, 

' The King my mafter has or^lefed mc gj^ john 
iftto thefe feas with a fquadron of his fliips, Norns*s 
tv^ilh 1 view to procure d ftift md- rcafbn- p"^^-^^ ■ 
able peace betwixt ttie crxw^ti of Sweden Dr>lgt>ru^ 
and that of Rnffia. His majefty having 4^- 
much at heart the good of his fubje^s, as 
Wtell * as the intereft 6f thefe nations who 
are in friendfhip with him, wifheS ardent- 
ly that fo chriftian, fo profitable, add fo 
valuable a work may be brought to a good 
iflue. To that effeft his majefty has 
commanded me to notify to all his Czarifh 
majcfty's minifters, generals, and admi- 
rals, the renewal of his oficrs of media- 
tion for reftoHng peace betwi^tt the two 
crowns. • The King could wifli that his 
A ^ 2. ^ majefty 
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majefty the Czar, would ferioufly examine 
the ftate of affairs, and give ear to fblid 
conditions for an accomodation. And that 
his majefty's good difpofitions may not 
prove fruitlefs for want of fufficient powers, 
he has granted to his minifter at Stockholm^ 
as alfo to me, his Admiral, full power to 
treat in concert, in quality of plenipoten- 
tiaries and mediators, to endeavour the 
concluding a reafonable and juft peace be- 
twixt the two crowns. This is. Sir, what 
I intreat you would reprefent to his Cza- 
rifh majefty, with the affurance of my moft 
humble refpefts, and that I fhould efteem 
myfelf extreamly honoured in receiving 
his orders on this occaflon.' 
Prince Dolgoruky anfwered as follows: 
I received, Sir, the letter you fent mc 
thiis morning by your Secretary, by 
which I underftand that the King your 
mafter has fent you into thefe feas, with 
a fquadron of his Ihips, in order to pro- 
cure peace betwixt the Czar my mafter 
and the crown o? Sweden. All lean fay, 
is, that his Czarifh majefty has nothing 
more at heart than peace and tranquility, 
and that he has given clear and vifible 
marks thereof to all the world, during the 
whole courfe of this war. But fince Sure- 
den never had the like fentiments, the 
continuance of the war can only be attri- 

' buted 
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buted to her backwardnefs. As to what Book 
you write me concerning the means and XIV, 
place of » treating about this peace, I have ^^-^'^'"^ 
no inftruftions from the Czar my maftcr 
on that fubjeft, fo can give you no an- 
fwer. If the court of Great Britain has. 
any propofals to make to hisCzarifh ma- 
jefty, there are other means more proper 
to be made ufe of, fo that I hope you will 
excufe me from fuch a commiflion.' 
The Czar was determined not to accept 
of the mediation of Great Britain^ and 
wanted rather to accommodate matters be- 
twixt themfelves. But in cafe Siveden in-r The mc- 
fifted upon having a mediator, his Czarifh ^*^)J°°^ ^' 
majefty would admit of none other but therejcdcd. 
Emperor of Germany^ feeing both courts 
had accepted of him in that quality fome 
time before, when the congrefs was to be 
held at Brunfwkk^ whither the Emperor 
had fcnt a Secretary, and the regency of 
Sweden had appointed Count Neiling to 
affift thereat.

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Book befides other fmall bodies difperfed here and 
XI there in that province, together with a llrong 
^'^^^r^ fleet of fliips and gallies he had fitted out 
at St. Tetersburgh^ Cronjiat and Reiwly 
which were in fo good or-der, that the To- 
lijh plenipotentiary at his laft audience, de- 
livered his fpeech with wonder, to behold 
the furprizing aftions of this great Prince's 
reign. As this Ambaflador left the court, 
there arrived at St. Tetersburgh^ one of the 
King of Sweden s General-adjutants, who 
was fent by his S-wedip majefty to notify 
his acceffion to the throne. He was foon 
admitted to audience, where, after having 
delivered the/letters he was charged with, 
he made a fhort fpeech to the following 
The ncw^^^^- * That the hereditary Prince of 
King of ' HeJffe-CaJJelj with confent of the Queen 
Stveden's i j^jg fpoufe, and the ftates of the kingdom, 
compii- * h^d afcended the throne of Sweden ; that 
mcnt. * his majefty had a particular efteem for the 

* Czar, with whom he ardently wifhed to 

* conclude a folid and durable peace, and 

* to entertain with his Gtarifh majefty true 

* friendfhip and good neighbourhood ; to 

* which the King his mafter was willing to 

* contribute as far as lay in his power.' 

The Czar made anfwer to thefe marks of 
^^^ . efteem and friendlhip : * That with all his 
Czar's an-* heart "he congratulated the King of '*Sw^- 
fwcr. < den on his acceffion to the throne, and 

' gave 
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* gave his majcfty thanks for communicat-Bo o k 

* ing to him fo much; that he was never XIV. 

* againit concluding a lafting peace with ^-O'^^ 

* Sweden^ having always had real difpofiti- 

* 011s thereto, provided the King of Sweden 
' would take the fame firm rcfolution/' 

His majefty detained that officer fomc 
time, purpofely that he might be witnefs to 
his preparations ; carried him about to fee 
the army and fleets, the better to fatisfy his ' 
conftituents, that tho' his allies had aban- 
doned him, he was well able to manage his , 
afrairs ; then difmiifed the officer with the 
ordinary palTports. 

The Czar thought himfelf in honour ob- 
liged this campaignfllo undertake (bme en* ' 
terpfize byfea,' were it for no other reafon 
than to fatisfy the world that he was not 
afraid of his new enemies; fo having or- 
dered his fleet £qr the Bothnick gulf, on the 
7th of yiugufi the Swedljh Admiral came 
up with the Rujfian fleet, which lay under 
Lumland^ commanded by Prince Galitzen. 
The Swedes not thinking them fo firong as 
they really were, made the attack: the fight Prince G^^- 
continued for fome hours, till at laft the^''^^^ ^^^ 
Swedes were forced to retreat, with the s<wedi/h 
lofs of four of their fhips, and upwards of fleet. 
an hundred and forty pieces of cannon, and 
eight hundred men taken, killed and wound- 
ed. The Swedes publifhed a quite different 

account 
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Boo K account of this battle than what the Ruffi^ 
XIV. cifis did. The Czar on this viftory, after 
^ory^u he had made his triumphant entry, caufed 
ftrike a medal, with his own effigies on 
the one fide, a;nd a fea fight on the other, 
with this motto. Conduct and va- 
lour SURMOUNT ALL DIFFICUL- 
TIES; and as he always encouraged brave 
aftions, he prcfented Prince Galitzen with 
a fword fet with diamonds, and the reft 
of the officers and foldicrs in proporti- 
on. During the fea expedition, the land 
army was not idle : the faid Prince Galitzen 
had ordered out two commands; one froni 
Vafa^ confifting of five thoufand men, to- 
gether with an hun(|fed Coffacks: they 
croflcd the Bothnick gulf, and debarked at 
Burning Umu in Lapland; which they burnt, the 
and plun- Swedes retiring on their approach. After 
^l^pUnd ^^^^> ^^^y '^^rnt and deftroyed feveral vil- 
icc. ' lages, gentlemens feats, wind and water- 
mills, and likewife the magazines ; then re- 
turned to Vafa loaded with plunder. The 
other detachment, commanded by the Bri- 
gadier Samordin^ ' made alfo a defcent on 
Sweden^ on the other fide the Bothnick 
gulf, but found the country quite abandon- 
ed deftroyed by former expeditions ; fo that 
he returned with four prifoners only. 

As thefe hoftilities were going on, the 
Czar fent General-adjutant Romanzoff to 

the 
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the King oi Sweden^ in return of his civili-Bo o K 
ty, and to compliment his majefty on his XIV. 
acceffion to the throne; to afllire him of the ^./->^^ 
teal efteem he had for his perfon; and that^^^^'^^^^^' 
he fliould be heartily glad to find in hisccmmffion 
majefty difpofitions for peace, as fincere as ^°. ^^^ 
his own were. Beficles this commiflion, he sZ^dcm 
had orders to propofe an exchange of pri- 
foners, and a ceffation of arms during the 
winter, if the Swedes inclined it. 

Mr. Romanzoff was received at Stockholm^ 
as favourably as the Swedip envoy had been 
at St. Tetersburgh ; .where, after having ac- 
quitted himfelf of his commiflion, to which 
the King returned an anfwer in a moft po* 
lite manner, yiv.'Romanzoff met with all civily re* 
manner of civility, and was at all the^^/!^^'^"*

parties or plealure, and diverlions or* thefc^a^ 
court. Falling one day in difcourfe with 
Count Horn^ prefident of the fenate, he 
propofed the exchange of prifoners, e^r. 
The Count told him, that the King could 
not go into that, unlefs they agreed on a 
cartel, both for the prefent and the future, 
which ,he had no commiflion to treat pf j 
and as to the ceiFation of arms during win- 
ter, there was no ufe for that, feeing in 
that country all hoftilities ceafed on account 
of the cold.

The Duke of Holftein had a minifter ^^^"^^''^ 
already at St. ^^etersbiirgh, who demanded ^^^^/^^y^ 
the Czar's protection for his mafter : he applies to * 
being the cldeft fifter's fon, thought his*^*^ ^^^^* 
right preferable to Princefs Ulrica! Sy who 
was the fecond daughter of Charles XL 
but the Swedes having aboliftied the here- 
ditary government, and made their crown 
cleftive, the Duke of i?'?^^/^ was by this 
means excluded from all right. The Czar 
generoufly granted him his proteftion, and 
not only invited him into Ruffian but fent 
him a prefent of one hundred thoufand 
rix-doUars, taking pity of his cafe who once 
had views of fucceedingCW/^j XII. in the 
crown of Sweden, which at prefent he was 
entirely out of hopes of, unlefs by the 
Czar's affiftance he could bring it about. 
The King of Uemnark was in pofleffion of 
his dutchy of Sle/wick ; tho' the court of 
Great Britain and others, ftood engaged to 
get itreftored.

this juncture in its diftrefs. A body of 
twenty-five or thirty thoufand veteran troops 
fent to allift the Swedes by the refpeftivc 
powers, would in all likelihood have ob- 
liged the Czar to accept of much worfe con- 
Several ditions. But it feems, they were all will-

Snuedm. ^ Empcror had not forgot the bloody wars 
carried on by Gujiavus Adolphus in the em- 
pire, and by xhcSwedip kings fince. Had 
the late Charles XIL been as fuccefsful as 
he had reafon to expeft, againft the Czar, 
who knows to what length he might have 
carried matters ? fo that it was much fafcr 
to zXio^ Sweden to be difmembred, and 
confined within her old limits, rather than 
be expofed every new reign to be over- 
run with fwarms of Goths. Only Denmark 
did not draw * ftake: the dutchy ofSlef 
wick did not anfwer expeftation, having

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was what the King of Denmark aimed, at ; B o o k 
which if he had got, Sweden had been re- XIV. 
duced to its primitive ftate: but whether ^^^v>^ 
the depreffing of Sweden^ and the aggran- 
dizing of Rujifta, will prove an advantage to 
the reft of Europe, muft be left to the pu- 
blic to judge. One, thing is evident, Rufta 
has many advantages that Sweden never had : 
in the firft place, a vaft and plentiful coun- 
try, increafing daily, not only in its inha- 
bitants, but in every thing elfe that can 
render a monarchy powerful ; a numerous 
well difciplined army; powerful fleets; let- 
ters and regulations introduced to that de- 
gree, that nothing in Europe can go beyond 
it; and all by the indefatigable endeavours 
of the Emperor Teter the Great. And to 
fupply the greateft want, that great Prince 
lately difcovered in his country (near Sibe- 
rid) mines of gold, filver, and copper, which 
j have already been wrought at forty per cent. 
advantage. 

During thefe ^ranfaftions, the Czar had 
the accounts fcnt him by his minifter at the 
Torte, that the Sultan had renewed, and 
prolonged the laft treaty of peace, and had 
lent orders to the Cham of Tarfary^ to fup- 
prefs the incurfions of his fubjefts on the 
Rtiffian dominions, othcrways he could not 
protect tlicm.

At laft plenipotentiaries were appointed 
to meet at Niejiadt. The King o( Sweden 
^ namt'd on his part Count Lillienjied^ and 
General Stromfeld. The Czar fent Gene- 
ral Bruce^ and his Privy-counfellor Ofter- 
man. 

The Duke of Holftein arrived at the 
Czar's court, where he was very gracioufly 
received : the Czar promifed him to have 
his inter^eft as much at heart as his own. 

M. de Campredon minifter from France at 
the Swedijh court, having had feveral con- 
ferences with the Ruffian miniftry at St. jP^- 
tersburghy infilled ftill on a ceffation of arms 
for a whole year, which for the reafons al- 
ready given, was not agreed to. He was

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were abfolutely taken ; wbich werc^ that he B o o K 
was ready to reftore to the crown ofS-we- XIV.

■not depart from thefe articles ; that if Swe* 
den had a mind to treat on thefe conditions, 
the conferences might begin, and he fhould 
hear what the Sivedes demanded on their 
part ; that a cefTation of arms could be of 
iio ufe, fince if the King of Sweden was in 
earneft, peace would be foon concluded. 
• The plenipotentiaries of both fides repair- ^ . ^. 
cd forthwith to Niejladt^ and entered upon ^cTaT^ * 
conferences; but not fo foon as to ftop the Niefiadf, 
Ruffian troops from making a defcent on 
Sweden. Major-general Lacy, who com- 
manded in Finland^ embarked with about 
fix thoufand Ruffians and CoJ/acks ; fet fail 
from Allandt the 27th of M^, and came be- 
fore a place calfed Eferum, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Gevel, where he difembarked 
his troops, and marched towards Sunderham 
and LikwH^olniy and afterwards as far as 
Tma; burning and deftroying every thing ^^^^^^ 
vrithout the lofs of one man, the country fuffcrs in 
being quite difpeopled. He marched almcft «^»e mean 
: through an hundred parifhes before he got ^^^^^ ; 
the length oiUma^ above an hundred Swe- 
dijh leagues which are not fmall ones. Their 
Vol,.

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Book grcateft lofs was the iron forges and mills,

^•^"^^^^ which he deftroyed, and had not defifted, 
if he had not got orders from theGzar on 
the agreeable accounts he had that the pre- 
liminaries were adjufted and a ceflation of 
hoftilities agreed to. • This his Czarifh ma- 
jefty immediately caufed publifh; and it 
was intimation enough to the Britijh fqua- 
dron to retire, and to fhow them at the 
fame time, that the King of Sweden had no 
more ufe for their fervice. ' Admiral Nor- 
ris, who had entered thefe feas fooaer than

All thefe countries yielded by Swe-- 
den to the Czar, fhall enjoy their rights and 
privileges, together with their religion as 
before ; and with regard to their eftates and 
efFefts, every one fhall enjoy what he can 
make appear to belong to him. 

IX. The confifcations whether heritage 
or other pofTeflions, fhall be reftored ; thofc 
who will fwear fidelity to the Czar may do 
it, which fhall not hinder them from entering 

C c a intQ 
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Book into foreign fervice ; but thofc who will 
XIV. not, fhail have three years jtUowcd them to 
' v^y>^ difpofe of their eflFefts, whether in lands or 
money. 

X. All prifoncrs fhall be liberated on 
both fides, on payment of their debts, but 
thofe who have a mind, to ftay Ihall have 
their choice. 

XL The King of Toland is comprehen- 
ded in this treaty, and the Swedes ftiall en- 
ter into negotiations with him, by the Czar's 
mediation. 

XII. The Swedes fhall be favourably ufed 
with regard to commerce. 

XIII. All fhips which are in danger of be- 
' ing caft away, fhall receive all poffible fuc- 

cour, and when fhipwrecked, the efFefts 
fhall be faved as far as they poffibly can. 

XIV. The minifters who refide at each 
court, fhall in time coming, have their char- 
ges defrayed by their own maflers. 

There were other articles relating to Ha-- 

noveVj Holjieinznd Mechlenburgh ; i>ut the 

Swedijh plenipotentiaries having no orders 

to treat on the affair of the Duke of Hoi-- 

fiein^ thefe were all laid afide. 

Great re- Great rejoicings were at St. Tetersburgh 

joicings, and Mofcow on this peace; as alfo at all the 

courts where his Czarifh majefty had njini^ 

flers. The rejoicings at St. ^etersburgh 

continued lifteen days, and began with the 

publicatioq 
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publication of the peace in the great church ; B b o K 
where the imperial, the French^ the Trup XIV, 
[tan and Dutch minifters were prefent. Af- v^v^ 
ter divine fervice, the treaty being audibly 
read, the Bifliop had a fine difcourfe ; after 
which the Great-chancellor, Count (jrolofkin^ 
harangued his majefty in the name of the 
feiiate and the whole nation, giving him the 
tide of Teter the Great, Father of the 
country, and Emperor of all Rujfia ; which 
was followed by a triple difchargc of the 
artillery, from the ramparts, and fleet, ac- 
companied with the conftant huzzas of 'the 
people,, who were regaled in all corners of 
the ftreets, the fountains running with vvrine ; 
and at night there were illuminations and 
fire-works. The Swedtjh plenipotentiaries 
received prefents from hisCzarifli majefty; 
the firft, ten thoufand rubles ; the fecond 
eight ; and the Secretary to the embafly 
two. 

The news of the peace was foon fpread 
over the whole empire, with orders to fet 
at liberty all the SwediOj prifoners ; biit the 
moft part of them chole to continue in Ruf- 
Jia^ where they had got fettlements, apd 
found themfelves much eafier than ever 
they had been before. The' Czar made a 
prefent to Admiral EhrenJhieU of his pifturc 
fet with diamonds^ and on his recommen- 

dation. 
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Book dation, the King of Sweden advanced him 
XIV. to the rank of Admiral 
^-^"'^'^ After the rejoicings were over, this great 
Prince, who never could be idle, made fe- 
Ncwrcgu-vcral new regulations, particularly, he con- 
^^^^ firmed the former order of bringing all 
goods for export to St ^etersburgh^ which 
he defigncd to make another Amfterdam or 
Liondon^ and gave great encouragement to 
foreigners, as well as natives, to come and 
refide in that new town ; tho' this year 
they met with great difcouragement by the 
rifing of the waters io high^ (feven feet a- 
bove whatever they had been known before} 
and getting into the vaults, that it occafi- 
oned the lofs of feveral millions of rubles* 
But nothing could difcourage hisCzarifh 
majefty, or make him give over any of his 
works; that of the great canal was ftill go- 
ing on, in which twenty thoufand men 
were daily employed. 

The Czar having caufed notify to the 

fovereigns, with whom he was in friend^ 

fliip, the peace oi Niejiadty thefe princes 

and ftates fent orders to their minifters 

to compliment him on that great event. 

The Vice-chancellor Shafferoff^ intimated to 

The Czar them, that his Czarifh majefty had taken 

tSr©?^'^^ title of Emperor; which his faithful 

Emperor, fubjefts, thefenate, and ^\\ the ftates of the 

empire had begged him to accept of. He

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told them further, that his majefty's prc-BooK 
tenfions to that title were well founded; XIV. 
for proof of which,, he expofed a printed 
copy of a letter wrote from the Emperor 
Maximilian to the Czar; as alfo originals 
from tho republic of Fenice, the kings of 
Spain and Great Britain^ where the title of 
Emperor was given to the fovereigns of 
Rujfia. His majefty took this refolution 
about the end oi November ; fo that hence- 
forward, in place of Czar, he was called 
Emperor of all Russia, and with 
great juftice. It was in confequence of the 
fenate and the nation's requeft, that his ma- 
jefty ordered his titles to be regulated, as 
in the beginning of the next book.

The Grand Seignior, 
the King of Trujfiay and the ftates o^Holandj 
were amongft the firft who acknowledged 
ged by the thefe titles; Others waited till they fliould 
fee what their neighbours did.

* Moft ferenc and moft potent Emperor 
and fovereign : his majefty the King of 
Tru[fiay my moft gracious mafter and" 
fovereign, no fooner heard from me, that 
your majefty at the entreaty of your faith- 
ful Rates and fubje^s, had refolved to 
accept of the quality and title of Empe- 
ror, than his majefty ordered me without 
delay, to acknowledge your majefty in 
quality of Emperor, and to compliment 
you on that high dignity, fo fuitable to 
your imperial majefty's redoubted force 
both by fea and land, and the many king- 
doms and ftates you poflcfs in fovereignty : 
and ftnce feveral monarcbs and ftates have 
formerly as a ;iatural confequencc, con-

war and. peace, that if by order of fuc- 
ceffion your imperial majefty had not 
been placed on the throne, God on the 
account of your eminent qualities would 
have raifed you to it ? 
* Your imperial majefty 's known modefty 
does not in your prefence allow me to 
enlarge on the heroic aftions, nor to am- 
plify thefe elogies which the whole uni- 
verfe is full of: fo I fhall content myfelf, 
to wifh, in name of my moft gracious King 
and fovereign, that God would pleafe to, 
continue to your imperial majefty perfeft 
health and profperity to a good old age, 
with all other bleflings; and that your 
majefty may perfift in that fincere friend^ 
fhip towards the Royal family of ^Frnjfta 
as hitherto ; and which the King my moft 
gracious fovereign and mafter will not fail 
to cultivate, by all imaginable means/ 
The King oi Denmark was not fo con- 
defccndirigr he was afraid that by granting 
this high title, his imperial majefty would 
be authorized, in his pretcnfions to a free 
paffage through the Sound. Plis minifter at 
Copenhagen infifted on his maftcr's reafons 
D d 2 for 
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B o o K for fupporting that pretenfion, but his Da^ 
XV. nip majefty would by no means agree to it, 
^^"^ confidering that Sweden would not fail to 
^^^^"^proteft againft the article of peace lately 
mark's be- concluded betwixt her and Denmark^ where- 
haviourinby xh^ Sivedcs obliged themfelves to pay 
t at point ^j^^ faid duty, which flie had b^en exempt- 
ed from before ; and befides, other ftates, 
fuch as Great Britain and Holland^ who 
were fully as powerful at fea as the Empe- 
ror of jR»^/7, would in like manner pretend 
to the fame privilege. It is well known alfo, 
that the King oi Denmark draws a great 
part of his revenue from that impoft. There 
was another thing in the cafe, the difap-r 
pointment of the intended defcent on Scho- 
fien ftuck fo in his Danip majefty's ftomach, 
it was no wonder he fhewed fome diiRculty 
as to the*Czar's titles. 

After having made the necellary regula- 
tions, in the ijiort interval of time fince the 
ratification of the peace, his imperial majer 
fty was refolved to caufe his faithful fubjeds 
at Mofcow partake of the rejoicings on that 
occafion, and where his prefence was alfo 
peceflary. Hp defigned to enter that great 
city in triumph ; and the inhabitants being 
advertiled of his ^ intentions, made fuitable 
preparations. His majefty, accompanied by 
the whole court and foreign minifters, fet 
out for his old capital on tl^e 17th of De- 
cember: 
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cember: he arrived himfelf on the 25th, Book 
and waited the arrival of the whole court XV, 
to the 29th, that they might be prefent at ^^^'^^ 
this great folemnity. 

His imperial majefty entered, the city''^^^, 
through the firfl: triumphal arch, at the head triumpB- 
of his firft regiment of guards,^ as Colonel ; ant entry 
he pafled forward taward the fecond arch, *"^^ ^^/^ 
where he was harangued by the Archbifhop 1722. 
of Novogrody at the head of the clergy ; 
after which, he marched on to the third, 
which had been erefted by Prince Menze- 
k^ff; then to the fourth, where he was 
harangued by Prince Trubetfkoy^ at the head 
of the magiftracy : all this while the guns • 
firing ; with all other demonftrations of joy, 
and at night, illuminations and fire-works, 
fuch as had been before at St. Tetersburgh. 

To this triumphant entry, fe^fts, and all 
manner of diversions fucceded ; which con- 
tinued above a week, during which time his 
majefty and, the miniftry made fevcral profit 
able regulations in regard to th^ civil go- 
vernnient, the army, the coin, commerce 
and navigation. But above all, his favourite 
and principal fcheme was that of the fuc- • 
ceflion ; for which purpofe, in prcfcnce of 
all the clergy, the fenate, and other ftates 
of the empire, he delivered himfelf in the 
following manqer:

WE Teter I. Emperor and fovcreign 
of all Rujfiaj &c. None are igno* 
rant with what wickednefs (like Abfalom) 
our fon Alexis was poiTelTed, and that 
his bad defigns were not prevented by 
fuch a repentance as he ought to have 
had, but only by the mercy of God to- 
wards us and our dear country, as fully 
appears in the manifefto publifhed on 
that occafion. Thofe defigns proceeded 
from no other fburcfe than the antient cu- 
ftom of fettling the fufcefllon on the eld- 
eft fon; for which caufe he never would 
give attention to our paternal reprehenfi- 
ons and exhortations. I do not compre- 
hend how this bad cuftom could prevail, 
feeing not only it has been altered in par- 
ticular families, according to the judg- 
ment of wife and prudent parents ; but 
alfo, if we look into holy write, we Ihall 
fee that Rebecca the wife oilfaac^ when 
her huflband was far advanced in years, 
procured the hereditary right to her 
youngeft fon. The fame has been done 
by our predeceffors ; in particular, Czar 
John i^afilowich^ of glorious and happy 
memory, who was not only great by 
name, but alfo in aftion, fince he' reunited 
our country, after it had been divided a-' 
mongft the fons of Wolodnner. What he 

' did 
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did execute was not in right of primbge-Bo o k 
niture, but by his own good pleafure; he XV. 
changed his fucceffor twice, in hopes to Wvn^ 
find a worthy one, that the nation might 
be kept entire, and never more be divided. 
Firft, he pitched on his grandchild De- 
tnetrius to fucceed him^ in exclufion of 
his own fons ; but afterward he depofed 
the faid Prince, tho' he had been crown- 
ed, and conferred the fuccefEon upoh 
his fon. It is eafy to find many fuch 
examples, which we fliall forbear to men- 
tion on this occafion ; but which fliall be 
publiflied fepiarately hereafter* 

* It was from this fame view, and the 
paternal care we have of our fubjefts, to 
prevent the ruin of families by unworthy 
iucceffors, that in 1714 we caufed publifh 
an ordinance, by virtue of which, the 
immoveable eftate might be conveyed to 
the eldeft fon, tho' the parents were left 
at full freedom to convey their eftates to 
any fon they had a mind, appointing^ the 
moft capable, to preferve the fucceffion 
from being diflipated by wicked and pro- 
digal heirs. 

* How much more then are not we ob- 
liged to take care of our empire, which 
is this day (as every body knows) by the 
bleffing of God, much more extended ? 
Therefore, we have thought proper to 

' make 
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Book* make a law, according to which, it fhall 

XV. * always be in the power of the reigning 

^^yy^^^ • fovereign to give the fucceflloh to whom 

* he plcafeth; as alfo to lay afide him 

* he has nstmed, if found incapable : fo thaf 

* the children both of Prince and people 

* fhould ftudy virtue, aijd not become 

* wicked, after the fad example that has 

* been fet before you. 

* For which caufe, we ordain that all 

* our faithful fubjeds, as well ecclefiaftics 

* as kicks, confirm by oath our prefent or-

* ftruftion on it than what is. literally expref-

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fliould acknowledge for their Emperor and Boo K 
fbvereign, any perfon his majefty thought XV. 
fit to name for that efFeft. Every one took ^^^'^^^ , 
the oath, and fubfcribed to the Emperor's 
will, being perfuaded that he would choice 
none for his fucceflbr, but who was wor- 
thy, and capable to fupport not only the 
profitable eftabliftiments he had made, but 
alfo to follow out his views and projefts. 
People were divided in their conjeftures as 
to his imperial majefty's choice : fome be- 
lieved he would prefer Mr. Narit[kiny his 
mother's nephew; others. Prince Michael 
Galitzeny a perfon of a good family, and an 
excellent officer: Prince MenzekofTy the 
Czar's favourite, had vanity enough to think 
it was dcfigned for him. But to none of 
thefe had his imperial majefty intended the ' 
fucceffion, nor indeed^ was it to be known 
till fome time after. If his fon the Czaro- 
wich ^eter had been alive, he had certainly 
been the perfon; of whofe education the 
Empferor would have taken fpecial care, to 
have formed him, and made him fit to go- 
vern after his own way. The Czarowich 
Alexis was quite ruined in his education ; 
his majefty having no regard for the mother, 
even neglefted the fon, till he was paft all 
hopes of amendmeht. 

The treaty o£ Niejiadt had no fooner 
put an end to a long and cxpenfive, as well

y^r>r>^ Seljm IV. King of Terfia^ had fucceeded 
of'^rS^^s father Selim III. Anno 1694. He was 
fairs of an effcmixiate Prince, brought up amongft 
Perjta. {tic: women, ignorant of the art. of govern- 
ment, and entrufted all to his prime Vifier. 
He was often infulted by the Tartars ^ Ar 
rabs and Moguls^ and had no other way to 
get rid of them but by force of money. 
The Emperor Teter made an alliance with 
this Prince, by which, he obtained leave foj^ 
his caravans to pafs through a part of Terfia 
into China. 

Candabar is g kingdom fometimes under 
the protcclion of the Terjians, and at o- 
thef times under that of the Great Mogul. 
Mahomet Bakirj, zPrince o£ Tartarj^ fub- 
dued it; and in reward of the fervices he 
had done Aureng Zeb the Great Moguls 
had fome more lands added, by which he 
formed a pretty large dominion ; but his^, 
fon MirhuejSy who fucceeded him Anno 
171 2, being an ambitious Prince, and 
troubles arifing in the^ Mogul's country, 
through the difputes among Aureng Zeb's 
fens about the fucceflion, Miriivejs in- 
tended to fifli in troubkd waters; but v^s 
in doubt whether to fall firft into die Mo- 
gul's country, or into Terfia: but finding 
the laft fitter for his purpofe, he made alli- 
ances 
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ances with the Tartars and Arabs, who un- Boo K* 
dertook to iall into the Schah's provinces. XV. 
During thefe troubles, poor Selim, not v^vv 
knowing whom to truft, conceived a jea- 
loufy againft his prime Vifier, and caufed 
ftrikc off his head; whefeupon a kinfman of 
theVifler's, one of ^S^Z/Vs generals, march- 
ed with a confiderable body of troops into • 
the SchirwaHy furprized and took Samachiay 
a rich town ; where amongft others, fome 
hundreds of Rujfian merchants, who chanced . 
to be there on ac<-.ount of trade, were bar- 
baroufly mrrrdered, and all their cfFefts to a 
confiderable value feized. This happened 
in 1720. Another misfortune befell the 
Ruffians about the fame time, their caravaiji 
was attacked in their return from Chinal by . 

the Usbeck Tartars^ in alliance with Miri^ 
weysj themfelves maifacred, and all their 
cfFefts feized. 

Miriiveys pretended to have no hand in 
thcfe diforders. He had not as yet takea 
off the mafk, but perfuaded the Schah, 
that he had- entered his provinces with a 
view not only to bring his rebellious fub- 
jefts to reafon, but alfo to check the info- 
lence of the Tartars an,d Arabs ; publlfliing 
through Zablajlan and Stgeftan, as he march'- 
ed, that his defign was to eftablifh the 
King s authority. He was an Omarite, as 
njoft of the Tartars are ; and many of that 
E e 2 profefliou 
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Boo Kprofeflion are difperfed over moft of th<T 
XV. provinces of Terfia. Thefc all joined Mi- 
^^'^^^ riweys^ without afking any queftions, the 
\P'erJians being follov^ers of J4?/, who are 
reputed hereticks by the Turks. Miriiveys 
by this means haying confiderably augment- 
ed his army, marched towards Kirman^ the 
capital of that province, where he gained 
the Governor, who furrcndered on the firft 
fummons; then, after eftablilhing his af- 
fairs, he marched ftraight to Ifpahan^ the 
capital of Terjia^ attacked the Schah, de- 
claring himfelf Proteftor of the kingdom, 
and Generaliflimo over all Terjia. 

The Schah had fome time- before fent an 
Ambaflador to the Emperor, Teter the 
Great, (offering very advantagous conditi- 
ons) for his affiftance. This, together 
with the violences which had been ufed a- 
gainft the Ruffians, determined the Czar to 
comply with the Schah's propofals ; but 
before he proceeded further, he ient an 
. Ambaflador to the Schah, affuring him of 
his affiflance. This Ambaflador having en- 
tered Terfiay found the kingdom in fuch 
confufion, that he was forced to repair to 
Miriweyss camp ; where having demanded 
an audience, which was immediately grant- 
ed, the Ambaflador laid before him the 
fubjeft of his corrimiflion ; that the Empe- 
ror his mafter's fubjefts had been barbar- 

oufly 
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oufly murdered at Samachia ; as alfo, that Book 
his troops, in conjunftion with the Usbeck- XV, 
Tartars^ had not only mafTacred the Rujft^ v^>rv^ 
ans^ but pillaged the merchandize and trca- 
fure of his caravan in their way fromChim; 
that thefe violences were contrary to the 
rights of nations, and therefore the Empe- 
ror his mafter demanded an adequate fatif^ 
faftion. 

Miriweys after having heard thefe com- 
plaints, anfwered, that he defired nothing 
more than to live in good underftanding 
with the Czar his mafter, who. he was in- 
formed was a Prince both prudent and war- 
like; but that he advifed him, if he intend- 
ed to fend more caravans to China^ to make 
an alliance with the Tartars^ particularly 
with the great Cham, in order to procure a 
fafc pafTage for them ; or, if not, to fend 
with them fufficient guards, fuch as he un- 
derftood was the praftice at fea, by fending 
fliips of force to proteft their merchant- 
men. That as to the UsbeckrTartarSj his 
allies, he could give them no orders. 

As foon as his imperial majefty had the The Czar 
accounts of this infolcnt anfwer, he immc- makes pro- 
diately iflued out his orders to ^fl^^^^^hle a^^^^"' 
great army of Tartars^ Calmncks and Cof- Miri*wejs. 
facks, in conjunftion with twenty-four 
thoufand of his own bcft troops, designing

XV. alfo caufed in all hafte prepare veflels for 

^«^^>^^^ tranfport at Aftracan. His army defigned 

for this expedition, confifted of feventy or 

eighty thoufand men. 

His Czarifh majefty before he left Mof- 
coiv^ eftabliflied a council of regency, lea- 
ving Prince Menzekoff at the head of it. 
Amongft other alterations, he eftabliflied 
regular pofts betwixt M^j/^^^t:/ zx\^^ftracan; 
alfo regulations for the maritime affairs, or- 
dering all merchant fliips to be difpatched 
preferably to all other bufincfs, and that no 
injuftice ftiould be done them, under pe* 
nalty of the value of the fliip and cargo. 

At laft, his imperial majefty and the Em- 
prefs Katharine w^ent from Mofcoiv by the 
way ofColomna^ in the intention to con- 
tinue the voyage to yf/irac/m, by the river 
Wolga. The High-admiral A-praxln^ Lieu- 
tenant-general Butterlin^ Prince Truhetjkqyy 
the Hofpodar of Wallachiay and the privy- 
counfellor Toljloy^ were ordered on before, 
to forward the preparations ,at Aftracan. 
Mcafurcs Whilft this great monarch was going to 
"J^ ^o^ enter upon a new war, as diftant as impor- 
homc/* tant, his troops and fleets were not idle. 
• Admiral Gordon put to fea with the fleet ; 
and the troops in Courland^ Livonia and the 
Ukraine^ moved from one quarter to ano- 
ther, not with dc/ign to undertake any 

thing, 
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thing, but to fliew that he was prepared, Book 
in cafe any of the neighbouring powers ."XV. 
Ihould form any projefts in his abfence at o'V>m^ 
fo great a diftance: the great names of 
Moguls Terfian^ Tartar and Miriweys 
magnifying daily, as always happeneth to 
diftant objefts. 

The Turks were no fooner informed of Tht Porte 
the great preparations piaking about Aftra- ^^^^ ™- 
can^ and the eaftern provinces of the Ruffi- ^^^^' 
an empire, than they took umbrage. The , 
neighbouring Baflis on the frontiers of 
"ferfia acquainted the ^orte^ that the Em- 
peror o£ Ruffia had formed the projcft of 
fubjefting Gurgifian^ and annexing that pro- 
vince to his dominions ; by which fome thou- 
fands of Mahomedans muft fall into flavery. 
The prime Vifier upon this, fent an Aga to 
the Czar, dcfiring him to defift from that 
entcrprize. Hi's majefty caufed notify to 
the Sultan, the infults he had met with from 
the ufurper Miriweysy who under the cloak 
of religion, (the common cant on all fuch 
occafions) had debauched the Schah's fub- 
jefts, and had fuccecded fo far as to force 
the rightful fovereign from his capital;' To 
that his ambition and infolence ought to be 
cruflied in time. And that the Turks ^nd 
Terftans might not- be ignorant of his real 
intentions, his majefty caufed publifh the 
following raanifefto, which he diftributed 

over 
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Bo o K over all the kingdom of Terfta^ particularly 
XV. along the Cajpian fea, before he entered 
^^-^^"^^^ upon the expedition.

His majefty the Emperor of Ruffia^ has 
thought proper to make known to all the 
inhabitants of the kingdom o^Terfia^ the 
Schah's faithful fubjcfts, and to all con- 
cerned, that his imperial majefty is arrived 
on the frontiers of that kingdom, with 
his land and naval force, not in the in- 
tention to reduce any of the provinces of 
Terfta to his obedience, but only to main- 
tain the lawful poffeffor on the throne, 
and to defend him powerfully, in con- 
junftion with his faithful fubjefts, againft 
the tyranny of the ufurper Miriiveys ; as 
alfo to obtain fatisfaftion of him and his 
Tartars^ for the diforders, maifacres and 
robberies, committed on the fubjefts of 
the Ruffian empire ; as well as other a- 
bufes. And that his imperial majefty's 
good intentions may be made manifeft, 
he gracioufly advertifes the Terfian fub- 
jefts under Miriiueys's command, to re- 
turn and fubmit to their lawful fovereign, 
and pay him the allegiance and obedience 
thev owe; warning all who hencefor\yard 
fhall perfift in their difobedience and re- 
bellion, of whatfoever rank or quality 
they may be, that they are to expeft no 
mercy. Moreover, we have have given

* mit any diforders, under the fevcreft pe- XV. 

^ nalties, on any part of the dominions of ^-^^^'^^^ 
^ Terfia^ or againft any of the fubjefts 

* and inhabitants of that kingdom/ 

Here follows the account of this expedi- 
tion, wrote by his imperial majefty's orders, 
and fent by him to the fcnate. 

On the 29th of July^ at feven o'clock at 
night, the whole fleet fet fail, confiifting of 
two hundred ^and feventy-four vclTels of all 
kinds: on the 30th, we arrived at the mouth 
of the JVo^ga ; and the 3 1 ft at Schetire-Bo- 
gori^ where we received a letter from the 
Governor ofTerki, which is a well forti- 
fied place, (formerly belonging to Ruffid) 
containing a garrifon of two thoufand men. 

Auguft the I ft the fleet failed, and af-Thc ex- 
ter twenty-four hours caftanclior near toP*^^"*p^^ 
Gniley-Lapugta. The 3d, it continued fail-/tf, 
ing, and arrived towards night at Souet-kin. 
The 4th early it failed, and arrived in the 
afternoon, and anchored before the mouth 
of the river Terki^ otherways called Timon- 
ki: Thence Lieutenant Lapuchin was fent 
to the Governor of Terkiy with the Empe- 
ror's manifcfto, wrote in Arabick^ having 
orders to leave fome copies with the Gover- 
nor, and to fend the reft to Derbent'^ Schi^ 
macca and Baku^ by thirty Tartars of Ter-

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BooK^/, and the like nnmher of Circafftanx^ he 
XV. had taken along with him for that end. 
^^^^^"^^ The 6th in the morning we received ad- 
* vice, that Brigadier Veteran, who had been 
fent over land wMth a body of dragoons to- 
wards Andreoff, had been attacked by the 
inhabitants, before he had committed the 
leafl: hoftility. He charged them with fo 
much vigour, that he forced them into the 
town, which he took, giving the pillage to 
the foldiers, and then fet it on fire. It 
confifted of above three thoufand houfes, 
but ill fortified. This was the only place 
in all Dagtjian that made oppofition to the 

» Ruffians : their Prince called Mahomet fled. 

Veteran, after joining Major-general Cropo- 
tow, who had marched from Aftracan, 
joined th^ army a few days after. The 
whole fleet entered within the bay, near to 
the port. Simonofl was fent to find out a 
proper place for difembarking, as near as he 
could to the mouth of the river Agrachan; 
Inhere wc arrived the 7th. 

The 8th, at fix in the morning, the fig- 
nal for landing was given : it was fb expe- 
didoufliy done, that the whole infantry were 
landed before noon, notwithftanding the 
difficulty they met with, the foldiers being 
obliged to carry afhore the baggage, provi- 
flons and ammunition ; the Ihips not being 

able 
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able to get within fifty fathoms of it for Bo oK 
want of waten XV. 

The 1 1 th, we raifed a kind of fortificati- '^-^v^^ 
on to cover the fhips, which was perfefted 
the 15th. 

The 1 6th early, the whole army piarch- 
ed towards Tarku^ leaving only in the en-* 
trenchments two hundred foldiers, and a 
thoufand Caffacks^ under the command of a 
Lieutenant-colonel ; where we alfo left the 
fick. ' ^ . 

The 17th, about three in the afternoon, 
the whole army arrived near to the river 
Souluckj which they croflTed on bridges of 
boats. Here, two ^erfian princes came to * 
falute the Czar, viz. the proprietor of Gor^ 
Jky, and Sultan Mahomet: the firft brc^ught 
him fix hundr^ed waggons drawn by oxen 
for the baggage, and an hundred and fifty , 
fatcattie for the ufe of the army, and three 
fine Terfian horfcs with rich furniture for 
the Czar. The fecond fent an hundred 
oxen for the ^ army, and fix fine Terjian 
horfes for the Emperor. It was the 2 1 ft . 
before they got crofled with the horfes and 
baggage. 

Tlie 22d the army marched: the dra* 
goons znd Cojfacks led the van; the r<;ar 
waited for the coming up of provifions from 
the entrenchments. 

F f 2 After 
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Book After the army had marched eight werfts 
XV. from the Soulac\ they came to a. fmall rir 
Sr^>^ vulet, which they crofTed on fafcines; then 
marched over the mountains towards Tarku^ 
and encamped that night within eight werfts 
of the town. In this march they found 
but little water. 

The 23d, the army came within fix werfts 
of TarkUf where the Governor came to wait 
on the Czar, and conduced the army with- 
in three werfts of the town. On this march, 
wc obferved the foundations pf a great town, 
which reached from the hills to the fea. 

The army continued here to the 26th, 
where the Czar received letters from the 
Governor of Derbentj and chief perfbns in 
the place, fignifying with what fatisfaftion 
they had received his imperial majefty's ma- 
nifefto, and their joy on his arrival ; aflur- 
ing him that they would look upon all fuch 
as traitors, who Ihould make any oppofiti- 
pn to his troops. 

The 2;7th, the army arrived at the fmall river 
MonaSj twenty-five werfts diftant ^lomTarku, 

The 28th, the army crofled the faid ri- 
ver ; as alfo that o£ Boinac-y^tzi, over which 
was a ftonerbridge. On this day's march 
they found the ruins of a great town: they 
pncamped that night at Old Bbinac. 

The 29th, the army marched, and en7 
famped that night pear to the fmall river

The 30th, the Czar fent three CoJ/acks V-^-^vv^ 
with orders to the Sultan, that *he fhould 
(tnd a deputation to confer, and receive his 
commands ; but the guide, on his return re- 
ported, that they had been very ill received^ 
and that he did not know w^hat v^as become 
of the three Cojfacks. Towards three 
clock in the afternoon, the Sultan advan- 
ced at the head of a great body, and attacked 
, the Cojfacks^ and then the dragoons, who 
were too hard for him; for after having a- 
bove five hundred killed, and thirty-nine 
made prifoners, he left the field : the Czar 
caufed pillage and burn the Sultan's place 
of refidence, and fix villages more belonging 
to him ; in one whereof, the three Cojfacks 
were found inhumanly maflacred: upon 
which, the Emperor caufed put the prifon- 
efs to torture. Some of them were perfons 
of diftinftion ; they declared that they did 
not know the caufe of fuch cruelty, but 
that it had been done, by the Sultan's orr 
ders; they alfo declared, that he had brought 
out ten thoufand men to the field, and 
could raife as many more. September ift 
twenty-one of the prifoners were executed, 
by way of reprizal for the three Cojfacks 
they had maflacred ; another prifoner had 
bis npfq and e^rs cut off, and then was fent 

wit|; 
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Bpo K with a letter; wherein the Czar reproached 
XV* the Sultan with his tyranny and rebellion. 
^-^^^^"^^ The Rujjlan dragoons loft on this occafion 
about an hundred men, killed and wound- 
ed. The army encamped that night near 
the river of Bug-Bagain, over which they 
pafTed on two bridges, one of fafcines, and 
the other of boats. 

The 2dj the army advanced hear to the 
nver Darbach^ where the Czar received a 
letter from the inhabitants of Baku ; in 
which they teftified their joy for his arrival 
in tl\e Schirvafiy wifhing earneftly that his 
majefty would take their town and country 
under his protection j by which they might 
be delivered from the rebels, againft whom 
they had defended themfelves thefe two 
years bypaft. 

The 3d, the army marched, and encamp- 
ed near Derbent. The Governor met the 
Czar with the keys of the town of filver, 
which he prefented. The army marched 
through the town under a triple difcharge 
of all the guns, then went and encamped 
near the fea. In this town, there were 
mounted on the ramparts, an hundred and 
feventy-eight iron guns, and fixty brafs 
ones; with plenty of ammunition. The 
Ruffians were as joyfully received into this 
place, as if it had been One of their own 
towns. Derbent is one of the ftrongeft 

and 
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and beft fituated in Terfia^ and the key of Bo ok 
the kingdom. It was built by Alexander XV. 
the Great; and many monuments of his v-nrs^ 
are as yet to be feen. The Czar continued 
here ibr fome time, and regulated feveral 
aflFairs, tho' the beft part of the army march* 
cd towards the river M/7(?»^^;?//, fifteen werfts 
diftant from Derbentj without hearing of 
the enemy. But the Czar fearing to fall 
. fhort of provifions, the country being moft- 
ly ruined by the Tartars and Terftans ad- 
hering to Miriwejs : the feafon being alfo 
pretty far (jpent, ftopt his conqueft for this 
year at the faid river ; and having left a fuf- 
ficient body of troops in Derbent^ he di- 
refted his march back to Ajiracan^ where, 
having found, near the Soulacky a far more 
convenient place for embarkation than that 
in the bay of Agrachan^ where he had caufed 
raife the firft entrenchment, he ordered the 
building of a fort, which he called Holy 
Crofs. 

The 25th oi September^ the Czar order- 
ed one thoufand Q^r^x, and fourthoufand" 
Calmucks, in conjunftion with the 5o/- 
nacs^ who were faithful to the Schah, to 
burn and deftroy the countries belonging to 
Mahomut Sultzn ofUdinich, 2nd the ^er/ian 
Ufmei : none elfe had attacked and haraffed 
the Ruffians on their march. Thefe troops 
entered into the enemy's country, burnt and - 

ruined 
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Book ruined every where ; killed a great many 
XV. people, and returned to the bay of Agra- 
^^^""(^^ chatty with upwards of four hundred prifon- 
crs, and a great deal of booty ; and all the 
horfcs and cattle they could drive. After 
which, the Czar embarked with the infan- 
try for Aftracan^ whilft the cavalry march- 
ed by land. 
Mirkoeys During this expedition, the ufurper Mi- 
nake»o^riwejys had done all he was able to inter- 
pofidoQ iOfupt the progrefs of the Ruffians : he had en- 
gaged the neighbouring Tartars to harrafs 
them on their march, and had advanced 
himfelf with a confiderable body of troops 
the length of Ghilan; but hearing of the 
overthrow the Sultan oiUdenich met with, 
he did riot think fit to march farther into 
the country, till his imperial majefty had 
retired. The Czar's generals, on Miriweys's 
approach, gathered all the CoJ/acksy CaU 
mucks and Tartars together, marched with 
a good body of infantry from Derbent^ and 
attacked the ufurper's fatigued army, which 
they put to the rout. Some of the neigh- 
bouring Chams, after the Czar's departure, 
altered their conduft by favouring M/W- 
weys ; but the moft confiderable amongft 
them, had recourfe to his majefty's protefti- 
ThcCzaron, He returned with the whole court to 
triumph to ^^fi^'^ ; the people beheld with joy their 
Mofcons). victorious fovereign, who entered in triumph, 

caufing 
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caufing c^tty before him the keys of Der- Book 
bent. .XV. 

The power of this great Emjjeror whd ^-^'^^^^^ 
had fubdued fuch a large extent of country, 
with fo little difficulty, but above all the 
gaining of Derbent (the key into Terjid) 
terrified Miriweys^ who had many enemies 
in the heart of the kingdom, who had difr 
covered his hypocrify. The faithful Ter-^ 
fians could not forgive his dethroning their 
'fovereign, whofe fate they were flill ignoranC 
of; fome believing him dead, others, fliut- 
up in a caftle, or prifoner amon^ft the 
Turks. In fhort the ufurper became diffi- 
dent of every body ; even the Tartars difap- 
proved of his ambitious views, and did not 
think themfelves in fafety, if he fhould be- 
come mafler of Terjla ; fo that his only re- 
fource was to make application to the Turks. 
He fent an Ambaflador to the Grand Seig-^^J'^^ 
nior, remonftrating to his highnefs, that reli- vonrs to 
gion and glory were interefted in oppofing ftir "P A« 
the progrefs of the R^ufians^ who not con- * 
tent to have fubdued both the provinces of 
Dagiftan and Schirvan^ they would not ftop 
there, but infallibly, the enfuing year, would 
fall in upon Georgia^ where there were chri- 
flian princes who would receive them with 
open arms. In fine, that h? was informed 
theSchah was under engagement to the Em- 
peror of Rujfta to give off to him all the

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Book conquefts he could make on the Cafpian 
XV. fca, provided he- would affift him againft the 
^-^^>^^ faithful Turks ^ who had taken up arms in 
defence of religion. 

Miriwey/s Ambaflador accompanied his 
commiflion with confiderable prefents to the 
minifters at the Torte ; befides of a long 
time the Janijaries znASpahys breathed no- 
thing but war ; the Mufti was a declared e- 
nemy of the RuJJianSy as well as the Cham 
of Tartary ; the prime Vifier alone was for 
peace, yet was obliged to cHflemble, and 
make all the preparations, as if war was to 
be declared, for fear of irritating thofe of 
the contrary opinion. But at the fame time 
he fcnt an Ambaflador to the Emperor of 
Ruffia, to be informed of his defigns, and 
if he was refolved to pufh his conquefts on 
the Cafpian fea. The Emperor told him 
thzx. she Torte had approved of his taking 
arms, to be revenged of the inlults and da- 
mages his fubjeds had received from the 
ufurping Miriweys and his allies ; that he 
had undertaken nothing againft his highnefs, 
but on the contrary, was abfolutely difpofed 
to obfcrve faithfully the laft treaty of peace. 
The sul- The Sultan was fatisfied with his Czarifh 
Td^^^-^h ^'^^J^^y'^ anfwer: but the Prince o£ Dagi- 
the Oar's /^^'^» having hadrccourfc to the Grand Seig- 
mcafures. nior's protcftion, took occaflon to put him

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proteft all the Mahomedans. He publifhed Bo o k 
a manifefto which he caufed diftribute a- XV, 
mongft the foreign minifters at the Torte^ v.^^>rs/ 
fhewing that the Emperor of Rnjfta had in ^^^^^ of 
the beginning of laft year, with confent o^Dajeftan 
the fublioie Torte, entered Terfta with de-P"^^^^f*^ 
fign to be revenged on the ufurper Miri- \^^^ ^' 
nveys for the abufes committed againft the 
fubjefts of Ruffia^ yet that the faid Empe- 
ror had at the fame time made himfelf ma- 
tter of Derbent, and other places in the 
neighbourhood ; whereby he had diverted 

. F/agf Damit of his principality, which had 
formerly belonged to the Ottoman empire, 
but had been taken by the Terjtans during i 

, the wars with Europe ; that the faid difpof- 
feffed Flagi Damit^ being put under the ne- 
ceffity of having recourfe to the powerful 
proteftion of the {vhXimc TortC), under the 
conditions of paying homage, and holding the 
faid principality or the Ottoman Empire, his 
highnefs, agreeable to the conftitutions there- 
of, had granted his proteftion as to a faithful 
Muffiilman^ fo that if the Emperor of 7? //^^ 
inclined to continue the .peace v^ith his high- 
nefs, he fhould immediately reftore the faid 
principality to the difpoffeffed proprietor. 

' ' The prime Vificr, who as is already faid, 

\^ was the only perfon for continuing the 
peace, propofed that they fliould found the 

I Emperor of Germany to know what part he 
G g 2 would 
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Book would take on fuch an event. The Em-» 
XV. peror declared that the ties were fp ftrong 

V^^>' betwixt him and the Emperor of Rujfia; 
that if he were attacked by the Turks^ he 
would himfelf march to his affiftance, fo far 
did the Emperor of Germany favour ^eter 
the Great on this occafion ! But nothing was 
of greater weight with the Turks, than the 
good offices of the Marquis de Bonac, Am- 
baffador from France at the Torte; who 
reprefentcd, That the Emperor of Ruffia 
had undertaken nothing againft IPerJia, 
but by the participation and approbation 
of the fublime yor/d*, to be avenged of the 
injuries his fubjefts had fuftained from 
Miriwejs. Befides, that his great defigq 
was moft of all to be regarded ; which was 
to re-eftablifh the Schah on the throne of 
his anceftors, all princes being concerned 
in point of intereft, to make fuch a caufc 
their own : that the Emperor of Rujfia 
had done nothing contrary tcf the peace 
fubfifting betwixt the two empires. Furr 
ther, if the Torte took umbrage at; the 
Emperor of Rujftas conquefts, he would 
make no more, referving only to himfelf the 
liberty of affifting his injured neighbour ar 
gainft his unnatural and rebellious fubjefts : 
that the Cham, Flagi Damit, had been tribu- 
tary to Terfwj and, after having declared 
(or Miriwej/Sj the Emperor o£ Ruffta had, 

. oil 
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on account of his unfaithfulnefs, difpoffefled Book 
him of ^he principality; and that his having XV. 
recourfe to the proteftion of the fublime ^-^^v^^ 
^orte was of neceflity, not choice. 

The mentioning that the Emperor of The 
Rujjia jQiiould pufh hisconquefts> no further, T^r^/ fa- 
with the other reafons above-mentioned, fatif-^*?^^ *' 
fied the Turks ; their great concern being for 
that part of Georgia pofTefled by them. The 
prime Vifier acquainted the minifter of i^»/^ 
/la^ that the Sultan was fatisfied with what 
he had done, provided he ftopt there, and 
made no further conquefts in ^erfia. • 

But during thefe tranfaftions, the inha-^gajn ^ 
bitants of GA/7^», zTerJlan province bor-larmcd 
dering with Schirvfln and the Cafpian fca,^°^ ^*^' 
had implored the Emperor's prote^ion, and 
fubmitted to the Rajftam, on account of the 
cruelties committed by Miriweys^ who had 
entirely ruined their country, and burnt and 
deftroyed their provifions, that the Ruffians 
might not find whereupon to fubfift, in 
marching through their country. This had 
almoft undone all: the neighbouring Baflas 
were fo alarmed, that they fignified to the 
Torte^ if fpeedy meafures were pot taken, 
the Ruffians would make themfelves mafters 
of all Georgia. But at the fame time, an 
Ambaflador arrived at Confiantinople from 
the almoft dethroned Schah, , imploring af- , 
iiftance againft the ufurpi^r Miriweys ; an4 

offering 
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Boo KofFering the Turks advantageous conditions, 
XV, which they readily gave ear to, and turned 
^•^"^^"^ the preparations they had made againft the 
Rujfians (the occafion being fo favourable) 
towards Terfia^ in hopes of recovering all 
the Turks had formerly poflefled on the o- 
. ther fide the Euphrates. 
j_ Amidft thefe difficulties, in eviting a rup- 
vcrfatioBs turc with the TurkSf the Czar's penetrating 
\aRufia. eye had difcovered, that during his abfence, 
fcveral abufes had been committed by many 
of the principal perfons intrufted by him ; 
and moft of them were fined in large fums. 
In former times, the Czars were kept in 
ignorance of all that pafTed, both at home 
and abroad ; all matters being intrufted to 
the prime minifter, who commonly inriched 
himfelf by bribes ; which put a .ftop to all 
purfuits, and occafioned the proverb, ' It's 
^ high to God, and far to the Czar/ But 
this Prince, who was Czar, prime minifter, . 
and every thing in his own perfon, looked 
I fo narrowly into matters, that few or none 

j efcaped. Amongft others, on this occafion, 

' the Vice-chancellor Shafferoff^^ (one of the 

men in the whole empire, who had done 
the Czar the moft efFeftual fervice, and be- 
fides was a great favourite) did not efcape 
being brought to a trial, and punifhed after 
an exemplary manner. This eminent per- 
fon was accufed- on the five following 

points ; 
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points: Firji, That he had. given to hisBooK 
brother a charafter and appointments un- XV. 
known tp the Emperor and fenate, Se-^ v^vn> 
condly^ That he had figned fome orders 
without having regiftered them, ^alfo un- 
known to the fenate. Thirdly^ That being 
Intendant-general of the poft-office, he had 
of his own fingle authority raifed the price 
of letters, and put the money in his own 
coffers. Fourthly^ That he had concealed 
of Prince Gagar^ins effefts, to the value of 
two hundred thoufand ducats in ipecie, and * 

feventythoufand in jewels and plate, (this 
Prince's fon had- been married to the Vice- 
chancellor's daughter) ; and Lajlly^ That be 
had given injurious language to fevcral of 
the fenators in full fenate, which was pro- 
hibited on pain of death. He was put to 
the torture, and on confeflion was con- 
demned to lofe his head : but being carried 
to the place of execution, and the executi- 
oner ready to give the blow, a herald by 
his majefty's appointment, called out, par- 
don for life by the command of his impe- 
rial majefty. The fenate being then af- . 
fembled, the Emperor, in confideration of 
the fervices this able minifter had done him, 
caufed alter the fentencc from death to per- 
petual banifhment in Siberia^ with degrada- 
tion of all honours, and confifcation of eftate 
and efFcfts.

TH E Czar, on his arrival at St* Meters- Book 
burgh, caufcd with all expedition rigg XVI. 
out a great fleet of Ihips and gallies, as was v^r>r\j 
given out, to exercife the feamen ; but it Conj^c- 
was believed he had fome greater defign in ^^ ^^ 
view : he had not all the reafon in the Czar's ar- 
tsrorld to be content with the court of Den- »^cnt, 
?nark ; which had not only made a feparate 
peace with Sweden, but entered into an al- 
liance with other courts, which he thought 
did not favour his intereft. Bcfides, he had . 
two demands upon that court, viz. the refti- 
tutionof the countries taken from the Duke 
oi Holftein, and a free paflage to the Ruffian 
veflels through the Sound. For, he alledged 
the dominion of thefe fcas belonged to him, 
as having the ftrongeft naval force of all the 
Vol. II.

XVI. they were all joined together. 
V"^*^^ His imperial majefty, on the review he 
S'his ufc- i^^d^ ^^ ^^^ ^^^ fhips, having found a great 
lels ihips. many good veflcls that were of no ufe to him, 
refolved to diftribute them amongft the 
towns of St. Tetersburghy J^^g^j Revel, Ter- 
ttaw znd ff^i burg f for encouragement of 
commerce. He ordered twelve men to 
each veffcl, eight maintained by himfelf, 
and the other four only by the towns; 
that if any of thefe fhips were loft, or when 
rendered ufelefs by time, the towns fliould 
make them Up; that the number, might al- 
ways be continued. 

The ftates of Sweden being then aflem- 
bled to regulate the feveral important af- 
fairs relating to the kingdom, his imperial 
ThcDukc majefty advifed the Duke of Holfiein to 
c^ Hoi- fend Mr- Bajfewitz to manage his intereft 
¥icw8^ in there, which the Rttjftan minifter had orders 
S-jteden. to fupport ; for according to the late regu- 
lations, after the death of King C/^^r/e-j XII. 
that Duke had no pretenfions to the fuc- 
ceffion ; the abfolute power with the heredi- 
tary right being aboliflied : yet he flattered 
himfelf, that the Swedes^ who always had 
regard to the blood of their kings, might 
prefer him to all others in cafe the throne 
became vacant. The next expedient was, 
to have recourfe to fome round-about wayi 

to 
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tx) get himfelf acknowledged by the body Bo o k 
of the nation as ncytt in blood to the crown : XVL 
to effeftuate which, he was to demand of y>^"^. 
the ftates affembled, the title of Royal Higli- 
nefs. .Mr. BaJJewitz being charged with 
this negotiation, found great difficulty in 
the beginning. . Thofe who had the chief 
hand in the alteration of the •government, 
penetrated quickly into his defign ; fo that 
the fecret committee, to whom the memori- 
al prefented by Mr. Bafjhvitz on this fub- 
jeft had been remitted, after long confide- 
ration, at laft, in the end of June^ made . 
report to the upper-houfe, concluding in the 
negative ; which was by fome of them ap- 
proved of; and they propofed to remit the 
affair to the decifion of the King and fenate. 
But this by the generality was oppofed, and 
the deliberation put off only to the next 
day, when the houfe received a meflagc 
from the King and Queen, fignifying their 
furprize at their hefitating to rejeft the me- 
morial prefented by the minifter o^ Holjiein: 
upon which, the houfe thought fit to de- 
mand that the fenate might concur, who 
the da,y following repaired to the faid Gets th^ 
houfe; where after mature deliberation, ^^^^°^ 
they agreed to give the title of Emperor ton^^nefs. 
the monarch of 7?//^^, and that of Royal'and the 
Highnefs to the Duke ofHolJiein, feeing itj^^^'jj; 
CQuld be of no prejudice to their majefties, ror.

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Bo o K but fecmed rather to contribute to the fccu- 

XVI. rity of the kingdom; which refolution be- 

V^*^ ing communicated to their majefties by all 

the orders of the ftates, they eVen thought 

fit to confent thereto. 

The Czar Being informed of the fucccfs 
of this negotiation, particularly with regard 
to the Duke, for whom he defigned the im- 
perial Princefs' his daughter, was highly 
plcafed, and being now acknowledged Era-, 
peror by the kings of Sweden znd TrujfiUj 
&c. He fuppofed the King of Denmark 
could no longer refufe ; him that title; fo 
that he ordered his rainifter at Copenhagen 
to renew his inftances on the three follow- 
ing articles.

His Imperial majefty, to fupport thefe de- 
mands, ordered the High-admiral to get 
That King ^i^b all expedition the fleet ready; fo that 
arms for the King of Denmark expefting tp be at^ 
fence? ^^^^^^» efpecially on hearing the ^E,mpc- 
ror was to command in perfon, caufcd 

immediately 
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immediately get his fleet-and land forces Bo ok 
ready, in order to make the beft defence he XVL 
could. The Czar indeed intended no fur- vvn-/ 
ther thereby than to oblige the King to 
be at triple the charge yearly, above what 
the Duke of Holfteins dominions yielded 
him ; and if this great Prince had lived fomc 
time longer, the King of Denmark^ to pre- 
vent the ruin of his dominions, mull: have 
at laft fuccuaibed. But it pleafed God t6 
difpofe of matters othervs^ays. 

The Rujfian Emperor ordered his fleet to 
fail for Revely where he embarked, in prc-^^^^j^ 
fence of all the court and foreign minifters. at R^ci^ 
This fleet confifted of twenty fhips of the. 
line, and fourty gallies. He did not con- - 
tinue above fix days at fea, having done all 
he. intended, but returned to St. Teters- 
biirgh againft the 8th of Auguji^ where he 
invited all the foreign minifters, and people 
of note, to witnefs a folemnity he intended 
at "Tetershoffy a houfe of pleafure his ma^ 
jefty had caufed build fome time ago. 

This Prince having from his younger 
years taken more pleafure in converfing with 
foreigners than his own countrymen, 'and 
having been informed of the Dutch and 
Engltp) fliips of war, wanted above all things 
to fee one of them (tho' but in miniature) 
with guos rigging and every thing elfe ; which 
he got done by fome Englijh carpenters to 

pcrfe<ftion| 
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Book perfcftion. The young Prince ufed often to 
XVI. divert himfelf with his diminutive man of 
^^^^"^"^ war on the lake of Terejlaiv; by which he 
got fome notion of Clipping, and Ihewed a 
mighty paffion for it, which ftili encreafed, 
till at laft he got feveral fhip-carpentcrs 
from England^ 'Holland^ and Venice. Be- 
fore his firft expedition againft Affoph^ he 
had feveral fhips and gallies, built at Ve- 
ronitZf which not a little amazed the Ruf 
fians^ who never had feen fhipping of any 
kind, except fome Englijh and DuUh merc- 
hant fhips that frequented Archangel. His 
firft travels into foreign countries, were 
in Holland: at Sivardam he wrought with 
his own hands, and became very expert. 
What he had obferved at London and Spit- 
head, and all he had done fince as to fhip- 
ping, he f^id was owing to that fmall vef- 
Thcfo- ^^^' which therefore he caufed bring with 
Icmnity a- great folcmnity to St.. Tetersburgh; where

' Tho' the inhabitants of Baku after ha- 

* ving promifed to fubmit to his imperial ma- 
^ jefty, had afterwards fhewed their avcrflon 

* to accept of his powerful protcfiion, and

XVL * thelefs his majefty the Emperor, in confi- 

^^"^^^-^ * deration of the antient and conftantfriend- 

* fhip fubfifting betwixt him and the Schah 

* ofTerfiaj and out of compaflion to the 

* inhabitants of Baku, has been pleafed to 
V fend me not only with troops and ammu- 

* nition for their defence, but alfo with 

* provifions for their -fupport; fo that they 

* ought not to rejeft this fpecial favour, if 

* they have a mind to be regarded as faith- 

* ful fubjefts to their fovereign, and true 
^ patriots; but on the contrary, to repair 

* their fault by a fpeedy fubmiffion to his 

* imperial majefty.' 

The Major-general caufed, at the fame 
time, deliver the Governor a letter he had 
received from the ^erfian AmbaflTador, as 
he paflTed through Ajiracan towards St. Te- 
tersbnrgh, defiring him to fubmit to the 
proteftion of the Emperor of Ruffta. But 
the Governor returned anfwer by the Major, 
that he could not receive any Ruffian troops 
into the place, without an exprefs order 
from the Schah, He alfo fent deputies 
from the town, who declared the fame 
to. the Major-general:' whereupon he ac- 
quainted the Governor and the other inha- 
bitants, that if they continued to refufe him 
admittance with his troops, he would be 
obliged to treat them as enemies and rebels 

to 
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to the Schah. He fent with the deputies an B o o K 
interpreter to bring him their final anfwer, XVJ. 
who on his return, told they were not dif- ^'-^^<^^. 
pofed to receive either troops, or ammuni- 
tion. Upon this, the Major-general order- 
ed two galliots to move up nearer, in order 
to bombard the place, whUft he with the 
troops attacked them by land. They held 
out till the 7th of Augufi^ when General 
Matujkin having every thing difpofed for an 
aflfault, fummoned the Governor to furrcn- 
der within the (pace of four hours. The 
Governor demanded four days ; which not 
obtaining, he fent and acquainted the Ge- 
neral, that he was willing to treat with 
him. The 8th by five o'clock in the morn- 
ing, he fent fcven of the principal perfons 
of the town, defiring Major-general Mtf- 
tufkin to march into the place with- his 
troops when he pleafed. He made an apo- 
logy for not receiving him fooner; which 
he faid was owing to fomc vile intentioncd 
people, for which he begged his majefty'j 
pardon. - The Major-general having pro- 
raifed pardon, marched into the town in the 
afternoon, the people fhewing all the marks 
of joy imaginable. 

The Tcrfian Ambaflador and plcnipoten-^^^cd 
tiary concluded with the Emperor of 7i/j/^ between 
Jiazn ofFenfiive and defenfive alliance, where^ «i^c Cxat 
, by he yielded fpr ever to his imperial maje-g^ v^ ^

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Book fty, the towns of Dcrbent and Baku,, with 
XVL all dcpon.iii-ig thereon ; as alfo the provinces 
v^vvj of Gbiiau, ivlaziiudcraa ^.vA^Jhrabat. On 
the other fide, the Einpcror obliged him- 
felf to aflift the Schah witli a powerful ar- 
my, and never to abandon him till he 
brought the ufurper and his rebellious fub- 
jefts to fubmit, and reltorc peace to Terfia. 
There was to be a free intcrcourfe of trade 
betwixt the Kufjian eiiipirc and the kingdom 
of Verfta. ,. 

This treaty was figned by Count Gabriel 
Golofkin Great-ch.irxcciior, Andrew OJler^ 
?nan privy-counfcllor, and Baftl Stepanoff 
Counfellor of the chancery, for the Empe- 
ror of Ruffia ; and by IJhmael Begh Great- 
ambaffador and plenipotentiary for the King 
of Terfia. 

After the figning the treaty, the ^erjian 
AmbaiTador wanted to take his audience of 
leave, and return to his mafter; but the 
Emperor invited him to ftay Ibme time lon- 
ger, and partake of the divcrfions of the 
kafon. He carried the AmbaiTador to all 
the parties of plcafurc ; likeways to fee the 
fhips, die arfenals, magazines and country 
fe^ts. 'He could not be prevailed with to 
ftay longer than to the end of the month; 
and on the 25th he took his laft audience in 
the fame manner he made his public entry: 
he approached the imperial throne, aod 

kiffeJ 
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kiflcd his majefty's hand. The Emperor Bo o ic 
gave the letter for the Schah to the Great- XVI. 
chancellor, who delivered it to the Ambaf- v.-^^v>^ 
fador, charging him from his imperial ma- 
jefty, to afTnrc the Schah his mafter of his 
perfeft friendfalp. :irid of his fixed refoluti- 
on to obfcrve the 'treaty concluded betwixt 
them; whereupon the iVmbaflTador, having 
received more than ordinary prefonts, reti- 
red perfcclly fatisficd. Before Ijc retired, 
he made a fhort difcourfc in praifc of his 
imperial mpjcfty, exaliing him far above 
Darius and Aicxaniier the Great; With o- 
ther compliments after the Raftern manner. 
The ^Porte was foon informed of the con- 
clufioji and contents of this treaty ; where- ThcT^r// 
at they took umbrage, faying, it was indi- jealous of 
really declaring war againft them; that the'^^^^^^^^^^' 
Emperor of Kufia could by this nreans make 
great and oafy conquefts in Terfia ; which 
the "^Fortc would be obliged to prevent. 
The Vifier having told fo much to Mr. Nep- 
liceff] the Emperor's minifter at Conjianti- 
noplcy he, together with Mr. dc Bonne the 
JFrench Ambaffador, without lofs of time, 
acquainted the Czar with the refolutions of 
the Divan, who feemcd to be on the point 
of declaring war againfl: Ruffia. Thefe ac- 
counts his ma jelly no fooner got, than he 
fent a copy of the treaty ' betwixt him and 
the young Schah to his miniftcrat the Torte^ 
I i 5 with 
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Book with orders to commtiniGate the fame to the 
XVI. prime Vifier, and to invite at the Tame time 
^^^"^^^ the Sultan to accede to the treaty, afluring 
his fublime highnefs, that he was refolved 
to obferve rehgioufly the laft treaty with 
the TortCj and had no other yews than to 
aflift with all his power, a monarch infulted 
and petfecuted by his unnatural and rebelli- 
ous fubjefts, who had joined an odious u- 
furper againft their rightful and undoubted 
fovereign. To this, the peaceful Vifier gave 
all attention, and laid before the Sultan the 
Emperor of Ruffias good intentions to- 
. wards the Schah ; an inftance whereof, was 
the inviting his' highnefs to fhare in the ho- 
nour of getting jufticc done that oppreffed 
Are pad- Prince. The Marquis de Bonac contributed 
fed, and likeways not a little, by giving the Vifier 
an^aihancc ^^^ ^^"^ charafter of the ufurper Miriiveys ; 
againft the fo that 'the Sultan being rightly informed, 
mfarpcr. \^y ^j^^ advice of the Divan, pamed plenipo- 
tentiaries to treat on the affairs o^^erjia 
with his imperial majefty; and at laft, they 
came to agree on the following articles. 

I. That the young Schah fhould lend a 
folemn embafly to the Torte. not only de- 
(iring the Grand Seignior's affiflance, but al- 
fo that he would allow of, and agree to the 
treaty lately concluded betwixt the Empe- 
ror of jR//^tf and the Schah; wherein, if

II. That the ^orte ftiould allow the Em- 
peror of Rujfia to poffefs all the countries 
along the coaft of the Cafpian fea, from 
mount Caucafus to the river OJJaj viz, Der* 
bent, Baku, Ghilan^ Ran^ Mafcan and 
I'erabat. 

III. That Ruffta fliould be fatlsfied with 
the fouthern coaft, from Ghilan to OJfa. 

IV. That a fufficient diftrift Ihould be 
allowed to Derbent. 

V. That the limits of the two empires 
ihould be fixed betwixt ScamachiazndBaku. 

VI. That the Torte fhould be allowed 
the provinces of Erivan, Tauris and Caf- 
bin, as far as the old confines ofTurky, from 
fFan to Argura. 

VII. As to what concerns the other coun- 
tries which the Turks pretend to, all means 
fliall be ufcd to fatisfy them, provided the 
Ruffians are favoured in regard to commerce* 

This treaty, together with the former 
concluded betwixt the Emperor of Rujfia 
and the Schah, fecured to the empire thefe 
valuable conquefts on the Cafpian fea. 

During thefe conferences, the Turkijh 
plenipotentiaries made an objedion, that it 
could not be imagined the T^r^j" fhould 
join v^ith Chriftians to flied Mahomedan 
^ blood: 
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Book blood : the Ruffian plenipotentiaries replied, 

• XVI. that befides the juiftice of the thing, it was

About this time the Hettman of the U- 

kraine Coffacks dying, they fent Ibme of 

thieir colonels demanding, befides redrefs of 

feveral grievances, that the Emperor would 

be pleafcd to appoint them a new Hettnian. 

But infilling on their grievances, they al- 

ledged that their privileges in feveral articles 

bad been infringed, and argued with too 

much heat; which made the Emperor (who 

would not receive the law from his vafTals)

- His imperial majefty having by his pra- 
dent and wife management, eftablifhed or- 
der and tranquility over the whole empire. 
The Czar ^^^S^^^ to put in cxccution a projeft he 
gives or- had formed fome time before; which was 
dcrs for ^ caufc the Emprefs Katharine^ his fpoufe, 
prcfs's CO. ^^ folemnly crowned, and iflued out his 
Tonation. Orders to that eficft^ But at the time he 

dcfigned 
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defigncd this ceremony, his niajefty fell ill at Bo o ic 
St. ^etevburgh of a trouble in his ftomach ; XVL 
which obliged him to keep his room for two '^^-^^^ 
^ceks, and confequently defer his journey to * * 
Mofcoiv^ till he fhould recover to his health. 
Even during his illnefs, he never allowed 
himfelf to be one moment without dping 
fomething for the good of his country : he Eftabli/hcs 
eftablifhed a new academy of fciences, cora-»°cw ac»- 
pofed of twelve members, a fccretary, a ^"^* 
library-keeper, and twelve ftudents. The 
fciences to be cultivated in this academy, 
were to be divided in thfee claffes; the firft 
for mathematicks; the fccond for natural ' 
philofophy ; the third for the Belles Lettres. 

His Czarifli majefty having recovered his , 
health, caufed acquaint all the foreign mi- 
nifters to appear at court ; where being- af- . 
fcmbled, he (poke to them as follows. 
You know gentlemen, that Ibme time Makes a 
ago, I defigned -to have gone with the/P^"^ }^ 
Emprefs Katharine my fpoufe to Mofcow ; miniftcrg. 
but God having ordered otherways, by 
my indilpofition, it has hitherto .retarded 
my journey; but being now by God's 
permillion, in conditiori to undertake it, 
I do not doubt but you have received or- 
ders to accompany us to Mofcow ; and in 
the mean time, if you have any commiflion 
to execute, you may apply to my Great- 
chancellor. Moreover, I defire you will

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Book* affurc your auguft maftcrs ofmy^ncerc 
.XVL * friendfhip, and that it fliall never fail on 
^^^"^"^^ * my fide: orders are given for all things 

* neccflary to make your journey eafy, both 

* for yourfelves and your domeftics/ 

As his imperial majefty was on his jour- 
ney, he received from his minifter at Stock- 
holm the agreeable accounts of a new treaty 
of alliance, confirming that of Nieftadt, 
and clearing up fcveral points concerning the 
limits and commerce; and afcertaining the 
titles and rig! ts of the Duke of Holjlein. 
This treaty was indeed figned the day His 
majefty arrived at Olonitz; where he went 
to drink the waters at Vctershroon^ on his 
Gets f journey to Mofcoiv. He arrived there the 
grcctbk I ft of April 1724, and had the pleafure to 
his^joOT. ^^^^ive the inftrument of the treaty con- 
ncy, eluded betwixt him and the Sultan, relating 
»724« to the affairs ofTerfia; which was prefent- 
cd him by a Turkijh Aga, and the Marquis 
of Bonacs nephew, who had arrived two 
days before, and whither the Cham of the 
Cahmicks had fent an AmbajQTador ; in whofe 
retinue were forne Tartars belonging to 
Miriweys in difguife, and unknown to the 
A defign Ambaflador. Thefe being difcovered, were 
*dnft hb P"^ ^^ ^^^ torture, and confefl^ed they had 
2c. * a defign againft the Czar's life, for whiich 
they were broke upon the wheel 

All 
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All things being, prepared for the Em- Book 
prefs's coronation which was fixed for the XVI. 
1 8th of M^, it was performed with as great v^^^*'"^ 
magnificence and ftate, as if fhe had been ^efs's^cb- 
daughter to the firft monarch upon earth, ronation. 
in prefence of all the foreign minifters, all 
the ecclefiaftics, fenators, and chief per- 
fons of the empire. And feeing there has 
been fuch honourable mention made of 
her, it will not be improper here to give fomc 
account of her life. 

The Emprefe Katharine was born and „ 
brought up in EJlhonia, of mean parents, account of 
When fhe had attained the fifteenth year of her. 
her age, fhe entered into a Lutheran minifter's 
fcrvice, whofe name was Gluck, with whom 
fhe continued to the age of twenty-two, 
or thereabout, ^ when fhe was married to 
a Swedijh corporal; fhe was luckily taken 
and carried off by the RuJ/ianSj amongft 
other prifoners, on the day of her marriage, 
at a country place near Derpt; her bride- 
groom being killed in the encounter, as 
was fuppofed, (for from that time he was 
never heard of) fhe was carried to Marfhal 
Sheremetofil in her wedding cloaths. The 
Marfhal feeing her a frefh blooming young 
woman, that fhe might not fall into bad 
hands, fent her to Colonel Balk's lady, who 
was oiLivonian extraftion, with whom fhe 
continued until Vxmcc Mcnzekoff happen-

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Book ing to fee her, would needs carry her to 
XVI. the Princefs his lady. The Czar, being 
^-'^^^'^^ frequently with his favourite, foon faw her, 
and took immediately fuch a liking to her, 
that he ordered her to be fent to his fifter, 
tlie Vnncek' Natalia^ where his acquain- 
tance with her commenced. She was called 
Katbarina Va/ilcv/^na: but as fhe became 
of the Greek church, her name was chang- 
ed to j4lex(rwnay the Czarowich Alexis 
(landing godfather to her at the font: -the 
Greek church admitting none into her com- 
munion of the reformed religion, but who 
muft be baptized a new. She had feveral 
children to the Czar before he married her, 
particularly the Princefs Anna^ who was 
married to the Duke of Holjiein. The 
Czar was married to her in the year 171 o. 
She was a very pretty well lookt woman of 
good fenfe but not of/that fublimity of wit, 
or rather that quicknefs of imagination which 
fomc people have believed. The great rea- 
fon why the Czar was fo fond of her, was 
her exceeding good temper ; fhe never was 
feen peevifli or out of humour ; obliging and 
civil to all, and never forgetful of her for- 
mer condition ; withall, mighty .gratefuU 
The Lutheran prieft with whom fhe had li- 
ved the moft of her time, being with his 
whole family carried into Ruffia^ fhp took 
care to beftow on them fingular favours, 

and 
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and to make their condition cafier than everBo o K 
it had been before; but ftill with the Czar's XVL 
knowledge and approbation. The treaty ^-^^'^'^ 
of Truth put her out of the reach of envy 
itfelf > fhe became the idol of the people, 
particularly of the army. The Czar him- 
felf in the, proclamation for her coronation, 
after acknowledging, her fidelity and tender 
afFe^ion, owns alfo the aid he had received 
from her council and advice upon many oc- 
cafions, befides that of Truth. He never 
allienated his afFeftion from her, but fo far 
on the contrary, that a little before his death 
he left her (in that event) as much fovereiga 
of the empire, as he had been himfelf, and 
which fhe enjoyed undifturbed about two 
years after his death. When the army 
heard that the Emperor was dead, they ve* 
ry much regreted him (and good reafon 
they had, for he always took fpecial care 
of them) but faid, * welj, fince our father 
* is gone, bleffed be Goo our mother is - ^ 
^ ftill alivei' She was* of a gopd healthy ^ 
conftit'ution and died fuddenly ; which gave 
moft people occafion to believe ilie was car- 
ried off by poifon. 

The Emperor after the great folemnity ^^^ ^^ 
of the coronation was over, and having or- maker 
dered twenty four thoufand of his beft great pre* 
troops, befides Coficks and Tartars, which J^'^dip 
jjxight amount to fixty thoufand more, to-schah. 
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Book gethcr with artillery ammunition and pror 
XVI . vifions, and fhipping for tranfporting them 
^^-^■^^"^ from Aftracan^ under the command of 
Prince GaUtzen^ in order to afTift powerfully 
the Schah ; left Mufcow with the whole 
court, and returned to St. Tetershurgh^ 
where he made leveral promotions both in 
his armies and fleets. The reft of the year 
he employed himfelf after his ordinary man- 
ner, in promoting trade and navigation, and 
every thing elfe that could contribute to the 
advantage of his country. 
The rcvc- He had fome time before regulated the 
pucsof the benefices of the clergy, from the patriarch 
nd^.* down to theparifh prieft: alfo the convents, 
' what their numbers fliould be, allowing 

what was fufficient to all, but no fuper- 
fluity ; fo that full two thirds of the church 
revenues went into his treafury, and all per- 
fons feemingly fatisfied. 

He alfo eftablifhcd this year a regular 
packet-boat betwixt St. Tetersburghznd Lu- 
hecky for the benefit of commerce and tra- 
vellers. 

Scarce were the pompous rejoicings over 
for the coronation of the Emprefs, and 
betrothing of the young Princefs to the 
Duke ofHolJieinj when the Czar was feized 
with the difternper of which he died. He 
fpent the Chrijlmas holidays very chearful- 
ly, and had no complaint till the day of 
* ^ the 
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the Three Kings j when affifting at theBooK 
ceremony of Blessing the Water, the XVI. 
weather being exceffive violent, he catched ^^^^"^^ 
a fevere cold, which with a violent ftran- ^ Jj^^^^^"^ 
gury arid retention of urine, occafioned by fcvcrc 
an impofthume in the bladder, put an end ^^}^* 
to his life on the 28th o£ January J725. thcoc^fi^ 
The phyficians made ufe of a probe, but on of his 
too late: it gave indeed fome eafe for a^^*** 
while, by bringing much of the matter a- 
way, but his pain foon became again ex- 
ceffive, and he fufFered torture equal to the 
rack four days more; yet in all his diftrefs 
he fhewed great figns of the hero, with a 
good deal of the Chriftian: and it argued a 
very great concern for his people, that when 
at the worft, he gave orders for fhortening 
law proceffes. Some days before his death, 
finding his end approaching, he called the 
fenate, the counfellors, and the other ftates 
of the nation together, where he declared Names his 
the Emprefs Katharine his fucceflbr in the ^"cccflbr. 
empire. 

Thus died Teter I. Emperor of Rufta^ 
who certainly deferved the epithet Great, 
^s much as any Prince ever did. When wcjjj^ . ^ 
confider the method he took to reform, his ra^cr. 
empire, his drawing the natives by degrees 
into a tafte of military affairs, beginning 
himfelf at the loweft degree, to fhew ex- 
Simple to others; his travelling into foreign 
' • • Countries 
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Book countries to obferve the cuftoms and man- 
XVI. ners of the inhabitants ; his raifing, difci-- 
y>^^r>u ^lining and fupporting fuch great armies and 
. fleets; his introducing learning, manufafto- 
ries and handycrafts of all kinds ; with the 
great length he brought commerce and na- 
vigation, things before altogether unknown 
to that people; the prudent meafures he 
'took to weaken and reduce his enemies: 
in fhort, the reforming his country in eve- 
ry particular, as well the ecclefiaftic ftate as 
the civil, is fo extraordinary, that I do not 
believe fince the creation of the world, ever 
monarch was at fo great pains or did the 
like; and all within, the fpace of thirty 
years. The great fatigue he underwent, 
together with hts other excefles, Ihortened 
his days, having only lived to the age of 
about fifty three years. He was fevere ra- 
ther than cruel, never pardoned amalefaftor, 
except thofe of his own blood. Prince Ba- 
Jil Galitzefiy as is already faid, and fome 
few of his greateft favourites. He looked 
upon fome things as crimes, which in other 
countries are not puntfhed with that feve- 
rity they deferve ; fuch as concufFion and 
taking of bribes, which he could not en- 
dure. The taking great men fometimes to 
tafk, tho' not capitally, for fuch mifderaea- 
tfours, particularly his favourite Prince Men^ 
* lekoff^j was done (as fome faid} with a view 
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to excufe the more rigorous punifhment of JBo o k 
inferior criminals; according to the G^rw^» XVI. 
proverb, * The fmall thieves are hanged, ^^^^^"^^^ 
' but the great ones are allowed to efcape.' 
His leaving the empire to that once mean 
woman, the Emprefs Katharine, was a fur- 
prize not only to Rujfta, but the whole 
world: yet confidering the great aflFeftion 
and efteem he always had for her, his con* 
fidence in her prudence and jiiftice, and the 
many eminent fervices fhe had done him, 
it was the moft prudent ftep he could take, 
and nothing lefs than what he ought to have 
done ; for if he had left the empire to his 
grandfon Prince Teter, who fucceeded her, 
flie and her children had been fent to Si- 
beria, or fome worfe place, where fhe would 
have ended her days in mifery: the leavinjg 
her in pofTeffion of the whole, was the only 
means to make her fafe *•

* I believe further, that Czar Petsr thought KathaHnt 
would fupport his regulations (which the knew too better 
than any body) more than a ftranger. A Granger alfo of his 
own fubjedts he had none of fuffident authority to quafh ca- 
bals, fadlions and emulations ; whereas (he, was of authority, 
by the apph'cations iq bufineis the Czar had allowed to be 
made to her in his own time. Perhaps too, a ftranger might

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Book Amongft other inftances of Teter the 
XVL Great's talents, the method he took to in-

without ufing force, was curious. Know- 
ing the averfion the nation generally had to 
war, to fliew them good exarpple, he en- 
tered himfelf into the meaneft ftations of it; 
beat the drum, carried' arms, became cor- 
poral, ferjeant, and fo on ; and juft fo in 
the navy : which the young nobility no 
fooner perceived, than they came in great 
numbers, defiring to be admitted into the 
lervice, and according to their behaviouf 
were advanced. Prince Galitzen^ Prince 
Dolgoruky^ with many more of the firft fa- 
milies, carried a mulket, and palTed through 
all the degrees, till they advanced to confi- 
derable commands. Before this time, it 
was thought difhonourable to bear any com- 
mand under that of Colonel; and thefe 
were only of the fccond rank of gentry : 
the prime quality would accept of no com- 
mand under that of a General : ^ For (faid 
* they), why fhould we ferve and expofc 

• ' ourfelves ? 

As for a {{ranger without his dominioDS, he had no choice 
but the Duke of Holjiein^ who abftraddBl from Katharine 
was of no weight ; and could not have anfwcred to govern, 
but might be of ufe if thrown into the fcale with her, which 
the making her fovcreign did, by the attradlion of him, thro* 
the alliance of her daughter whozi he had married : fo that 
all things confidcred, this was perhaps the wifcft thing the 
Czar ever did.

But what contributed ' moft, next to the 
Emperor's own example, was, that a Prince, 
or one of the greateft quality of the nation, 
was to have no rank but by his port: a 
Captain raifed from obfcurity had the prece- 
dence of a Prince that was inferior to him 
in command, not only upon duty, but on -. 
all other occafions ; which introduced emu- 
ktion to that degree, that every one was a{ 
pains to outdo another* 

The method this wife Prince took to raife The me- 
and keep up a Handing army became eafy, ^^^^ ^^ 
both to himfelf and to the country: it was ^J^^g^p^up. 
after the following manner. Firft, he con- his army. 
^ fidcred the extent of his dominions, and 
* how the different countries were peopled ; 
he caufed take an exaA account of all the 
families within each province, both in town 
and country ; and after having confidered 
their numbers, he obliged each province, 
according to its ftrength, to furnifh two or 
three regiment;s, but for the moft part two, 
one of foot, and one of dragoons, which 
they were to keep up in all time coming ; 
and not only to furnifh men but horfes; 
fo that the officers are at no trouble about 
recruiting. No fooner do the troops retire 
into their winter quarters, than the colonels 
.Vol. II. LI kni 
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Bo OK fend to the provinces an account of what 
XVI. recruits the regiments will want, which are 

^^^>^^^ duly fent them againft the fpring* The 
Emperor has large cftatcs over this vaft em- 
pire, belonging in property to himfelf, 
which arc not exempted from thefe contri- 
butions and payments; and at the fame 
time, the people are the leaft opprefled, it 
being a part of the Governor's duty to raifc 
and be anfwerable for the fubfidies, who 
muft take care to diftribute juftice equally. 

The children of the boors (the boys at 
the age of fixteen, and the girls at twelve, 
or at moft thirteen) are commonly forced 
to marry, in order to increafe the revenue, 
and then they get tenements and lands of 
their own, for which they pay nothing the 
firft two years, but thereafter are obliged to 
do as others. Their houfes both in town 
and country are built of timber, whereof 
there is plenty every where. Their villages 
and towns near the frontiers have a kind of 
a fortification fufficient to keep off a body 
of Tartars J who are always on horfeback. 

This great Emperor came in a few years 
to know to a farthing the amount to all his 
revenues ; as alfo how they were laid out. 
He was at little or no expence about his per- 
fon, and by living rather like a private gen- 
tleman then a Prince ; he faved wholly that 
great expence which other monarchs arc 

• at. 
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at, in fupporting the grandeur of their Book 
courts. It was uneafy for him to appear XVL 
in majefty, which he feldom or never did v^^v^^ 
but when abfolutely neceffary, on fuch occa- 
fions as giving audience to anibafladors, or 
the like ; fo that he had all the pleafure of 
a great Emperor, and at the fame time that 
of a private gentleman. 

He was a lover of company, and a man 
of much humour and * pleafantry, exceeding 
facetious and of vaft natural parts. He had 
no letters, . he could only read and write, 
but had a great regard, for learning, and 
was at much pains to introduce it into the 
country. He rofe early: the morning he 
gave to bufinefs, till ten or eleven o'clock 
at fartheft; all the reft of the day, and a* 
great part of the night to diverfion and 
pleafure. He took his bottle heartily, fb 
muft all the company ; for when he was 
merry himfclf, he loved to fee every body 
fo ; tho' at the fame time he could not en- 
dure habitual drinkers, for fuch he thought 
unfit for bufinefs. 

When he payed a vifit to a friend, he 
would pafs almoft the whole night, not car- 
ing to part with good company till paft two 
L 1 2 o'clock 

* Indeed the marriage of the Thsarfs and others of that 
kind were too low for Czar Peter: it has perhaps been to 
comply with the taftc of others ; but it muft in fomc mcafar^ 
h^vc fallen in with his own. 
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jBo OK o'clock in the morning. He never kept 
Xyi. guards about his perfon, nor was accompa- 
^-'^"^ nied by above five or fix perfons at moft. 

He was a Prince rather parfimonious than 
liberal, but knew very well how to time 
his favours, and to beftow them with a good 
grace. He never could abide ceremony, 1 
but loved to be fpoke to frankly and with? 
out referve. He never refufed any perfon's 
invitation, he had an efteem for, only they 
muft defire him to name his own time, left 
he might have been pre-engaged. 

When King Auguftus and the Czar met, 
they did bufinefs in the morning ; and in 
the afternoon minded their diverfions, the 
King delighting much in company of the 
ladies, and his bottle; which he could bear 
very well: the Czar went often into his 
frolicks, as much out of complaifance and 
good nature as inclination. He was gene- 
rally fortunate in his undertakings, and in 
difcovering the feveral plots and confpiracies 
which had been from time to tiipe formed 
againft his life. To fum up all, his fellow 
never fat upon that throne ; and I queftion 
very much, if ever another of fo great abi- 
lities will (ucceed him : 'tis true the moft 
difficult part is over, fo it will be no hard 
matter to continue things on the footing he 
has put them. 'Tis not to be feared that 
ever the Ruffians will return to their old 

ways J 
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ways; the aged people are all dead, andthcBooK 
young fo fond of the new, that it would XVI. 
be more diiHcult to bring them back to 't^^>^^^ 
their old methods than it was for Czar Te- 
ter to take them from them. 

The old people among the Rujfians ufed 
to compare this great Prince to Czar John 
Bafilowich^ commcrnly called the Tyrant. 
John (faid they), turned off his firft Em- 
prefs, and fhut her up ' in a convent, with- 
out a juft caufc: fo did Teter. John killed 
his eldeft fon : fo did Teter ; and with pre- 
meditate defign, which John did not. Johm 
put infinite numbers even of his greatcft 
fubjefts to moft cruel deaths: ^fo did TeteK 
John brought a great many ftrangcrs into 
the country, and defigned to introduce fo- 
reign fafhions : fo did Teter. John married 
feven wives : 7eter had as many wives and 
miftrefles. John encroached upon the 
church, and annexed moft of its revenues 
to the crown :' fo did ^eter ; who went yet 
further, for he abolifhed, the patriarch's 
office, and fct up a mock patriarch, a mar- 
ried perfon called Mickta Miffhwiih Zo- 
towy to the great contempt of religion and 
fcandal to the nation. 

But let me tell: thefe gentlemen, that if 
Czar John had had as good reafon for what 
h€ did as Czar Teter had, they may cut off 
the word Tyrant from his charafter: for 

the 
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Bo o K the commiffion of one, or a few rafh and 
XVI. even cruel afts, are not fufEcicnt to dcno* 

^^^""^^^ minate a Prince a tyrant. But by all that 
one can judge, Teter the Great was a hu- 
mane Prince, whofe general motive was the 
honour and good of his country ; fb that 
excepting his turning off the Emprefs Eu^ 
doxia, whofe charafter was never blemifh- 
ed ; and the negleft of his eldeft fon's edu- 
cation, which was a confcquencc of the 
former ftep, all Teters conduft may. be 
juftified with no great difficulty. Indeed 
» the number and feverity of the executions, 
(whereof that of the metropolitan, in the 
Czarowich's procefs, feems the leaft juftifi- 
able) is much to be imputed to the barba- 
rous conftitution of government in that 
country. As to the juftice of attacking the 
young King of Sweden^ that point I leave 
to the cafuifts to determine ; tho' the Ruf- 
fians reckon that the provinces taken from 
Sweden belonged to RuJJia before *•

* The reader may look at the different accounts given by 
the Ruffians and Sixjedcs of the reafons for that war, in the 
Prefent State of ^a^^, i;.ond.

^he rife and char abler ofTrinceMcnzckoS. 

PRINCE Menzekojf wzs a corporars 
fon of the Trebrajittjky regiment of 
guards, a fmart roguifh boy, called ^lexa- 
Jka^ or little Alexander. When the Czar, 
being alfo young, took notice of him firft, 
he took fuch a liking to the boy, that he 
would ftill have him about his perfon. As^ 
he grew in years, he improved in cunning : 
yet fo illiterate, that with difficulty he could 
fubfcribc his name. During General Le- 
fort's time he was but little regarded ; but 
after his death he fbon came into favour. 
One obftacle however remained, which was 
the Czar's miftrefs Anna Joanowna MonSy 
an exceeding beautiful young woman, en- 
dued with all the talents to pleafe, except 
prudence and good fenfe, as by her afl:ions 
will appear. This young woman after the 
Czar had cohabited with her for feveral 
years, (tho' no ifTue appeared) and had 
heaped riches upon her, and given her fine 
pofleflions, was fo unwife as to difcover a 
greater regard for one Mr. Kejferling the 
Frujjian envoy. This mSm fond of the 

thoughts 
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thoughts of rivaling fo gteat a monarch asBoo K 
the Emperor of Rujjia^ after having prQ" XVI. 
pofed marriage tp the lady, and fecured her v^^^'^^-^ 
affeftions, went with her confent to the 
rifing favourite Alexajka to mjake him their 
friend; who being glad of the occafion, 
gave him all imaginable encouragement; 
telling him, he was very fure, fince it was 
her inclination, the Czar would never op- 
pofe it : but that before he fpoke to his 
majefty on the fubjeft, he muft have it from 
her own mouth, and under her hand, that 
flic inclined to marry Mr. Keyferling. jir 
Icxajka then fent a favourite lady of his, 
one Madam Weidy to difcourfe her on the 
fubjeft; (he frankly owned fhe liked Mr. 
Keyferling', and would marry him prefer- 
able to all others, if the Czar would but a- 
gree to it. There needed no more,- yile-^ 
pcafka being informed of this, to make all 
fure, went himfelf to wait on her, and rc^ 
ceive her commands by writ? as well as 
word. 

Having procured his credentials, he igir 
mediately repaired to the Czar, and in a fly 
way faid, Now, Sir, your majefty ever be- 
lieved that your friend Mrs. Mons loved 
you beyond all mankind ; What would you 
think if I fhould convince you of the con-p 
trary ? Enough Jllexafka (fays the Czar), I 
am fo fully perfuaded (he can love none but 
M ni - . nic, 
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Book mc, that nothing fhall convince me of the 
XVI. contrary, unlefs fhe tell mc fo much her« 
V"^'>^ felf. Upon which, Alexajka took a paper 
out of his pocket, which fatisfied the Czar 
fo fully, thsit her diigrace may be dated 
from that moment. But to be yet more 
fully fatisfied in the matter, the Czar went 
to vifit her as formerly, and told her with- 
out paffion what Alexajka had acquainted 
him with from her ; which fhe not denyr 
ing, the Czar upbraided her with her un- 
faithfulnefs and folly ; then ftript her of all 
the lands and fine things he had prcfented 
her with, particularly his pifture fet with 
diamonds, faying, fhe had no more ufe for 
that, fincc fhe put fo fmall a value on the 
original, in prefering to him an abjeft 
flave. In fhort, he left her nothing but a 
good houfe, and fome jewels he had given 
her frpm time to time. Some time after, 
fhe married Mr. Keyferling; but not being 
able to bear with her difgrace, fhe fickened 
and died within the year. 

This lady being removed, Alexafka had 
no flop in his way, he bcicame Teter the 
Great's chief favourite, fludied his hupiour, 
and ftuck at nothing to pleafe him ; was his 
fconftant companion in all his parties of 
pleafure, attended and ferved him in all 
places," and at the fame time was not un- 
mindful of himfclf. He was covetous to 
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the laft degree: what ever he. took a fancyBoo K 
to he muft have ; a fine feat, a convenient XVL 
eftate, or the like ; not the greateft man in ^^^vv^ 
the empire durft refufe him : and none flood 
their ground againft him, except the Czar's 
relations the Naritzkins^ Marfhal Sheretne- 
toff^ Admiral yipraxifty Prince Galitzen^ 
and fome more of the great families : he 
knew very well thofe he durft meddle with, 
and them he fpared not. The foreign of- 
ficers he never durft attack, General Goltz 
only excepted, whofe ruin he intended but 
without fuccefs. He pillaged all Tolandf 
in fb much that the plague which confumcd 
multitudes of the inhabitants, did lefs pre- 
judice to the country. He alfo raifed vajj 
fums even amongft the Ruffians ; none durift 
own their having money, or if he came tp 
the knowledge thereof, he was fure to 
have the largeft fliare, otherways he would 
work their ruin. This behaviour made him 
odious to the whole nation, except a few 
pcrfons whom he employed of his own 
kidney. 

Moft people were furprized he ftood his 
ground fo long : certainly (faid they) he muft 
in fome fhape or other, be e'xceeding uie* 
ful to the Prince, or he muft long ago have 
periflied. The Czar often kicked him pu- 
blickly and beat him like a dog, fo that the 
by-(|:anders conclijded him undone, but al- 

;way| 
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Book ways tiext morning the peace was made up^ 
XVI. which people believed could not proceed 
^^^^^^ but from fome preternatural caufe. The 
belief of withchcraft and magical arts pre- 
vails much among the Ruffians. 

When the Czar went firft into foreign 
countries, M(f»2f^(?^accompanied him, and 
was comonly called Prince Alexander ; tho' 
he was really no Prince until the year 1706. 
When by the force of prefents at the court 
of Vienna^ together with his being the Czar's 
favourite^ he was by the Emperor Jofefh^ 
created a prince of the empire. He was no 
foldier, nor was he ever capable of a gene- 
rous a6cion ; and all he did worth notice, 
was, that on the defeat of the King ofSwe-r 
den at Tultawa^ General Levenhaup fur- 
rendered to him when he could make no 
better of it. 

On the death of the Emprefs Katharine^ 
Prince Menzekoff having been her Prime- 
councellor, and conftantly about her, had 
the impudence to counterfeit a will, as if 
figned by her, v^^herein two particular points 
concerning his family (and the only materi- 
al ones) were inferted, wz. That the great 
Duke the Emperor's grand-fbn, by the Cza- 
rowich Alexis, ihould marry none but Prince 
Menzekofp% daughter, and that his fon, the 
young Prince Menzekoff^ fhould marry the 
great Duke's lifter; leaving her curfe tp all 

whf) 
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who fliould oppofe, or contradift the faidBooK 
wilL XVI. 

This was fo great a pi?ce of villany, and v^vn^. 
fo far contrary to Teter the Great's inten- 
tions, viz. That the apparent heir of the 
empire Ihould be married to none of his 
own fubjefts, but to fome foreign Princeft, 
(for the fake of alliance), that with his other 
barbarities and cruelties, it fo inflamed the 
sreat men and the nation in general againft 
him, that his ruin was determined. The 
great Duke being proclaimed Emperor, his 
grandmother, Teter the Great's firft Em i 
prefs was taken out of the convent, and 
brought to court, where fhe had all the ho^ 
nours paid her due to her rank. 

Yet ftill, Prince Menzekoffvrzs liich a ter- 
ror to moft people, that fe\^ durft venture* 
to attack him, till Baron Ofterman a fo*- 
rcigner, an able minifter, in concert with 
fome of the moft forward, attempted it j 
laying before the young Emperor and his 
grandmother, how dangerous this man was 
in the ftate, becaufe of his immenfe riches ; 
they agravated the matter ftill more with the 
forgery of the late Emprefs Katharines 
will, for every body believed it fuch. Be- 
fides he had been a great inftrument in for- 
warding the Emperor's father the late Cza- 
rowich's fentcnce ; all which produced the 
cffeft, that he was forthwith confined under 
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Bo o K a ftrong guard, and fcnt to Siberia In per- 
XVI. pctual banifhmcnt, at the time when he was 

.x^^^tkj leaft expeAing it. He fubmitted without 
oppodtion, faying only he wiihed to know 
his crime; that he was the Emperor's faith- 
ful fcrvant and flave ; with a great deal more 
to that purpofe. His whole eftate and cf- 
efts were confifcatcd to the crown, amount- 
ing in land, money, jewels, and plate, 
'i^c. to the value of eight millions ftcrling 
which would feem incredible. 

As he was on his wjy to Siberia he en- 
deavoured to corrupt the guards, and make 
his efcape, which he could not effeftuate ; 
• fo to Siberia he was carried, where he died 
not long after, overwhelmed with mifcry 
and grief. This is all that can be laid of 
' this man, who had been above twenty years 
fole favourite of the Emperor ^eter the 
Great. He was an exceeding artful fellow, 
of a vaft memory, but- wicked above what 
can be immagined. 

The character ofEudoxia Theodroiv^ 
na Lapachin^ Teter the Greats 
firft Emprefs. 

EUDOX XA Theodrowna was daughter 
to the Bqyar Theodore Ahramoivich 
Lapachin^ one of the principal families of 
the empire, exceeding beautiful; The Czar 

and 
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and Ihe were married together young, neither Bo o K 
of them abt)ve fixteeri. The four firft years XVL 
they lived in great fymplthy : but the Czar ^^^"^^^ 
hot liking to be fhut up after the manner of 
his predecefTors, delighting rather to be much 
abroad, and to divert himfelFmoftly arfiongft 
foreigners, whofe company he preferred to 
the natives ; flie turned morofe and out of 
humour ; then thinking to jeclaim him from 
his liberties, fhe fell entirely into difgrace*, * 
fo that he would fee her no more: but caufed 
put her into a convent, thinking to force her 
to become religious, that he might be at 
frccdorii to marry another: the Greek 
church allowing, that if either hufband or 
wife retire from the world, the party remain- 
ing may marry again. This fhe had no 
mind to agree to, but told him if he would 
have her become a nun, he might come to 
the convent, and cut off her hair with his 
own hand, for none elfe Ihould touch her 
body ; which he not thinking fit to comply 
with, fhe continued in the cloifler till after 
his death, that her grandfon mounted the 
throne. Then returning to court, fhe was 
received with all fuitable honour,, and was 
Vol. II.

* One caufc of facr difgrace was fuppofcd to be Prince -Mf«- 
tekoff*% rcvcage for feme exprcflions that pointed at the low- 
nefs of his firft coodition : ihe complained of his carrying her 
hufband among lewd woffiCQ who h^d formerly been his cs- 
flomcrs for cakes. 
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Boo K the main inftrument of Prince Menzekoff'% 
XVI. difgrace. Yet foon wearying of a court 
life, in a few months fhe left it, being na- 
turally of a retired temper, or perhaps be- 
come fo by ufe, having lived the moft part 
of her time amongfl: the nuns, to whom fhe 
returned, and continued with them to the 
end of her days. 

The charafter of Boris Tetrowitz 
Sh&remetoffj firft Marftial of the 
Emperors armies. 

MARSHAL Sheremetoff was original- 
ly of Trujfia^ of a very diftinguifhed 
family, efpeciajly in the wars ; where they 
had often held the chief command, and 
generally with fuccefs. He was brought up 
from his infancy in the army, and at length 
came to command the Rujftan troops at Bie- 
logrody on the frontiers of Tartary^ where 
he was Governor. He beat the Tartars 
often, and tho' he never had to do with 
any other enemy, till the war broke out 
againft Sweden^ yet he came to underftand 
military affairs fo well, that he took the 
towns of Derpty Notteburgy NyenfchancCy 
beat the Swedes at StajnitSy Sivffterbecky 
&c. in Livonia. He was the principal com- 
mander next the Czar at the battle of TuU 
tawoy after which he took Riga^ &c. was 

a 
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a brave old gentleman, much efteemed by Bo o k 
the Ruffian Emperor, and generally belov- XVI. 
cd. He died aged above feventy, and was v--^v->^ 
pompuoufly interred at St. Tetersburgh. 

The charadler of Marfhal Ogilvie. 

MARSHAL Ogilvie was oi Scots ex- 
traftion. His grand father entered 
into the Aujirian fervice, during the reign 
of the Emperor Ferdinand^ by whom for 
his good fervice he was created Baron of the 
empire. Our Marfhal ferved from his youth 
in the imperial armies, fometimes on the 
Rhine^ and fometimes in Hungary againft 
the TurkSf where he became a General-of- 
ficer; and was near fixty years of age, be- 
fore he entered into the Rujftan fervice. He 
commanded at the taking of Narva, brought 
off the Ruffian army with honour at Grod- 
noj and introduced feveral points of difcip- 
line which the Rujfians were ftrangers to ; 
he was much beloved by the army during his 
continuance in the fervice, which was but for 
three years, having made agreement for no 
longer time. He could never hit it with Prince 
l^enzekoff, nor ht2it with his infolence; info- 
much that he told the Czar before Narva was 
taken, that if he meddled with the orders he 
would have nothing to do with them : he was 
91 prudent mild commander, and moderated 
N n 3 the 
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B o o K the rigour in the councils of war as to faults ifj 
Xyi. thefeivice, faying the Ruffians were but in 
y>r>u their infancy, and ought to be brought intq 
difciplinc by degrees. He went into King 
jiugujlus's fervice after he left the Rujfian: 
died and was honourably interred ztDrefden 
in the year 171 2. 

' The charafter of the High-admiral 
Apraxin. 

THEODORE Mathewitz y^raxin^ 
a gentleman of an antient and oppu- 
lent family in Ruffla, was brought up from 
his youth about die court. A fifter of his 
being married to Czar Theodore^ elder bro- 
ther to the Czars John and Teter. The 
office and dignity of High-admiral was con- 
ferred on him in the year 1705. Tho' he 
had no manner of knowledge in maritime 
affairs, yet being a man of good fenfe and 
application, he came in time to under-? 
ftand matters fo well, and comprehend eve- 
ry thing that belonged to the fleet, and gave 
his orders fo diftinftly, that the Czar as 
well as the fea officers were perfeftly well 
fatisfied with him. He was ever faithful to 
the Emperor; a prudent friendly honeft 
man, generally cfteemed, and a mortal c- 
nemy to Prince Menzekoff^ and none more 
aftjve in his difgracc. He was a lover of 

foreigners^ 
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foreigners, and took great plcafure in con-Bp o x 
yeriing with them, cfpecially thofe who un- XVI. 
.derftood any thing of fea affairs; curious to ^-^vv 
learn, as moft of the Ruffians are. 

The charader of General Prince Ga- 
Utzen. 

GENERAL Prince Michael Michae- 
hwitzGditzen was of an old Ruffian 
family originally of Toland. He was ef- 
tccnied by the C^ar himfelf, and by alt the 
foreign officers, the atleft commander of 
all the Ruffians y and had fuch a curious 
^rn that he got aU the plans of the battle^ 
and raoft confiderable fjcges during the laft 
long war betwixt the confederates and th« 
French', as alfo of thofe betwixt the Em- 
peror of Germany and the Turks. He wa? 
a brave and fortunate officer, was concern- 
ed in all the great aftions fuch as Lefno^ 
^ultawa^ and the Truth (where the Czar 
commanded in perfbn), befides the conqucfts 
oi Finlandy &c. He was much efteemed 
both by natives and foreigners. He was 
Lieutenant-general, and commander of the 
guards at the age of thirty-two, and lived 
}iniyerfally beloved to a ^ood age. ^ ^ 
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XVI. The chara6ler of the Czarowich 
^^^r>j Alexis. 

THE Czarowich Alexis was quite ne- 
glected in his education, and had at- 
tained to the age of fourteen before he was 
taken out of the hands of the women and 
clergy, who had already impreffed him with 
fuch bad maxims and fentiments, creating 
in him fo great an averfion to all improve- 
ments, and foreign methods, that it was 
fcarcely poflible to remove them* At laft 
the Czar being fenfible of this ncgleft, ap- 
pointed him a Governor, one Nygeboiver a 
German^ a brutal fellow who had no civi- 
lity, but affronted the Prince on all occafi- 
. ons, which made things worfe and increa- 
fed his hatred to foreigners. Perhaps if his 
father had removed the Rujfiansy and pla- 
ced good people about him, 1 mean foreign- 
ers, at the age of ten or twelve years, then 
fent him abroad quite out oiRuJfia^ where the 
impreflions of his youth might have been 
removed, and continued him in foreign 
countries till he had attained to the age of 
twenty, this Prince might have made a com- 
pleat gentleman, for he was far from being 
a fool: but this -method being neglefted, 
the poor unhappy Prince was abfolutcly loft. 
Ail thofe who frequented him flattered him 

in 
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in his humours, (even thofe whom his fa-Bo o k 
ther placed about him) in hopes no doubt XVL 
of gaining his favour, in the event of his ^^-/vn-^ 
coming to the throne. Mr.KektHy who 
was other ways a fine gentleman, was the 
principal caufc of his fall, by encouraging 
him in all his follies : he had been bred up 
at court by the Emprefs EudoxiUj whofe 
hard treatment he always as far as he durft 
refented ; and when he perceived the Czar 
intended to exclude theCzarowich from the 
fucceffion, he advifed him at firft to go pri^ 
vately into Trance; but afterwards he ad- 
vifed him to go to Vienna^ and put himfelf 
under the proteftion of the Emperor. But 
if he had rightly confidered, his firft coun- 
fel was the beft : for the Czarowich fhould 
not have put himfelf under the protection of 
any Prince who had a connexion with Ruf- 
fia, fuch as the German Emperor particu- 
larly had, on account of the wars With the 
Turks. France in all probability would 
have been the fafeft retreat for the Czaro- 
wich ; and his friends and advifers by this 
means had been all fafe : whereas, having 
rccourfe to the Emperor's proteftion, it is 
generally believed he was forced to return 
to the Czar; as appeared by his manifefto, 
(171 8) tho* the Emperor was unwilling to 
have it thought he bad r-efufed his protefti- 

on. 
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B o o K CD. Accwdingly he wrote the Czar a let- 
XVI. tcr * complaining muck of ibnie expreflions. 
^^^^^^^ in that manifcfto. But in my humble opi- 
nion, the Emperor ihould have rcfufed to 
protcft him from the beginning, and allow- 
ed him to retire where he had a mind, ra* 
ther than after granting him protection, 
with afTurance that he would not deliver 
him up to his father, to force him to re- 
turn f. The reft of this unfortunate 
Prince's life is already narrated*

TH O' the women in this country arc

Natalia, was famous for h'ef beauty and XVL 
graceful behaviour.

This incomparable Princefs died unmar- 
ried, aged not much above forty, univerfal- 
ly regreted. She always retained her gooJ 
looks and charming behaviour, and would 
have graced the moft exalted throne in 
£,urcfe. 



End of the Sixteenth Book. 
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Defcription of St. Tetershurgb. 

Taken from a Letter from Mr. Wylde, 
Reftdent of^ the State^j^ General at the 
court of Ruflia. . 

♦ 

AL L the maps, feys Monfieur de Wylde^ 
being erroneous as to the fituation of 
St.'Tetersburgh, I give myfclf the honour to 
inform you, that the river Neva or Nye is 
twelve common leagues long, or feyenty- 
twpwcrfts, accorc}ingtothen;eafure of thefe 
parts ; from the ifland Rijzard or Richard^ as 
it is commonly, tho*' falfly called, in which 
ftands Cronjiat, abufively taken in feveral 
maps for St. IPetersburghy to Orefcha^ or 
Nottehurgh^ now called Sleutelburgh ; that is, 
in other words, from the ^\?oi Finland to 
the lake Ladoga^ and that St. Tetersburgh is 
lituated along that river, within five leagues 
from Cron/iat, and feven from Sleuf el- 
burgh. That river is fo broad near Croti^ 
ftat^ that from one fide one can hiirdly 
perceive, without glaffes, the oppofite bank ; 
but it grows narrow^er as you go to St. 5P^- 
terxburghy where it is but about one hundred 

and 
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and fcvtnty toifcs, or about one thoufand 
feet broad, and continues much the fame 
to the lake Ladoga. Schanterny is fituated 
a league above St. Tetersburgh; but that 
town is fo large, that it reiaches to that fort, 
and has a very large circuit. 

The town of St. Tetersburgh may be di- 
vided into two parts ; one of which is in terra 
firma, on the fide oflngria; and the other 
confifts of five large iflands. The admi- 
ralty is in one of the faid iflands, being 
parted from the town only by a narrow ca- 
nal, in which there are feveral bridges of 
communication; and amongfl others, a very 
fine one, which comes to the highway or 
road from St. tetersburgh to Mofcow ; of 
which I (hall further (peak, after having 
tfiken notice of fomc other particulars. 

His Czarifli majefty has two palaces, one 
for winter and another for fummer, on the 
Ingria fide ; but they have crefted in the 
ifland, on the oppofite fide, by which runs 
the great current, or channel of the river, 
the citadel, the council-houfe, the chancery, 
the magazines, and the exchange for mer- 
chants; which is troublefome enough, be- 
caufe there is no coming at it but by boats. 
They are building very much upon the 
ifland Bazil^ or Wajfis-Oejlroff'. Prince 
Menzekojfhz^ there a palace near the great 
river; and all the lords of the court arc 

oblige4

obliged to build ftone houfes in the £ime 
place. They are alfo erefting there a large 
edifice, in which merchants will be obliged 
to have fhops and fell their goods therein. 

The houfes of St. Tetersburgh are already 
computed to exceed forty thoufahd; but 
moft of them have but one ftory: a great 
many are built with timber; and thofe that 
arc built with ftone are but indifferent: 
fomc others are built with bricks, covered 
over with mortar on both fides : they feem 
at firfl very fine, being built according to a 
new architefture, h^l^ French and half Ita^ 
lian ; but when that mortar falls to pieces, 
which happens fhortly after, by reafon of 
the great frofts, and other injuries of the 
air, they have but a difagreeable afj)e61:. 

The flreets are broad, and in a flraight 
line ; but amongft others there is one be- 
ginning at the admiralty, which is above 
half a league lon^, in a flraight line, and 
fo broad, that two rows of trees are planted 
on both fides. That ftreet, or rather the 
road that joins to it, has been extended to 
fifty leagues diftance from Su ^etersburgh^ t 
through forrefls and other diflS^cult places ; 
and the Czar defigns to continue it t9

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Ddcription of Cronftat. 

From a tote celebrated coUeBion cf Travets. 

THE ifland dfCranftat is near fifteen 
miles in circumference, but very bar- 
ren : tbc town is computed to have near 
twenty-five thoufand inhabitants, includiiig 
foldiers and lailors: bcfides tWs, dierc are 
only two or three fmaii vilbges for fiflier- 
•men. Here is a palace built by f^eter the 
<3freat, and about twenty-five large brick- 
houfes ; but the fupport of them being ex- 
■penfive, they are left uninhabited. In this 
place, Tefer the Great had formed a plan 
of fixing .the trade, and<!efigned to cut a 
canal near twenty miles long, on the fouth 
fide of the gulf, which would have puffed 
through the garden of Strelna Mufa. Tbc 
intent of this, was to provide a fafe palfage 
for barks loaded with the commodities of 
this country: however, this projeft was 
hardly praifHcable, for it would be dan- 
gerous for large and heavy loaden barks 
to crofs from Orenjenhaun to Cronftat ; 
but the common reafoh afligned for this 
great Prince's declining this fcheme, is, that 
it would have prevented his breeding up the 
»feamen, who are now conftantly employed 
during the fummer feafon in navigating 

decked 
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decked veflels laden with merchandize fropi 
St. ^efersburgh to Cronjiat. 

Here id one of the greateft curiofitiesr in 
the world of its kind; which is the dry The dry 
dock, contrived by Teter the Great* This ^ock. 
work, by the length of time it has been in 
hand, and the alterations made by the dif- 
ferent direftors of it, muft have created z 
large expence. It reaches about feven hun- 
dred fathoms, is fixty feet broad at the 
bottom, eighty feet at the top, and forty 
feet deep, having flood-gates in different 
parts. It is intended to receive fourteen 
Ihips of the line of battle, to build or re- 
pair them dry, and afterwards float them 
off. There is a grand refervoir, which was RcfcrvoiV^ 
then almoft dug eighteen feqt lower than 
the docks, and confequently is near fixty 
feet deep; and yet there were no fprings 
which incommoded the workmen : it is a- 
bout fix hundred feet long, and three hun- 
dred broad, and will contain about one 
hundred and forty thoufand tons of water. 
The harbour or wet dock, intended for the The has* 
crown fiiips, will contain eighty men of ^^^'^ 
war ; and in that for the trade, two hun- 
dred and fifty merchant fliips can be moor- 
ed ; but the latter having the deepeft wa- 
ter, is oftentimes kept for the large fliips 
of war.

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Account of the Revenues, Taxes, 
Forces and Drefs of the Ruffians. 

THE revenues of xht Ruffian empire, 
which were formerly of five millions 
only, are now increafed to fifteen millions 
of rubles (a\ and are yet improveable, with- 
out diftreffing the fubjeft. Thefe may be 
computed to arife from the pole tax of fc- 
V€nty-five copeeks a head, on eight millions 
feven hundred and fifty thoufand male fiib- 
jefts. The boyar, or lord, receives of his 
boors about one hundred and twenty co- 
peeks {b) each' head male, according to the 
goodnefs of the eftate : fome bring in yet 
more confiderably, and others cannot fup- 
port themfelves* The Lord has alfo a cer- 
tain number of them to work for him, but 
he pays the tax due to the crown on all his 
vaffals ; and after a revifion is made, the 
fame tax continues, whatever mortality may 
fucceed, till a further revifion takes place. 
The Circajfians who inhabit the Ukraine^ 
pay but a quarter of a ruble a head. The 
euftoms in St. Tetersburgh^ Rig^i Narua 
and y^rchangely produce above a million of 
rubles ; and the monopoly of fait, pot-afh, 
rhubarb, fpirituous liquors, with the pro- 
duce of the government's iron mines in Si-

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beria, the Chim trade, and inland duties, 
conftitute the remainder. This fum of three 
millions Sterlings which we have learned in 
Great Britain the art of fwallowing in a 
three or four months campaign, . anfwers the 
exigencies of the Rujftan ftate, and makes 
them courted by their friends, and dreaded 
by their enemies: nor is it ftrange, if one 
confiders that the pay of a Major-general inpayofthc 
Ruffta is not above three thoufand fix hun- foldkry. 
dred rubles a year {c\ a Comfnandant or 
Brigadier one thoufand eight hundred, a 
Colonel eight hundred, a Major four hun* 
dred, a Captain one hundred and eighty, a 
Lieutenant one hundred and twenty, and a 
common foldier fix. They are faid to have Number 
at lead two hundred and fifty thoufand *^^^°^"^' 
regulars, including garrifons of fevcnty 
thoufand; and fuppofing a third part of 
them cloathed annually, and giving them 
their allowance of fait, ' croop (^;, and 
bread, their pay will hardly, exceed thirty 
rubles (d') a man, officers included; and 
confequently, this formidable force cofts* 
only feven millions five hundred thoufand 
rubles (/), which does not take up half the 
national income.

Fleet. The Rujftan ^n^val p«vcr, which was 

created by Teter the Great, appeals to be 
fufficient for all the purpofes of that em- 
pire, and capable of Supporting their new 
conquefts on the Balttcky fhould the Swedes 
ever attempt to retake them by a naval 
power: though I beUeve the friendfhip of 
the Britijh nation, as » maritime power^ is 
no unpleafing circumftance to Rujl/ia upon 
this very account. Their fleet confifts of 
twenty-five fhips of the line, and fifteen 
bomb-ketches, fire-fhips and frigates, of a- 
bout thirty guns each ; of which the great- 
eft part are kept in repair: and one, two, or 
three capital fliips are built and launched 
every year at St. Tetersburgh ; but what 
gives a great weight to their naval ftrength, 
is the nuiiiber of their gallies, which carry 
from one hundred to three hundred men, 
of which, only fix or eight are failors, 
Thefe are proper for the Baltick in the 
fummer ; and as they draw but little water, 
they are formidable objefts on an enemy's 
- coaft, as the Swedes experienced in their war 
with Teter the Great. The Ruffians are 
(Computed to have ne^r ten thoufand feamen ; 
of which, above half generally live at Cronr 
Jiaty and when employed as carpenters, or 
labout fliip affairs, arc allowed provifions and . 
fcfx cppeek§ a-day. 

The 
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The coUeftipn of the revenues, which isColkaion 
fo vaft an expence in England^ is a very in-^4cs\o 
confiderable charge to the Ruffian govern- charge ia 
ment, their colleftors being moftly paid hy^^f^- 
the perquifites annexed to their employ- 
ments ; from hence, it is eafy to reconcile 
how indifpenfably neceflqry prefents are in 
Rujfta in tranfafting bufinefs with any of 
the public departments, though I muft own 
my opinion, that perquifites tend to the 
ruin of empires. 

The njumber of fouls in St. Tetersburgb 
are generally computed at two hundred and 
fifty thoufand, including the garrifon, which 
is ntimerous; but in. reckoning the fubjefts 
throughout the yrhole empire, they lay it 
down as a rule, that the hundred and fe- 
venty fifth male raifes an army of near fifty 
thoufand men, and confequently fuppofing 
an equal number of females, the whole may 
be reckoned feventeen million^ five hun- 
dred thoufand fouls : the tributary Tartars^ 
Rujftan Ukraine {g\ and the conquered pro- 
vinces (A), are not included in this ac- 
count; if we confider the vaft extent of that 
empire, though many parts are not inhabit- 
ed, it is probable this number is near the 
truth. As to the Ukraine^ 1 have been af- 
fured that oneeftate in that country (;)con^

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tained fixteen thoufand acres of arable, and 
nine thoufand of pafture land. 
. Befides the ordinary computation of two 
hundred and fifty thoufand regulars, the 
Rujfians can coUeft a body of forty thou- 
fand, or more, of Calmucksj CoJ/acksy and 
other Tartars. In the laft Turkijh war I 
have been aflured that Rujfia had above 
three hundred thoufand troops in pay; 
thus with their own money at home, or 
in foreign pay, when abroad in foreign fer- 
vice, fo long as thefe people train up a 
number of good officers, they mufi have 
great weight in the political fcale in Europe^ 
as well as in ^Jia. Their foldiers bear the 
extremities of cold and heat, hunger and 
thirft; and when well conduced to the 
charge, have generally fhcwn great intrepi- 
dity. Being provoked by long refiflancc 
they are apt to be cruel when conquerors, 
of which I have heard feveral ftories from 
thofe who ferved in the laft Turkip war. 
^^cfs. ,TJic common people in this country are 

cloathed with long coats made of dreft fheep 
fkins, with the wool towards their bodies. 
Thefe are admirably adapted to the climate, 
and coft only two rubles (k) ; " they alfo ufef 
a coarfe cloth, in which . they fwadle their 
legs and feet ; this is fecured by a cord of 
^ reeds, their fandals being alfo of the fame 

• material.

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materiaL Their caps are lined with fur, 
and cover the ears and neck as well as their 
heads : they wear fafhes round their wafte, 
and double gloves, one of woollen and the 
other of leather, which take in the hand 
without any diftinftion, except the thumb ; 
and thefc arc alfo an elfential part of their 
cloathing. 

People of any diftinftion for the moft 
part drcfs as we do in Englandy and are un- 
der no other neceffity than that of wearing 
a full great coat lined wath fur (/), fuch 
as wolr s, fox's, or linx's, with a deep 
quilted or fur lined cap when they go a- 
broad. The women of the lower clafs, be- 
fides their petticoats, wear fheep ikins, as 
the men: thofc who move in a higher 
fpherc, wear flowered filk cloaks {m) lined 
with furs, of which the moft common fort 
is of white hares. Ladies of the firft diftinc- 
tion are feldom without thefe cloaks lined 
with rich furs, and by the advantage of 
coaches or fledges and domeftic convenicn- 
cies, perhaps fuffer lefs by cold than the 
people in the fouth of France : although, 
upon the whole, I can by no means think 
it a climate conducive to the prolongation 
of life, efpecially to aged perfons, and va- 
letudinarians.

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Anecdotes of Peter the Great. 

THE moft early part of this Prince's life 
gave fuch proof of a mind formed for 
great anions, that he feemed to be a man 
from his infancy, and with his manhood 
the hero grew up to that prodigious height^ 
of which he gave the world fo many 
proofs. 

The intimations he had received from fo- 
reigners of the government, arts, and im- 
provements of other countries, made him 
weep over the ignorance and barbarity of 
his own ; but his forrow gave way to his 
hopes ; and fired with the noble ardour of 
true greatnefs, he refolVed to purfue it by 
the only path which, from the light of his 
own genius, he difcovered to lead to it. He 
had too good a judgment to attempt the 
thing by any means but thofe which alone 
were prafticable. How amazing was his re- 
solution, who was born to empire, and had 
an abfolute power over fo many millions of 
people, to humble himfelf to the low offices 
and laborious drudgery of life ! But he faw 
that example, aflifted by his boundlefs au- 
thority, could alone infpire his people with 
juft fentiments, or compel them to a due 
obedience ; and that the opulency and. power 
of nations muft arife from ufeful arts 

and 
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and mechanic employments : he fought that 
power and opulency at their fountain head, 
and determined in his own perfon to aft as 
much like a Go d as a man could do, dif- 
fufing his influence by aftions, the due ef- 
feft of which, humanly (peaking, it was 
impoffible for any man, except himfelf, to 
produce. Thus he fubmitted as if he had 
been born only to a mean, and low for- 
tune; and determined to do that which 
ihould deferve a crown ; and when he had 
obtained it, to take on him the true glory 
of a King,, in wearing it gracefully, and ac- 
cording to the order of that providence which 
watches over the good of mankind. His 
aftions demonftrate that he thought it more 
glorious to excel as an artificer or mechanic, 
than to fway a fceptre upon no other title 
than his birth. 

It is hard to fay what the world has loft 
in the journal \vhich he kept himfelf; pro- 
bably it contained what no hiftorian can 
pretend to relate of him. I fhall mention 
a few particulars which I do not find record- 
ed of him id any hiftorical accounts, being 
what I learned of perfons with whom he 
frequently converfed. In Anijlerdam he 
entered in a dock-yard as a common carpen- 
ter, in the name o(Teter Michaillo, but he 
was knowp only to the mafter of the yard. 
It happened one day thzi Teter^ by mi-

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ftake, took the tools of another perfon irn 
ftead of his own ; the owner difcovcring his 
tools in the hands of his companion, and 
thefc not being readily reftored to him, 
words enfued, and the man gave Teter a 
blow^; the mafter of the yard being infor- 
. med of the matter, fent for the fuppofed 
offender, and in. the prcfcnce of this Prince 
reproved him feverely, and threatned him 
with punifhmcnt. ^eter now put on the 
Emperor; not In the infolence of power, and 
with the externals of a King, but in plead- 
ing for the injured. ' The man fays he, 
* is in the right, and I am in fault;' and 
immediately made up the quarrel by giving 
him money. Thus did this great monarch \ 
learn tlije true art of life and government, i 
and through this voluntary arduous difcip- 
line, teach himfelf how to rule the fpirits 
^ of an ignorant and uncivilized people. 

It has been imputed to this Prince, that 
he was cruel. The exaft rule of mercy and 
juftice cannot always be obferved by any 
mortal man : and Icaft of all by princes, 
who cannot fearch to the bottom of every 
thing. A man of his ftrength of refoluti; 
on, cannot be fuppofed to have a heart of 
the melting fort ; and the ingratitude and 
infenfibility of his fubjefts, their repug- 
nance to accept the terms of their own feli- 
city by the means he fought it for them, 

.means 
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means fo obvloufly produftive of the end, 
and yet fo obftirfately refifted, could not but 
fire him with fome refeotment, and might 
alfo perfuade him they could be ruled only 
by a rod of iron. Thu« he might com- 
mit fome afts of feverity, but that he put 
men to death with his jown hand, I am per- 
fuaded is ndt true (»). 

An amorous difpofition, and a cruel one, 
are compatible in the fame perfon, as expe- 
rience often evinces; but cruelty and great* 
nefs of mind, fuch as this Prince demonflrat- 
ed, are not compatible. His great foible 
was the love of women ; he \^;ajs not pro- 
fufe, nor even generous in his amours, if 
ond*may believe the reports of Mifs Cro/r, 
who was diftinguiflied, in her way, by the 
Emperor's favour in England. In Holland 
he was feen with a girl in his arms at a com- 
mon drinking-houfe, of which reprefentati- 
on there is now an excellent pifturc in the 
palace o^Teterhoff'. A gardineronce threw 
a hough at him for his amorous advances to 
a girl who was working in a garden. In 
fhort, for a King he was as little ejegiint as 
expenfivc in his amours: as in things of th^ 
higheft moment, fo in this he afted accord- 
ing to his inclinations,' without any regard

* reafonable government of this weaknefs, ever 
* drew him into inconveniences, or protraftcd 

Ithe progrefs of that active and extenfive glo- 
ry for which he was fb much diftinguifhed : 
and for this vice, we muft fay with Sir WaU 
ter Raleigh^ as well as I remember, * If 

* j4dam in his ftate of innocence ; David 
^ God's chofen fervant; and Solomon^ a 

* man of the greateft wifdom, fwerved from 

* their duty to the living God, through the 

* love they bore to ' woman, it Is not fo 

* wonderful as lamentable that men in all 

* fucceeding ages have, 6'^.' This great 
Prince, who underftood fo well what re- 
jgarded the good of the fociety, could hardly 
.Exclude the religion he profefled from the 
l}'fl:em of his politics; and we may chari- 
tably prcfume that he, like David, made 
his peace with heaven. 

He was often leen to weep when he or- 
dered executions. Mifs Hdmbleton, (o) ^ 
maid of •honour to the Emprefs Katharine, 
had an amour which at different times produ- 
ced three children: ihe'had always pleaded 

ficknefs, 

(0 Some call this lady Mackenzi^,^ '^ 
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ficknefs, but Teter beiog (ufpieious, ordered 
hisphyfician to attend her, who foon made 
the difcovery. It alfo appeared that afenfc 
of fhamc had triumphed over her humanity, . 
0,nd that the children had been put to death 
9s foon as born. Teter enquired if the fa- 
ther of them W3S privy to the murder ; the 
lady infiftcd that he was innocent, for flic 
had always deceived him, by pretending they 
were fcnt to nurfe. Juftice now called on 
the Emperor to nunifh the offence* The 
Jady was much beloved by the Emprefs, who 
pleaded for her : as to the amour it would 
have been pardonable, but not the murder. 
Veter fcnt her to the caftld*, and went him- 
felf to vifit her : the faft being confefTed, 
he pronounced her fentence with tears, tel- 
ling her that his duty as a Prince, and G Q d's 
Vicegerent, called on him for that juftice 
which her crime had rendered indifpenfably 
ncceffary : and therefore fhe muft prepare 
for death. He attended her alfo upon the 
fqafFold, where he embraced her with the 
utmoft tendernefs mixed with forrow: and * 
fome fay, that when her head was ftruck off, 
he took it up by the ear whilft the lips were 
yet trembling, and kiffed them : a circumr 
ftance of an extraordinary nature, and yet 
not incredible, confidering the peculiarities 
of his charafter. 
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How generous was his conduft to the 
Sivedijh prifoners at the battle of Tultawa ! 
He ftruck one of his own officers for fpeak- 
ing difrefpcftfully of the King of Swg- 
den (p)y and faid to him, * Am I not a Kingy 

* and might not my fortune have been the 

* fame as that Prince's ?' But what a profufi- 
on of found politics was difplayed in his 
taking his fword from his own fide, and 
prefenting it as a token of his favour to the 
Swedip General Renchild^ upon the occa- 
fion of that GeneraFs faying, ' though the 

* King my mafter afted contrary to my opi- 

* nion, yet I thought myfelf bound, as a 

* faithful fubjeft, to obey his commands/ 

As it is the cuftom with us to interrupt 
tonverfation by drinking healths at table, in 
Rtiffia they add alfo another impertinence, 
by their fervants offering wine whether you 
afk for it or not. Teter was in warm dif- 
courfe with Admiral Apraxin^ when the Vice- 
admiral Senavin prefented him with a falvcr 
of wine; the Emperor impatiently threw 
back his arm, which neceffarily overfet the 
falver and ftruck the Admiral : he then pur* 
fucd his difcourfe, as if nothing had hap- 
pened ; afterwards recoUefting himfelf, he 
gfked the Admiral jfpraxin if he had not 

ftruck 

(/») To this purpofc, we may remember the dory of the 
Perjian foldicr, who was told, * Sir, you arc paid to ight 

* ^z\i& Alexander^ npt to rail at Jiim.* 
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ftruck fome body ? ^ Yes, fays he, your 

* majefty ftruck the Vice-admiral Senavin; 

* 'tis true, he was in the wrong for inter- 

* rupting your majefty; but he is a very ho- 

* neft man, and a brave officer/ ^eter 
then reproached himfelf for ftriking an offi- 
cer of that rank, fent for him immediately, 
begged his pardon, kiffed him, and the next 
day fent him a pref?nt. 

Valenjky^ who had a command in the y^r- 
Jian expedition, had been once beaten by 
^€ter\ orders, miftaking him for another* 
^ Well, fays jP^/<?r, I am forry for it, but 

* you will deferve it one day or other, and 
^ then remind me that you are in arrears 

* with me;' which accordingly happened 
upon that very expedition, and he was ex- 
cufed. 

Thus did this great Prince temper the na- 
tural impetuofity of his difpofition with the 
utmoft tendernefs and regard to thofe who 
deferved well of him. It is known that he 
himfelf fubmitted to enter his name as a 
private man in the army he raifed, that his 
greateft fubjefts might have no expeftations 
of any other advancement than what fhould 
be due to theit merit. He had moft expe- 
rience as a General, but his favourite paffi- 
on inclined to the marine : he more than 
once appeared incognito as a common pilot, 
and received an Englip crown and a cheefe 

for 
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for bringing a fliip from the bar to Cron-- 
Jiat. 

This Prince had to contend not only 
with the perverfenefs of the vulgar; he 
found it neceffary to teach the higheft or- 
ders of his people to fubmit to the whol- 
fome reftraints of good laws, Gagarin^ a 
fcnator, had been for fome time Governor 
of Siberia J and accumulated more than a 
juft minifterial fortune by indireft praftices, 
particularly by opprefling the caravans pat 
fing to and from China : at length, he was 
brought to St. Tetersburghy condemned and 

. hanged on a gallows erefted oppofite the 
ienate-houfe. After a few days, the fena- 
tors begged that his majefty would order 
the body, to be removed, intimating that it 
was a fcandal to their rank as fenators« 

^ • Yes, fays the Emperor, let him be taken 

• down then, and hung up at the common 

* gallows;' which was accordingly per- 
formed. 

The ftory of his fuppofed intrigue with 
Baron Gortz to invade England^ is mention- 
ed by fome biftorians : however that affair 
might be, he always denied it, but found 
matter of complaint againft his Vice-chan- 
cellor Shafferoffy who after being brought to 
the block, his fentcnce was changed into 
banilhment. Upon a further examination 
of his papers it appeared, that during his 

miniftry 
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miniftry at the HaguCj he had accepted a 
ium of ten thoufand pounds for the difco- 
very of a fecret : Teter having received this • 
evidence of his rainifter's guilt, would have 
recalled him to execution. OJierman^ af- 
terwards Vice-chancellor, reprefcnted to the 
Emperor, that as he had pardoned Shaffe-- 
roff^ who had not been fince guilty of any 
frefli crime, fuch an action would fully his 
honour: to which advice, though highly 
offended, he fubmitted. 

Wefiphaleny the Danifh minifter at the 
Ruffian. cQwxty had fent a remarkable piece 
of ncv^s to Copenhagen; Teter^ by means of 
his minifter in that city, procured Wejipha^ 
len's own letter, and then challengedf him 
upon the fubjeftj Weftphalen flatly denied 
that he had given any fuch intelligence, till 
9P^/fr produced his letter; upon which he 
very cocJy replied, * I fee princes have 

* long arms ; your majefty knows very well 

* the duty I owe to my own Prince and 

* country : was I in your majefty's fervice,* 

* I fhould confult your intcreft with the 

* fame fidelity.' Teter^ though extremely 
dilgufted, acquicfced in this defence. 

We muft not be furprized that this 
Prince, while he was only a pupil in the 
fchool of greatnefs, condefcended to menial 
offices, or low mechanic employments, 
when only petfonal labour and perfonal 

Vol. II. R r knowledge 
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knowledge could anfwer the end he had in 
view. In the height of his glory, and af- 
ter the completion of his conqueft, he had 
fo entire a contempt of thefe external cir- 
cumftanccs which fometimes conftitute the 
whole of a King, except the power annexed 
to royalty, that he feemed ambitious pnly of 
a fovereignty in foul, and to aft rather than 
appear the King. He had an extreme dif- 
Kke to rich cloaths, and was never fo well 
fatisficd as ia his regimentals (j'): he never 
wore but one fuit of embroidery, and that 
for a finglc day only. In the furamer time 
it was his ufual cuftom to drive about the 
ftrects of St. Vetersburgh in a chair with one 
horfc, wi thout any other attendatice than ope 
foldieron horfeback. In winter, he has been 
feveral times feen in a common hackney 
fledge (r). It would (bmetimes happen 
. that he had not the value of three-pence ia 
his pocket to pay the fare; and he has more 
than once afked the loan of this money of 
any pcrfon whom he knew, and accidental- 

ly 

(^) A green cloth with a narrow gold lace, which is the 
richcil cloathing in the array ; aod the Ruffians as well as the 
Priiffians are not permitted to wear any other cloaths than 
their regimentals. The Emprefs however made her fca offi- 
cers very fine, their cloaths being white cloth, and the cap- 
tains have gold lace enough upon- it to confuroe agood part of 
their pay.

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ly met ; yet notwlthftanding thefe feeming 
improprieties, the fuperiority of his genius 
fiipported the dignity of a great monarch ; 
and it was by laying afide pomp and fplen- 
dpr, which were uneflential to his glory, 
that he appeared fo much like a deity, in 
every place, almoft at one and the fame 
time. He was generally at his tribunals 
and public offices in the winter fcafon by 
j6ve in the morning; and thus his perfon- 
al attendance and knowledge of bufincfs, 
taught his fubjefts their rcfpeftive duties; 
confined them to thofe duties, and made v 

the ftate flourifh. He was not contented, 
without going to the bottpm of things, and 
therefore, inftead of making his people wait 
on him, he watched them ; fo that he was 
feldom to be found in the palace. Prince 
Menzekoff had the charge of public feafts 
for foreign minifters, fo that ^eter fpent no 
time in vain ceremonies ; and as to his own 
diet, it was rather coarfe than elegant. 

It is morally impofllblc that fuch a coun- 
try as Kiiffia was, could be more fpeedily 
reduced to a regular and confiftent plan of 
government ; but the extremity of arbitrary 
power, which had long fubfifted, and the 
unpolifhed manners which had for fo many 
ages prevailed, fecmed to have eftablifhed a 
rule of Afiatkk policy, which "Teter was 
pot able, or not willing iiitirely to deftroy : 
R r 2* this 
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this confifted in a fort of connivance in the 
Prince, in feeing the grandees pillage the 
lower claffcs of the people, according as 
their offices might afford them an occadon; 
but when they had thiis accumulated wealth, 
and rendered themfelves obnoidous to the 
laws, their (bvereign came in for the plun- 
der, either by degrading the offender, or 
fuffering him to ranfoni one part by deli- 
vering up the other. 

But it is amazing, that this great Prince 
did not enter ferioufly into the confideration 
of the bad adminiftration of the laws, with 
regard to property and juftice, till the very 
clofe of his life, and in his laft iicknefs. 
The refolution he then took, confined the 
detenninadon of common caufes to the term 
of eleven days; but it was no more than a 
flalh of light which involves the traveller in 
greater darknefs. Laws which are To ob- 
vioufly intended to fupport the fociety, are 
pow in the moft parts of Europe fo per- 
verfcly wrefted to the purpdfrs of lawyers, 
to the eternal reproach of chriftendom, as 
to become the plague and diftrefs of the 
virtuous ; and the inftrument of the moft 
deteftable conduft of the bafe and corrupt 
part of mankind: nor is there, I believe, a 
fingle country in all Europe^ except Truffia^ 
either in limited or arbitrary monarchies, 
where this is not coinplained of as a moft 

crying 
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crying abufe. Had this great Prince lived a 
few years longer tq fway the Rujftan fceptre, 
it is more than probable he would have 
(hewn the King of Trujfia that example^ 
which this Prince, who deferves to be call-^ 
ed Great, had he no other virtue, has given 
jto all the other (bvereigns and nations ii| 
Europe. 

After what I have obferved of the con- 
delcenfions familiar to Teter the Great, the 
reader will not be furprized that he con- 
verfed with all forts of people of whom he 
could learn any thing ufeful; among whom^ 
ibme of the Englip and other foreiga mer* 
chants were frequently his companions. He 
eat and drank with them, and was often 
godfather to their children: if his god* 
child died, he has even more than once at^ 
tended their funerals. He was very inqui- 
fitive about trade, yet he confeflcd it wat 
what he Icaft underftood : but his eftabiiih- 
ment of the commerce in St. Tefersburgh^ 
jind bringing thegrcateft part of it from Arch-- 
angel; the premiums he offered to thofe 
who fhould find out new branches of trade; 
his fetting up and encouraging new manu- 
faftories of linen and hemp in his own 
country ; the great- countenance he gave to 
foreign merchants, and many other fuch 
like circumftances, are certain indications 
that lie underftood, in many inftances the 

pieafli 
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means of advancing commerce as well as the 
great end of II 

This Prince made even his pleafurcs and 
amufements fubfervient to the important 
ends pf his government. He had more 
than once received very melancholy proofs 
. of the impatience of his fubjeds under the 
reformation which he had planned, and was 
now accomplifhing : this rendered him ex- 
tremely fufpicious of them^ As men's 
hearts are generally moftopen in their cups, 
he often drank with them liberally; (bme- 
times at court, and oftner at their own 
houfes*' His manners fcemed to be rude, 
in requiring even the ladies, upon certain 
occafions, to fwallow goblets -of wine, or 
other ftrong liquors ; but in this he had his 
views: drinking is ftill the vice oiRuffia^ 
but in a more elegant manner than in paft 
dmes. 

He had frequent convulfive diftortions of 
his head and countenance, contrafted by a 
fright in his youth, upon an occafion when 
his life was in danger; but in fuch cafes, it 
was always the rule of the company he was 
in, to look down, or a different way, and 
purfuc their difcourfe without feeming to 
regard him. 

To prevent a furprize, or any attempt on 
his life, he would never ly alone : when he 
was not with the Emprefs or other compa- 
nion. 
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nion, he ordered one of his chamber- 
lains (j") to fleep with him ; which Was an 
uncomfortable, fituation to them, as he was 
very angry if they awaked him ; and in his 
fleep he often grafped them very hard. 

What compleated his charafter as a ma-^ 
fter of exquiHte art and acute judgment, he 
diverted his people into a contempt of that 
fordid ignorance which for fo many ages 
had reigned in this country, and which he 
now made it his tafk to banifli. This could 
not be done more eflPeftually, than by ridi- 
culing a fupcrftitious reverence of the cu- 
floms of their forefathers. With this view, 
he ordered a great number of dreffes of 
the fcveral officers of the crown and court 
as worn in part ages; and in thefe, . himfelf 
and his whole court appeared in tnafquerade: 
^thus exhibiting themfelves to the people un- 
der feveral comic figures, they diverted 
them into a perfuafion that they were at 
leaft as wife in their age, and in their ap- 
pearances, as their fathers had been before 
them.

IT is remarkable, that when the Kuffmn 
track began to fiouriih, and for fcnne 
time after, their ruble, which was intrinfi- 
«aUy. worth no lefs than ninety-nine cur- 
rent ftivers of Ho Handy was eftimated on 
exchange at feventy current (livers, and the 
price or their commodities regulated accord* 
iogly in the merchants calculation of them: 
at lengthy it was reduced to fifty, and from 
forty-five to fifty it has ftood for many 
year& The Ruffian ruble has too confider- 
abie an alloy to encourage the expcutaticm, 
hut it is not fo bafe as to induce any pint'- 
tkal traders to bring falfe coin ii^o the 
country ; I fpeak of the filver money. But 
by an error in politics in a late reign, the 
want of money induced the government to 
make a copper coin of five copecks value, 
which was not intrinfically worth two : the 
confequence of which was, that fome mil- 
lions of this coin was run in upon them, 
particularly by the Jews of T^Iand ; fo that 
at length, in the year 1744, 1745 and 
1746, the government wifely reduced the 
value each year a copeck, and it now ftands 
at two copecks. They keep accounts in 
rubles and copeeks, one hundred copceks 

to 
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to a ruble (^), and their old way of reckon- 
ing yet in the greateft ufe, as it is in fome 
i^zxts o( Germany y Is with beads on wires, 
which they work without pen and ink. 

The ruble, which is the principal coin, 
is alfo divided into halves, quarters, and 
tenths ; which laft they call grecvens : they 
had formerly filver copeek pieces, but thefe 
\vere too intrinfically good to continue long 
in the country, and were at length called 
in. They have a gold coin, of two rubles 
value, but not in abundance ; alfo ducats 
of the prefent Emprefs^s coin ; which vary ^ 
in price, but are never under 2i rubles. In 
copper, they have befides the two copeeks 
already mentioned, denifhkas, or half a co- 
peek, and polufhkas or quarters.

Account of Mr. Ilbrands journey 
from Mpfcow to China 1 09 2 *. 

Taken from M.Ac BruynV Travels^ 

HE left Mo/cow in the month of 
March, on a fledge, but had got 
but very little way on his journey, before

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it rained fo hard, that he was expofed 
to very great danger, by the abundance 
of waters he met with in his road to Wx)- 
logduy where he ftaid fome days, to recover 
the fatigue he had gone through, and wait 
^for fair weather. The froft coming on a- 
gain, the ways were pafTable, and he pur- 
fued his journey towards Suchina^ and from 
thence to the city of the great Ufiiga^ where 
the Sttchina and the Irga uniting their* 
ftrcams form the famous river Dwinay which 
name means a double river. 

He arrived next in the country of the 
Syrettes^ whofc inhabitants fpeak a language 
very different from the Ruffian^ though fome- 
what like that which is fpoke in Livonia^ 
as he was informed by fome of his train, 
who were of that country. They are of 
the Greek church, and fubjeft to his Czarian 
majefty, to whom they pay the cuftomary 
duties, but have neither Governor nor Woy- 
wode. They chufe their own judges, and 
if any queftion arifes that they are unable 
to decide, they go to Mofcow, where they 
have reeourfe to the Precaufe of Tojolfkcj 
or office for foreign affairs. They differ 
very little from the Rujfians in ftature, and 
wear the fame drefs that was in ufe among 
them, till altered by the order o[Teter the 
Great. They are very ignorant, and have 
no tradition among them concerning their 
S f 2 own 
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own hiftory. They fubfift chiefly by agri- 
culture, except a part of them, upon the 
banks of the river Zizoly who have fome 
grey furs to traflick with. They live very 
little in towns, but for the moft part in 
little villages and hamlets, (cattered up and 
down in the woods. The country is about 
feventy German leagues in length, and ex- 
tends quite to Kaigorod^ butting upon a great 
foreft, where M. Ilbrand was a fecond time 
taken with a violent thaw, and heavy rain, 
that in one night's time, raifed a flood of 
waters all round the wood, which retarded 
him four days without being able to go 
backwards or forwards. At length, with 
great difliculty, he got away, by throwing 
bridges over the rivers, and other helps; and 
came to Katgorod^ a pretty confiderable for- 
trefs upon the Kama^ on the 1 6th of April. 
He would willingly have held on his way 
quite to Solikamfkoi, the capital of the great 
^ermia^ that he might have gone by land 
• to Siberia^ o\cr the mountains of ITergotur ; 
but the thaw continuing, he found it im- 
prafticable; therefore it being juft at the 
clofe of the winter feafon, he refolved to 
flay fome days, till the Kama fliould be- 
come navigable ; providing himfelf, in the 
mean time, with every thing neceflary for 
the purfuit of his journey, as well as to de- 
fend himfelf againft the free-booters in thofe 

parts, 
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parts, who had not long before pillaged e- 
ven the city of Kaigorod itfelf. 

On the 25th he arrived at SoUkamfkoi^ 
which is a large and rich city, where are 
many cpnfiderable merchants, and very fine 
fait works. They make large quantities of 
fait here, which they fend away in large 
veffels built for that purpofe, in each of 
wliich' they load a hundred and twenty 
thoufand weight at a time. 

On the 14th of May^ he embarked at 
Solikamjkoi^ and croffing the little river TJ- 
folkat^ half a league from this city, Reen- 
tered the Kama again, and crofFed that river 
from Europe to yifia^ arriving in the coun- 
try of the firft Tartars of Siberia^ called 
Wogulfki^ which is indifferently well peopled, 
and a moft pleafant country all along the 
banks of the Sufaivaia^ having on it all 
forts of flowers and odoriferous herbs ; with 
prodigious numbers of deer, and all forts of 
game. As the Tartars of Wogtil upon this 
river are heathens, he had the curiofity to 
go on fhorc to talk with them, concerning 
their belief and manner of life. 

They are robuft, with large heads ; and 
their religion confifts of no more than ma- 
king an offering once a year. To this pur- 
pofe theyaflemble in the woods, and there 
kill a beaft of each kind ; though their chief 
viftims arc horfcs, and a fort of goats. 

They 
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They flay them, and th<^n hanging them 
upon a tree, fall down before them, which 
is their only worfliip. They eat the flefli 
together afterwards, and then return home. 
They are not able to give any manner of 
rcafon for their belief, or way of worfhip; 
but think it enough, that they received it 
from their fathers. Strange people, who 
fay their prayers but once a year, and that 
to a dead horfe ! 

Mn llbrandy the Mufcovite minifter; afk- 
cd them if they had any knowledge of a 
God, and if they did not believe there was 
a fupreme Being in heaven, who created all 
things, and governs the world by his good 
.providence, and who gives rain and fair 
weather ? They anfwered, it was not un- 
likely, feeing the fun and moon which they 
worfliipped, and the other ftars, were pla- 
ced in the firmament, and that the^e was 
doubtlefs a power that ruled them: but 
they would by no means agree, that there 
was a devil, becaufe he had never made 
himlelf known to them : yet they do not 
deny the refurreftion of the dead, but know 
nothing of what is to become of them. 
When any of them dies, the body is depo- 
fited in the grotind, and covered with their 
moft precious ornaments, whether the de- 
ceafed be man or woman : they ereft no 
monuments to the dead, but they put mo- 
ney 
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ney by them, in proportion to their circum- 
ftanccs when living, that they may want 
nothing neceflary for them at the day of 
refurreftion. They make great lamentati- 
ons about the bodies of their dead; nor muft 
any man marry a fecond wife, till he has 
buried his firft a year. When they happen 
to have a dog die, that has been ferviccable 
to them in hunting, or any other way ; in 
honour of him they ereft a little wooden 
hut, fix feet high, upon four pofts, where 
they place him, and let him remain as long 
as It lafts. 

They may have as many wives as they 
can maintain ; and when they want to mar- 
ry, they buy their wives of their parents, 
and have fcarce any ceremony at their wed- 
dings: they only invite their neareft relati- 
ons to be prefent, and having entertained 
them, the new-married couple go to bed 
without any more to do. When the women 
draw near the time of their delivery, they 
retire into a wood, to a cabin prepared for 
them on purpofe, where they ly in, and 
their hufbands are not to go near them for 
two months. 

They live in fquare wooden huts, after 
the manner of the Ruffian peafants; but ufc 
hearths infte^d of ftoves, and burn wood. 
As foon as the wood is burnt to a coal^ 
they cover the opening, where the fmoke 

went 
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went Our, with a piece of ice, and by that 
means retain all the heat in the room, with- 
out fhutting out the light, which jfhines 
through the ice at top. They ufeno chairs, 
but have, inftead of them, benches like tay- 
lor's (hop-boards in England, updn which, 
like them too, they fit crofs legged, and the 
fame ferve them for beds at night. 
' They fubfift by hunting ; their chief 
game is elks, which abound in this country. 
They fhoot them with arrows, and dry their 
flefh, which they cut in flices or flips, and 
hang It up in the air in their houfes ; and 
when it has been thoroughly wet, and is 
quite putrified, they dry it a fccond time, 
and then account it delicious food. They 
have fnares and traps- to take the elks, as 
well as by (hooting them. Thefc Tartars 
live all along the river Sufoivai'a, quite to the 
caftle of Utka ; and are under the protefti- 
on of the Czar, to whom they pay an an- 
nual tribute. 

Mr. Ilbrand hzwing quitted the country of 
thcfe heathens, arrived on the ift of June^ 
at the fottrefs of Utkay upon the frontiers 
of the Tartars of Bafkier and Uffi7m ; and 
from thence proceeded to Neujanfkoi^ than 
between which places a finer country is 
hardly to be feen, full of meadows, woods, 
lakes, well cultivated lands, abounding with 
every thing, and well peopled with Ruffians. 

Upon 
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Upon the 2 1 ft of June he arrived at Tr/- 
meen^ which is alfo well peopled ; three 
fourths of ^ the inhabitants are Chriftians, 
and the reft Mahometan Tartars. . \ When 
the envoy arrived here, he found the people 
in the town, and all the neighbourhood in 
a confternation, on account of the Coffacks 
and Calmuck Tartars^ who had juft then 
made an invafion into Siberia^ where they 
had plundered feveral villages and killed the 
inhabitants, and now threatened this town, 
from whence they were not above fifteen 
German leagues diftant. But the Governor 
fent for troops from loboly and fome other 
places, with which he purfued, and killed 
a number of the Tartars. The Mu/covite 
minifter thought it not convenient to ftay 
here, but embarked on the Tobol with a 
new fct of rowers and a guard of foldiers. 

Upon the ift of July, he happily arrived 
ztTobolJky, k ftrong place, where is a large 
ftone monaftery with towers fo high, that 
it might be well miftaken for a fortrefs. 
This city ftands upon a hill at the conflux 
of the Tobol and the Irtis. The foot of the 
hill, and the fhore of the Irtis, are inhabi- 
ted by Tartars, and Mahometan Buchanans^ 
who carry on a great trade with the Cal- 
mucks upon the river, and even go as far as 
China, by the lake Jamafcbowa. Toboip^.y is 
the capital of Siberia, and its jurifdiftion 
Vol. II. ' T t reaches 
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reaches as far as Barabuy from Wergotur to 
the river Oby^ to the eaftward of the *Sfl- 
moides ; to the aonhward quite to the 
country of the OJiiacks ; and weftward as 
far as UJfaj and the river Sufcnvala. 

Mr. Ilhrand having provided himfelf in 
every thing neceffary, and particularly with 
a good guard, departed from Toboljkyj and 
fell down the Intisj upon the fhores of 
Vhich are feveral villages, inhabited by Tir- 
tars and OJiiacks : he arrived at Samoroskoi-- 
jatHj where he changed his rowers, and rai- 
fed mafts in the larger yeflels, to be able to 
fet fail up the Oby^ when the wind fhould 
be favourable, the Irtis falling into this ri- 
ver by feveral openings not far from Samo- 
roskoi-jam. 

The water of the Irtts is white and lights 
and comes fropi the mountains in the coun- 
try of the Calmucks. This river runs from 
the fouth to the north-eaft, and pafles 
through the two lakes of Kebak and Sufan. 
To the fouth-eaft, it is bordered by lofty 
mountains, which are crowned with cedars, 
and the land on the other fide, to the 
north-weft, is low, and full of pafture 
grounds, where are great black bears, wolves, 
fpxes, red and grey; and upon the banks 
of the vwcr Kajtmkaj which difcharges itfelf 
into the Oby^ not far from Satnoroskoi-jamj 

are 
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are the fineft grey furs of z\\ Siberia^ ex- 
cepting thofe in the woods of HeBkoi 
Wollock 

The inhabitants in this country are for 
the moft part Ruffians^ in the pay of his 
Czarian majefty, and are obliged to fur- 
nifh the Woywodes fcnt hither, and all 
thofe who travel into Siberia^ upon the 
Prince's bufincfs, with carriages and guides, 
as well to go by the water in fummer as 
upon the ice in the winter, as far ^ as the 
city of Surgant^ upon the Oby^ at reafon- 
able rates. They keep a great number of 
dogs to draw their fledges in the winter, not 
beitig able to ufe horfes, on account of th« 
depth of the fnow, which b fometimes a 
fathom deep upon, the Oby. . 

'Upon the 29th of July M. Ilbrand dc- 
parted from Samoroskoi-jamj and with two 
veflcls went down the principal branch of 
the Irtis^ towards the Oby^ where he ar- 
rived the next day; and ypon the. 6th of 
Auguft came to Surgut^ which ftands upon 
the eaft fide of this river. In thefe parts, 
Hp the country to the eaftward, going up 
the Oby^ from Surgut ^ quite to the city of 
Narum^ are very fine fables, as well of a 
pale brown as black ; alfo the fineft ermins 
of all Siberia^ and eyen of all Rujpai ; and 
black foxes of unfpfiakable beauty ; the fineft 
of which are fet apart for his Czarian ma- 
T t 2 jefty i

jcfty, and are fomctimes valued at two or 
three hundred rubles a-piece: fome of them 

exceed the choiceft fables ofDauria. 

Having been fome time mounting the 
Oby, fometimes by the help of the fail, 
fometimes by the flow labour of the tow- 
line, M, Ilbrand croffed the mouth of the 
river fi^ogga^ which falls down from the 
mountains of Truman, and empties itfclf in- 
to the Oh, to the north-weft, below A^^- 
rum, a fmall city, where he arrived on the 
:24th of y^^gujl. This city ftands on the 
river fide, in a fine country, and is defended 
by a citadel with a good-garrifon oiCoJfacks. 
Dcfcnpti- The banks of the Oby are inhabited by a 
T/r^^ h^^^ people called OJliacksj who worfhip idols ; 
jiac's. j.j^Q^gj^ ^j. ^^^ ^2imc time, they acknowledge 
there is a God in heaven, but pay him no 
adoration. They have idols of wood, and 
idols of earth, in human form, which they 
fafliion with their own hands, and which 
fuch of them as can afford it, clothe in 
filk, after the manner of Rujfian habits. 
Thefc idols ftand in their cabins, which arb * 
of the bark of trees, fewed together with 
the guts of deer, and have, on one fide of 
them, bundles of hair, and a little bucket 
full of a fort broth of which they give theni 
fome every day, in a fpoon made on pur- 
pofc, and which always funs down the cor- 
ners of theijT mouths, and makes them very 

nafty. 
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Hafty^ When they worfhip ^leir idols, or f; 

pray to them, they ftand upright, and make 
ftrong motions with the head, without 
bowing the body at all, and keep a noife ' 
like thofe who call dogs. They have neiT 
ther temples nor priefts. 

T^hQOJiiacks marry as many wives as 
they can maintain, and make no fcruple to 
wed with their neareft relations. When 
one of them is jealous of his wife, he cuts 
off fome hair from the belly of a bear, and 
carries it to the perfon he fufpefts to be* 
guilty with her; if he is innocent, he accepts 
it, but when he is guilty, he fairly owns 
it, and comes to an amicable agreement 
with the hufband for the price of his wife: 
nor dare they aft otherways, perfuaded that 
if a man ftiould prefume to accept the hair 
when he is guilty, the bear from whom it 
was cut, would devour him in three days 
time. When their friends and relations die, 
they lament about the body for fome days, 
without ceafitag, with their heads covered 
up, and on their knees, without feeing any 
body; and then they carry it to the grave 
upon poles. They are very poor, and in 
/ummer live in miferable huts; but they 
might eafily better their condition, the coun- 
try about the Oby affording plenty of furs, 
and the river being ftored with fifti, efpeci-^ 
ally fturgeon, twenty of which of the lar? 

gcft 
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gpft fizc, they will fell for about thfee^ 
pennyworth of tobacco; but they are too 
lazy to work, and feek ojnly for what may 
ferve for a miferable fubfiftence in the win- 
ter. 

They hardly eat any thing but fifh when 
they travel, and ,cfpecially when they are 
fifhing. They are of a middling (kture, 
with hair either fair or red, and broad flat 
faces and nofes. They are not at all in- 
clined to war, and know nothing of the 
ufc of arms ; though they have both bows 
and arrows for hunting, but are not at all 
dexterous with them. They cover them- 
felves with the Hdns of certain fifh, and 
particularly with that of the fturgeon, and 
have no manner of linen. Their ftockings 
and fhoes are all of a piece, and over all 
they wear a fhort kind of loofe waiftcoat, 
to which is faftened a kind of cap, that they 
pull over their heads when it rains. Their 
fhoes which are alfb of £fh-fkin, are not 
water-proof, fo that they are always wet 
fhod. They undergo all the rigours of a 
moft dreadful cold upon the water, without 
any feeming pain, and clothed no other- 
ways than above-mentioned, except the 
winter prove very hard indfccd, and then 
they put on two loofe waiftcoats: but when 
this happens, it is a kind of «ra with them, 
and they will afk one another if they re- 
member 
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member the winter when they wore two 
waiftcoats ? They wear but one when they 
hunt in the winter, and never cover their 
breads, thinking they (hall fuiEciently heat 
themfelvesy with running up and down upon ^ 
the fnow, with their fledge jQioes. When ' 
they happen to be overtaken with an extra- 
ordinary froft, that they are unable to with- 
ftand, they ftrip themfclvcs as faft as they 
can, and bury themfelves deep in the fnow, 
that they may die the fooner, and with lefs 
pain. The women are drejGTcd much after 
the fame fafhion with the men. 

Their chief divcrfion is hunting the bear, 
upon which they gd in companies, but no 
otherways armed than with a fort of flxarp 
knife, made faft to the end of a ftaff, about 
fix feet long. When they have killed a 
bear, they cut off his head, and hanging it 
up to a tree, they run about it, and feem 
to pay it great honours. 

They have petty princes among them, 
one of which came on board to fee M. //- 
brand. This man was appointed over fomc 
hundred cabins, and gathered the tribute 
thcfe people are obliged to pay his Czarian 
majefty's woywodes. He came with all 
his train; brought him a prefent of frefh 
fifh, and returned highly pleafed with an 
exchange of brandy and tobacco. He came 
a fecond time, and invited M« Ilbmnd to 

his 
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his palace, who, out of curiofity, accepting 
his invitation^ and going thither, was recei- 
ved by the Prince himfelf, and cohdafted 
into his houfe, which was made of the 
barks of trecsf, like the other cabins, but 
not extremely well fewed together. The 
Mofcovite miniftcr here faw four of the 
Prince's wive$, the youngeft of which had-^ 
on a red cloth petticoat, with a great deal 
of coral and glafs about her rlieck and waift, 
as alfo the trcffes of her hair, which hung 
down on each fide, ahd uj>on her jQioulders: 
fhe had great rings or buckles in her ears, 
from whence hung ftrings of coral beads. 
Thcfc ladies, each of them offered him a 
little tub made of bark, full of dried filh, 
and the youngeft a tub of fturgeon, yellow 
as gold itfelf : he, in return, regaled them 
with brandy and tobacco, which are great 
delicacies with them. This cabin had ' no 
other furniture than fome cradles and trunks 
rtiade of bark, in which were their beds, 
full of wood-duft> as foft as down itfelf. 
The cradles were at the end of the cabin, 
full of naked children, and the fire was in 
the midft. There were no kitchen utenfils, 
fave one copper kettle, and fome others of 
bark, which they can never ufe, but when 
there is no flame. 

When thefe people fmoke, to which both 
men and women are very much addicted, 

they 
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they take a mouthfiil of water, and fwal- 
low the fmoke of the tobacco with it. 
This has fiich an efTeft upon them, that 
they fall down, and ly upon the ground for 
fome time infenfible, with their eyes^ open, 
and foaming at the mouth, like thofe in the 
falling (icknefs; fome of them even die in 
this condition; fometimes they fall into the^ 
river, or into the fire, and there come to a 
miferable end ; and fometimes they arc fuf- 
focated to death with this fmoke. 

Their boats are made of the bark of 
trees, and the timber and frame^work with- 
iii of very flight pieces of wood. They are 
two or three fathoms in length, and not a- 
bove an ell broad ; and yet they make 'a 
Ihift to live out in very bad weather. In 
winter thefe OJliacks live underground, with 
a hole at the top of their caves for the 
fmoke to go out. When it fnows whilft 
they fleep by the fire, and they find one 
half of their body covered with fnow, when 
they av^ake, they turn themfclves with that 
next to the fire^ and feel no inconvenience 
by it. 

M. Ilbrand now left the Oby^ and arrived 
on the I ft oi September, at the town of 
Keet/koi, on the Keta^ which falls north- 
weft into the Obj. On the 28th he camp 
to St. Sergius ; on the 3d of O Sober , to 
the village of Worozeikin, and on the 7th 

Vol. JI. U u happily 
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happily arrived at Mako/koij after many in- 
conveniencies on the Keta^ and fuffering' 
greatly from the want of provifions. He 
refolved now to expofe himfelf no longer 
to the perils of the water, but to perform 
the reft of his journey by land. Having 
travelled fixteen leagues, upon the 12th of 
OthbeVj he came to Jenizefkoi^ where he 
ftaid fome time, to repofe himfelf, and to 
wait for the winter feafon being fettled, that 
he might continue his journey in a fledge* 
In the mean time he made preparations for 
every thing he wanted, and had leifure c- 
nough to examine what was remarkable in 
City of ' the city. It takes its name from the river 
Jenizi' Jenifiay which arifing from the fouth, crof- 
^ ^'* fes the Kalmuc mountains, and holds on al 
moft in a ftrait line to the northward, till 
it difembogues itfelf into the, icy fca of Ti/r- 
tary. The city of Jemzefkoi is indifferent- 
ly large, well fortified, and well peopled. 
There is great plenty of corn, butcher's 
meat, and poultry. Its jurifdiftion extends- 
over a great number of the heathen Tun- 
gutesy who inhabit along the Jenijia and the 
Tungujka. They pay their tribute to the 
Czar in all forts of furs. The cold is fo 
intenfe here, that the trees bear no fruit. 

The envoy departing from Jenizefkoi^ ar- 
rived on the 20th oi January 1693, at the 

ifland 
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ifland ofRihnoiy which ftands in the middle 
of the river Tungufka^ and jlbounds i(i fifh, 
efpecially pike and fturgeon, of an extraor- 
dinary fize. It is ahiioft wholly inhabited ^ 
by Rujftans. Upon the 25th he arrived at 
Kinskoi^ upon the river //«/, which rifes to 
the fouih-fouth-wcft, and difcharges itfelf 
into the Tunguska^ north-north-weft. At 
fome days journey from hence, is the great Cataraft 
cataraft or fall of water of Shaman ) koL ^^ ^^^: 
The fall of this torrent is half a league in ^'^'^'^ ^'* 
extent ; the fides are hills of rock, and all 
the bottom is rock: it is terrible to behold, 
and makes a moft frightful noife as it falls 
among the rocks, fome of which appear a- 
bove water,, and fome are concealed under 
it. When the air is ftill it may be heard 
at the diftance of three * German leagues. 
The veflels wherewith they navigate up' this 
torrent, are often fix or feven days in get- 
ting up, although they are quite light, and 
drawn up by capftons, windlafTes, anchors, 
* and men. Sometimes it happens that they 
work a whole day in places where the wa- 
ter is low, and the rocks are high, and do • 
not gain the length of the veffel, which is 
all that time in great danger. They unlade 
their veflels to go down, as well as .to go 
up the torrent, and carry the goods by 
land, till they have pafled the danger. The 
U u 5 fall 

* A German league is about five EngUJh miles. 
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fall is fo precipitate, that they are feldom 
above twelve minutes in going down* 
There are but few of the Kujftans or the 
Tungufes who are quite dexterous at this na- 
vigation, tho' they are provided with a rud- 
der both fore and aft, and tho' they have 
oars-ihipped on each fide. The ftecrfman 
dtre^s the men at the oars with the motion 
of a handkerchief, the noife being fo rude 
and boifterous, as to drown the found of 
the voice ; and befides this, they take care 
to have their vcffel covered up, to prevent 
their fhipping the water that goes over them. 
However, there ha{$pen8 every year forae 
fad accident or other for want of Ikillful 
pilots, who run upon the rocks, in which 
tafc there is no refource, and they are either 
fwallowcd up by the furious torrent, or in- 
evitably daflicd tQ pieces againf^ the rock : 
nor is it cafy to recover the dead bodies of 
thofe fo loft ; tho' on the fiiore are many 
croffes erefted at the places where fuch 
wrecks have happened, and where the people 
have been buried. 

Upon the ift of February the envoy ar- 
rived at the fortrefs of Biiratjkoi^ upon the 
river Angara^ which falls into the lake of 
Baikal^ and is inhabited by a people. that 
are heathens, called B urates. 

Upon the 1 2th he arrived at Bulagan^ 
Jkoi; where alfp the vales and low counf 
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tries are inhabited by the BurateSy z people Burateu 
rich in cattle. Their cabins are low, made 
of wood, and covered with earth ; they 
light their fire in the middle, and the fmoke 
goes out of a hole on the top of the build- 
ing. They have no notion of agriculture, 
or of fruit-grounds or gardens; and their 
villages are for the mofl: part, on the fides 
of rivers, whence they are not ufed to re- 
move like the Tungutesj and other of the 
heathens. On one fide of their doors they 
have (lakes planted in the ground, upon 
which they impale goats or fhecp, and fa- 
ften thereto alfo the Ikins of horles. 

In the fpring they meet together in great 
numbers on horfeback, to hunt the ftag, 
the rein-deer, and other wild beafts, which 
they call Ablavo. When they have fight 
of them at a diftance, they divide them- 
felves into troc^s, and furround them ; then 
they dfive them together into a clofe body 
by degrees, and in this manner frequently 
hedge in fome hundreds of them, which 
they fhoot with their arrows when they arc 
within reach ; fo that few of them efcape, 
every fportfraan being provided with thirty 
arrows. The country fwarms with fallow- 
deer, and wild f}ieep, which upon the 
mountains are met with by tl^oufands. 

The people have no notion of money in 
PQW^ bwt if you want oxen j:)r c^mch to 
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travel with to Cbina^ they will truck with 
you for pale fables, pewter or copper ba- 
fons, red cloths of Hamburgh^ otter-fkihs, 
filks of Teffta of ^11 colours, and gold and 
filver in ingots. In this manner you may 
buy an ox, which dreffed would weigh from 
eight hundred to a thoufand pounds, for 
the value of four or five rubles ; and a ca- 
mel for the value of ten or a dozen. The 
inhabitants of this country, as well men as 
women, are robuft and large of ftature; 
have a face handfome enough in their way, 
and fomewhat refembling the Tartars of 
China. In winter-tune both the one and 
the other wear gowns of fheep-lkins, with 
a great girdle, and a cap, called Malachaven^ 
which comes over their ears; and in fum- 
mer they wear gowns of an ugly fort of 
red cloth. They are never wafhed but u- 
pon the day that they come into the world ; 
they never pare their nails, and have fcarcc 
the appearance of human creatures. 

The men wear a beard under their chin, 
but pluck out all the reft; the feams of 
their clothes are adorned with furs; their 
caps are of fox-fkins; their gowns of a blue 
cotton ftufF, platted in the middle, and their 
boots are of fkins with their hair outermoft. 
The women wear coral-rings, and pieces of 
money in the trefles of their hair; ^d thp 

hair

hair of the girls or maidens is ijpi fnakes^ 
that they look Hke furies. 

The other women have their hair falling 
down on each fide, and adorned with all 
forts of figures in pewter: when they dic^ 
they bury them with their beft clothes, and 
a bow and arrows. 

Their only worfliip is to make certain 
motions of the head, at particular times of 
the year, to the goats and flieep that arc 
impaled at their doors. They pay the fame 
honour to the fun and moon, but upon 
their knees,' without faying a word, or u- 
fing any fort of verbal invocation. They 
have priefts, whom they put to death 
whenever they pleafe, and then bury them 
with money and clothes, that they may go 
before and pray for them. 

When they are under a necefllty of taking 
an oath among themfelvcs, they repair to 
the lake of Baikal^ upon a high mountain, 
which is facred with them, and which they 
can reach in two days journey: they are 
perfuaded that they fliould never come down 
again alive, if they take a falfe oath. This 
mountain has for a great number of years 
been in high veneration with them, and 
they make frequent oflPerings of cattle there- 
on. 

The envoy, M. Ilbrandy having made 
fome (lay among thefe people, went to Je- 

kutjkoi, 
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kutskoij upon the river Angara, which ri(c$ 
from the lake of Baikal^ about eight leagues 
off. This town is flanked with good tow- 
ers; its fuburbs are very large, and corn, 
fait, 4>utcher's^ meat, and fifh, are fo cheap 
there, that they do not give above feven 
pence for an hundred weight of barley. 
The country about is very fertile, and a- 
bounds in grain as far as Wergdenskoij 
which is only fome leagues diftant. The 
Ruffians in thefe parts have fome hundrecl 
villages, and are very careful to cultivate 
the land. 

M. Ilbrand having refted himfelf fome 
umc ztjekutskoiy departed, on the firft of 
May, in a .fledge, and croffed the country 
to the lake of Baikal, where he arrived u- 
pon the I oth, and found it flill frozen over. 
This lake is about fix German leagues in 
breadth, and forty in length, and the ice 
upon it vffo Dutch ell? in thicknefs. 

The only river that goes out of this lake 
is the Angara, which runs to the north- 
north- weft; but there are feveral that fall 
into- it, the chief of which is the Silinga, 
which rifes to the fouthward in the country 
of the Mongales ; befides fome brooks and 
rills that fall into it from the rocks ; nor is 
it without fome iflands. Its borders and 
the country about, are inhabited by B urates, 
Mongales, and Onkotes, and produce very 

fine 
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fine black fables; beficj^s that, they here 
take a creature called Kaberdiner. 

Upon the 14th of May^ he arrived at the 
caftle of Tanzinskoij where was a good gar- 
rifon of Cojfacks to make head againft the "^ 
incurfions of the Mongales^ who inhabit 
upon the frontiers of that country. Upon 
the 19th he arrived at Udinskoij a town 
fcated upon a hill, upon the foot of which, 
moft of the inhabitants take up their abode, 
under the cann6n of that fortrefs, along the 
river Uda, which falls into the KilingUy a 
quarter of a league below the town; in 
whicli there is alfp agood garrifon of Ruffian 
Cojfacks to watch the motion of the Mon-^ 
gales. 

This town, which is the key of the pro- 
vince o£Dauriaj is very much cxpofed, e- 
ven in the fummef time, to the ravages of 
the Mongales, who often carry off horfcs 
as they feed in the meadov/s. The land 
which is very mountainous, is fit for no 
fort of tillage, tho' it abounds in cabbages, 
carrots, turnips, aijd fuch-like vegetable 
productions ; but no trees have as yet been 
planted there. 

The envoy-was forced to ftay here fomc 
time for camels and horfes; then, went by 
land to the river Ona, which comes from 
the north-north-weft, and falls into the 
Uda.. 

Vol. II. X X Upon 
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Upon the 29th, he arrived at Jarauna^ 
and was raviflied to meet with towns again, 
after having croffed a defart country full of 
high rocks; an irkfome journey, during 
which he faw no foul from the time he left 
UdinskoL This fortrefs is provided witH a 
good garrifon o£ Cojfacks ; and here alfo 
are many Ruffians j who fubfift by the fale 
of fables. The Konni Tungufi^ the hea- 
thens who inhabit along the river Tunguski 
and Angara^ fpread all' over this country, 
and fpeak a language peculiar to themfelves. 
When they die they are buried witJi their 
clothes, and their arrows, and ftones are 
put over their graves ; then they plant a 
(hike, to which the beft horfe of the de- 
ceafed is tied, and there facrificed. They 
live by the fale of fable furs, whicih are per- 
feftly fine in this country, and of an admi- 
rable black. Here alfo are fine luxes, and 
a fort of fquirrels of a black grey, which 
the Chinefe were formerly wont to carry oiSF 
with them. To the north of this fortrefs 
are three fmall lakes, not far from each o- 
ther, which together, are two leagues in 
circumference, and abound with pike, carp, 
perch, and the like. From hence are two 
ways, which lead to Zitinskoi or Tlabitfcha. 
The envoy fcnt part of his fervants by one 
of them, and took the other himfelf, with a 
train of fourteen followers, to Telimta^ in 

which 
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which fortrcfs are numbers of Ruffians^ 
who, in the winter-fcafon, take fables, c- 
qual to the very fineft in Sibeyia^ or the 
province of Daurla. 

Here be paffed a night; and z Kncz^ or 
Prince of the Tungufes^ called Liliulkay 
came to fee him. This Lord had his 
hair done up with leather, and fo very long 
that it went three times round about his 
fhoulders; and when let loofe, mcafured 
four Dutch ells in length. He had a fon 
with him but of fix years old, whofc hair, 
which hung on his fhoulders, was an ell in 
length. Thefe Tungufes live in great num- 
bers upon the hills and mountains of this 
country, and are generally rich, which pio^ 
cceds from their large dealings in fables. 

For two days together they went over 
ftony mountains, very lofty, to the north- 
weft and fouth-eaft. The river Konela^ 
which afterwards aflumes the name oiWit^ 
tim, rifes there to the northward ; runs a- 
way to the north-eaft, and falls into the 
Lena, and from thence into the icy or nor-^ 
thern fea. The Zitta commences from 
the other fide of the mountains, half a • 
league from thence, and falls into the In- 
godda, or Amur^ and from thence into the 
caftern ocean. 

Upon the 15th of June^ M. Ilbrand arri- 
ved at Tlodbitfchay as the caravan with his 
X X 3 . fervanti 
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fcrvants did the day before, having fufFered 
^ greatly in the way from the Tungufes^ who 
^' had fet fire to the dry grafs ; fo that the 
jcattle being in want of forage, they had 
been obliged to go into the mountains for 
it at the diftance of a league. 

He was forced to ftay fome days at ^lod^ 
hitfchaj upon the Zitta^ to reft him a little, 
and to get ready fome rafts, by which he ' 
was to fall down the rivers Ingodda and 
Schilka to Nerzinskoi ; for the waters were 
fo low, that there was no fuch thing as go- 
ing in boats, nor was it quite (afe to go 
upon rafts in the rocky places, where two 
of them were broke: they were laden with 
pjirt of the envoy's equipage; but with fome 
trouble it was all faved. 

When every thing was ready, he fent his 
pamels and other beafts of burthen before 
him, towards Nerzinjkoi^ by the way of 
the mountains, and following them himfelf, 
reached the river Onon upon the 19th. 
This river rifes from the fens of Mongal^ 
and to the north-eaft throws itfelf into the 
Jngodda^ where h^ng united their ftream.s, 
# they go away together by the name of 
Schilka. Their waters are very white, and 
their borders are inhabited by feveral hoards 
of the Mongales^ who commit frequent ra- 
vagcs on the other fide of the Schilka^ quite 
to Nerzinfkoi. But they are not always 

attended 
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attended with the fceft luck upon the(e oc- 
cafions ; they are not feldom repulfcd, and 
when ahy of them happen to be ' taken, 
they are fure to be executed as common 
robbers. The Ruffian Cojjacks alfo fcour 
the country all along the Onon^ to take ven- 
geance on them, and fpare not one that 
comes in their way. 

Upon the 2oth, he happily arrived at 
Nerzinjkoi^ a town, upon the Nerza, which 
comes from the north-north-eaft, and dif- 
charges itfelf into the Schilka, a quarter of 
a league from this fortrefs, whofe works 
are not bad, and provided with a great 
number of brafs artillery, as well as with a 
good garrifoti 6£ Daurian Coffacks^ who 
ferve both on foot and on horfeback. This 
place though furroundcd with high hills,, 
does not want for grafs grounds to feed its 
camek, horfes and other cattle. And here 
and there upon the hills, are patches of land 
fit for tillage, grazing, and fifhing, The 
places about this town and hill produce all 
forts of flowers and plants ; baftard rhu* 
barb, or Rapontica^ .of -extraordinary fize ; 
fine white and yellow lilHes ; red and white * 

pionies of a charming fcent, and of feveral 
forts; rofemary, thyme, fwect marjoram, 
lavender, befidcs many odoriferous plants 
unknown in Europe ; but they have "no 
fort of fruit here except goofebcrries. The 

heathens, 
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heathens, who have a long time been in 
this country, and who arc under the domi* 
nion of the Czar of Mofcovy^ are of two 
forts; t\it Konni Tungtijij and the Olenns 
Tungufi. The firft are obliged to appear 
on horfeback at the firft orders of the Woy- 
wode, or Governor of Nerzinjkoij or when 
the borders are infefted by thtTartars ; and 
the Olenni are obliged to ferve on foot, and 
armed in the town when occafion requires. 
The chief of the Konni Tungufi, when M. 
Ilbrand was there, was a Knez called ^aul 
^etrowitz Gantmur, or in their language, 
Cantana Gantimur. He was pretty far ad- 
vanced in years, and of the country of 
Nieuheu^ where he had been a Taifi:ha, un- 
der the dominion of the King of China; 
but falling into difgrace with that Prince, 
who depofed him, he removed into Dauria, 
with his hoards or vaflals, and embracing 
the Chriftian faith of the Greek church, 
threw himfelf under the proteftion of the 
Czar. This Prince could bring three thou- 
fand men into the field in twenty-four 
hours time, all well mounted, and good 
foldiers, provided with bows and arrows. 
It often happens that a fcore or two of this 
people fhall drive three or four hundred of 
the Mongal Tartars before them. 

Their worlhip is the fam^ with that of 
the inhabitants of Paun'a, from whom they 

pretend 
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pretend to be defcended, and differ in no 
point from that of Tartary^ quite to the 
frontiers of the Mongales. The women 
are here robuft, with broad faces, like the 
men; are, when they are on horfeback^ 
armed like them with bow and arrow, which 
they ufe with great dexterity, even when 
young ihaidens : nor does their drefs differ 
from that of the men. Water is their com- 
mon drink ; but thofe who have wherewith- 
al drink tea, which they call Kardtza^ 
or black-tea^ becaufe it tinftures the water 
-with black inftead of green. They boil it 
In mares milk, and a little water, to which 
they add . fome greafe or butter. They have 
alfo a kind of difWled liquor, which they 
czW Kunen or ^rak^ extrafted from mares 
milk, they (lir it every hour for one night, 
and then having put it in an earthen-pot 
well covered, and luted with pafle, diftiU it 
over a fire. This is to be twice repeated 
before the liquor is fit to drink, and then it 
becomes as flrong and clear as a malt ipirit^ 
and fuddles as eafily. 

Thefe heathens hunt in the fpring time, 
and lay in their flore of venifon after the 
manner of the Burates, drying it as they do 
in the fun. Their bread they make of the 
dried roots of yellow Hllies, which they call 
Sarana^ and which they apply tofcvcral other 
ufes. They are very adroit at fhooting filh 

in 
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in the water with their arrows, though at 
the diftance of fifteen or fixteen fathoms. 

When thefe people are under a neceffity 
to take an oath to purge themfelves of any 
crime, they open the vein of a dog on the 
left fide, from whence the perfon that 
would clear himfelf fucks the blood, till the 
creature falls down ^ dead by the emptying 
of the blood velTels. The envoy faw an 
example of this at Nerzinskoi, where one of 
the Ttungutes had accufed another of having 
bewitched fome of his companions, who 
were dead by his practices upon them ; but 
the party accufed acquitted himfelf by fub- 
miting to the fore-mentioned trial, and his 
accufer was punifhed in his (lead. 

Upon the 3d of jiugujl^ M. Ilbrand ar- 
rived at Argunskoi^ the laft fortrefs belong- 
ing to their Czarian majefties on that fide. 
It (lands upon the river Argun ; which ri- 
fing to the fouth-eaftward, falls into the 
Amur^ and ferves for a common boundary 
between the dominions oi Mofcovy^ and 
thofe of the King oi China.
